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PREFACE 

TO  THE  FIRST  EDITION.     MDCCLXXXV. 

IV /TAN Y  truly  great  and  learned  men,  of  the 
*"*  Church  of  England,  as  well  divines  as  lay 
men,  have  earnestly  wished  to  see  their  Liturgy 
reformed ;  but  hitherto  all  attempts  to  reform  it 
have  proved  ineffectual.  The  late  happy  revolu 
tion  here  hath  forever  separated  all  the  Episcopal 
Societies  in  the  United  States  of  America  from  the 
Church  of  England,  of  which  the  King  of  that 
country  is  the  supreme  head,  to  whom  all  Arch 
bishops,  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons  of  that 
Church  are  obliged  to  take  an  oath  of  allegiance 
and  supremacy,  at  the  time  of  their  consecration  or 
ordination.  Being  torn  from  that  King  and  Church, 
the  Society  for  whose  use  this  Liturgy  is  published, 
think  themselves  at  liberty,  and  well  justified  even 
by  the  declarations  of  the  Church  of  England,  in 
making  such  alterations  as  "the  exigency  of  the 
times  and  occasions  hath  rendered  expedient,"  and 
in  expunging  everything  which  gave,  or  might  be 
suspected  to  give,  offence  to  tender  consciences ; 
guiding  themselves,  however,  by  "  the  holy  Scrip 
tures,  which,"  they  heartily  agree  with  the  Church 
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of  England,  "  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salva 
tion,"  and  that  "whatsoever  is  not  read  therein, 
nor  can  be  proved  thereby,  is  not  to  be  required 
of  any  man,  that  it  should  be  believed  as  an  article 
of  faith,  or  be  thought  requisite  or  necessary  to  sal 
vation." 

In  the  thirty-fourth  of  the  Articles  of  the  Church 
of  England,  it  is  declared,  that  "  it  is  not  neces 
sary  that  traditions  and  ceremonies  be  in  all  places 
one,  or  utterly  like ;  for  at  all  times  they  have 
been  diverse,  and  may  be  changed  according  to 
the  diversity  of  countries,  times,  and  men's  man 
ners,  so  that  nothing  be  ordained  against  God's 
word."  And  by  the  twentieth  of  those  Articles 
it  is  declared,  that  "the  Church  hath  power  to 
decree  rites  and  ceremonies,  and  authority  in  con 
troversies  of  faith."  What  is  there  meant  by  the 
word  Church,  will  appear  from  the  nineteenth  of 
those  Articles,  which  declares,  "  The  visible  Church 
of  Christ  is  a  Congregation  of  faithful  men,  in  which 
the  pure  word  of  God  is  preached,  and  the  sacra 
ments  be  duly  ministered,  according  to  CHRIST'S 
ordinance,  in  all  those  things  that  of  necessity  are 
requisite  to  the  same.  As  the  Church  of  Hierusa- 
lem,  Alexandria,  and  Antioch  have  erred,  so  also 
the  Church  of  Rome  hath  erred,  not  only  in  living, 
and  manner  of  ceremonies,  but  also  in  matters  of 
faith."  At  the  Reformation,  when  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  of  the  Church  of  England  was 
compiled,  the  Committee  appointed  to  execute 
that  business  were  obliged  to  proceed  very  ten 
derly  and  with  great  delicacy,  for  fear  of  offending 
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the  whole  body  of  the  people,  just  torn  from  the 
idolatrous  Church  of  Rome  ;  and  many  things  were 
then  retained,  which  have,  in  later  times,  given  great 
offence  to  many  truly  pious  Christians. 

The  Liturgy,  contained  in  this  volume,  is  such 
as  no  Christian,  it  is  supposed,  can  take  offence  at, 
or  find  his  conscience  wounded  in  repeating.  The 
Trinitarian,  the  Unitarian,  the  Calvinist,  the  Armin- 
ian  will  read  nothing  in  it  which  can  give  him  any 
reasonable  umbrage.  GOD  is  the  sole  object  of 
worship  in  these  prayers  ;  and  as  no  man  can  come 
to  GOD  but  by  the  one  Mediator,  JESUS  CHRIST, 
every  petition  is  here  offered  in  his  name,  in  obedi 
ence  to  his  positive  command.*  The  Gloria  Patri, 
made  and  introduced  into  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church 
of  Rome  by  the  decree  of  Pope  Damasus,  towards 
the  latter  part  of  the  fourth  century,  and  adopted 
into  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  is  not  in  this 
Liturgy.  Instead  of  that  doxology,  doxologies  from 
the  pure  word  of  GOD  are  introduced.  It  is  not 
our  wish  to  make  proselytes  to  any  particular  sys 
tem  of  opinions  of  any  particular  sect  of  Christians. 
Our  earnest  desire  is  to  live  in  brotherly  love  and 
peace  with  all  men,  and  especially  with  those  who 
call  themselves  the  disciples  of  JESUS  CHRIST. 

In  compiling  this  Liturgy  great  assistance  hath 
been  derived  from  the  judicious  corrections  of  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Lindsey,  who  hath  reformed  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer  according  to  the  Plan  of  the 

*  In  the  original  Preface  a  large  number  of  texts  were  quoted  in  sup 
port  of  this  position,  which  it  was  not  thought  necessary  to  insert  at 
present.

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truly  pious  and  justly  celebrated  Doctor  Samuel 
Clarke.  Several  of  Mr.  Lindsey's  amendments  are 
adopted  entire.  The  alterations  which  are  taken 
from  him,  and  the  others  which  are  made,  except 
ing  the  prayers  for  Congress  and  the  General  Court, 
are  none  of  them  novelties  ;  for  they  have  been  pro 
posed  and  justified  by  some  of  the  first  divines  of 
the  Church  of  England. 

A  few  passages  in  the  Psalter,  which  are  liable 
to  be  misconstrued  or  misapplied,  are  printed  in 
Italics,  and  are  designed  to  be  omitted  in  repeating 
the  Psalms.

change  introduced  in  the  edition  of  1785, 
•*•  and  described  in  the  foregoing  Preface  by  Dr. 
Freeman,  was  of  a  kind  which  can  never  be  looked 
back  upon,  by  those  who  use  this  Liturgy,  otherwise 
than  with  feelings  of  grateful  satisfaction.  In  the 
then  existing  state  of  the  Theological  world,  it  re 
quired,  on  the  part  of  Dr.  Freeman  and  his  asso 
ciates,  a  fidelity  to  their  convictions,  a  sincere  and 
simple  reverence  for  what  they  believed  to  be  the 
truth  of  God,  a  disregard  for  all  secondary  and  per 
sonal  considerations,  which  will  cause  their  names 
to  be  held  in  honor  so  long  as  the  Church  shall 
stand.  It  was  an  auspicious  revolution  which 
emancipated  the  forms  of  worship  from  the  un 
warranted  restrictions  of  creeds  framed  by  men, 
and  restored  the  worshipper  to  the  freedom  of  the 
Gospel. 

In  the  successive  editions  published  since  1785, 
the  changes  which  appear  consist  principally  of  ad 
ditions.  They  were  made  for  the  most  part  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Greenwood,  whose  pure  taste 
and  fervent  piety  eminently  qualified  him  for  the 
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task.  Since  the  first  edition  the  Psalter  has  been 
abridged ;  and,  wherever  the  sense  or  the  diction 
appeared  to  require  it,  instead  of  the  old  transla 
tion,  the  version  of  the  common  English  Bible,  or 
some  other  approved  translation,  has  been  adopted. 
Several  Occasional  Services,  a  second  Evening  Ser 
vice,  Services  for  the  annual  Fast  and  Thanksgiving, 
Prayers  for  Families,  Services  for  Sunday  Schools, 
and  Collects  for  particular  occasions,  have  been 
added.  Except  in  these  particulars,  the  book  re 
mains  in  every  important  respect  as  it  was.  ' 

All  change,  not  obviously  necessary,  has  been 
avoided.  Experience  has  abundantly  shown  that 
it  is  difficult  to  improve  these  simple  and  venerable 
forms  of  worship,  through  which  originally  the  most 
profound  sentiments  of  devotion  found  utterance, 
and  which  still,  better  than  any  other  human  com 
positions,  give  expression  to  the  religious  wants 
and  aspirations  of  the  human  heart.  The  sub 
stance  of  the  Morning  and  of  the  Evening  Service 
is  derived  from  those  early  formularies  of  the  primi 
tive  Church,  from  which  the  Lutheran  and  the 
English,  the  Greek  and  the  Roman  Churches,  dr,ew 
their  respective  modes  of  worship.  The  words 
which  guide  our  devotional  meditations  have,  in 
large  part,  been  used  for  centuries,  and  are  still 
used  for  the  same  purpose,  by  the  great  body  of 
believers  throughout  Christendom.  Many  of  the 
sentences  are  found  in  the  earliest  records  of  Chris 
tian  devotion.  The  very  phrases  of  invitation  and 
benediction  which  we  repeat,  were  repeated  in  secret 
chambers  and  torch-lighted  catacombs,  by  those  who 
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commemorated  Christ  by  night,  at  the  peril  of  mar 
tyrdom  on  the  morrow.  The  same  words  of  bless 
ing,  "Peace  be  with  you,"  "The  Lord  be  with  you," 
reminded  men  then,  as  now,  of  their  common  de 
pendence  on  God.  While  theological  speculations 
tend  to  separate  Christians,  our  devotional  forms 
have  an  opposite  tendency  to  counteract  this  influ 
ence,  by  putting  each  worshipper  into  conscious 
relations  with  the  whole  Christian  Church.  Besides 
this,  the  associations  which  gradually  collect  around 
a  Book  of  Common  Prayer  not  only  add  to  its  in 
terest  and  value,  but  in  time  constitute  an  essential 
part  of  the  work  itself.  The  child  reads  the  same 
page  which  his  parents  read,  and  his  devotions  are 
warmed  and  hallowed  by  his  remembrance  of  the 
affection  and  the  faith  of  those,  who  may  have  been 
called  from  the  worship  of  an  earthly  temple  to  a 
holier  worship  in  Heaven.  For  such  reasons  as 
these,  while  additions  have  been  made  as  circum 
stances  required,  it  has  been  thought  important  to 
abstain  carefully  from  all  needless  alterations. 
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T  N  the  present  edition  a  few  Collects  from  ancient 
•*•  liturgies,  and  Prayers  for  special  occasions,  have 
been  added.  The  Confirmation  Service,  at  page 
249,  is  taken  from  the  "  Common  Prayer  for  Chris 
tian  Worship  "  of  Dr.  Sadler  and  Rev.  James  Mar- 
tineau.  It  is  not  inserted  as  an  obligatory  service, 
but  as  enriching  the  devotional  treasures  of  this 
Liturgy,  and  to  meet  the  desire,  sometimes  felt  in 
the  early  freshness  of  religious  experience,  for  an 
open  form  of  Christian  profession. 

The  only  other  changes  from  the  previous  edition 
have  been  conformed  to  the  principles  laid  down 
in  the  foregoing  Preface,  and  are  confined  to  some 
verbal  alterations  in  the  Psalter,  and  in  the  Occa 
sional  Services. 
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THE  Christian  year  begins  with  ADVENT  —  the  Coming  of  Christ. 
The  four  Sundays  in  Advent  precede  the  Great  Festival  of  our 
Saviour's  Nativity.  The  First  Sunday  in  Advent  is  always  the  nearest 
Sunday,  before  or  after,  to  the  Feast  of  St.  Andrew  (the  first-called 
Apostle),  which  is  on  the  3oth  day  of  November.  It  is  therefore  on  one 
of  the  seven  days  from  November  27  to  December  3. 

CHRISTMAS  —  the  Nativity  of  our  Lord.  This  occurs  on  the  25th  day 
of  December.  The  Festival  includes  twelve  days  to  the  Epiphany. 
Twelfth  Night  is  the  twelfth  from  Christmas. 

ST.  STEPHEN'S  DAY  is  the  26th  of  December. 

EPIPHANY  —  the  Manifestation  of  Christ  to  the  Gentiles,  is  on  the  6th 
of  January.  This  applies  particularly  to  the  manifestation  to  the  Wise 
Men  of  the  East ;  and  indirectly,  to  the  manifestation  at  his  Baptism, 
and  to  the  manifestation  of  his  miraculous  powers  at  the  Marriage  Feast. 
The  Sundays  after  Epiphany  are  numbered  to  Septuagesima  Sunday, 
from  one  to  six,  according  as  Easter  comes  earlier  or  later. 

THE  CONVERSION  OF  ST.  PAUL  is  commemorated  on  the  2sth  of  Jan 
uary.  . 

SEPTUAGESIMA  SUNDAY  is  the  third  before  Lent,  and  nearly  the  7oth 
day  before  Easter. 

SEXAGESIMA  SUNDAY  is  the  second  before  Lent. 
QUINQUAGESIMA  SUNDAY  is  the  next  before  Lent. 

ASH-WEDNESDAY  is  the  first  day  of  Lent.  The  name  is  derived  from 
Ashes,  symbolic  of  fasting  and  self-mortification.

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LENT  —  the  Fast  of  Forty  Days  before  Easter.  From  Ash- Wednesday 
to  Easter  are  forty-six  days ;  but  the  six  Sundays  are  not  counted,  be 
cause  it  is  not  the  custom  of  the  Church  to  fast  on  Sundays,  when  we 
commemorate  so  great  a  blessing  as  our  Saviour's  resurrection. 

PASSION  WEEK  —  the  week  before  Easter.  The  name  is  derived  from 
the  Latin  word  Passio,  signifying  suffering. 

PALM  SUNDAY  —  Day  of  Christ's  Entrance  into  Jerusalem,  is  the  next 
before  Easter. 

GOOD  FRIDAY  —  Day  of  the  Crucifixion,  is  the  third  day  before  Easter. 

EASTER  —  Day  of  the  Resurrection.  Easter  Day,  on  which  the  other 
Movable  Feasts  and  Fasts  depend,  is  the  first  Sunday  after  the  full  moon, 
which  happens  upon,  or  next  after,  the  2ist  day  of  March,  the  Vernal 
Equinox.  If  the  full  moon  is  on  a  Sunday,  Easter  Day  is  the  Sunday 
after.  Easter  Day,  from  being  nearly  coincident  with  the  Jewish  Pass 
over,  and  also  because  of  the  analogy  between  the  sacrifice  of  Christ  and 
that  of  the  Lamb  of  the  Paschal  feast,  is  often  alluded  to  in  the  same 
terms  ;  and  most  nations  give  it  a  name  derived  from  the  Greek  name 
of  the  Passover,  Pascha. 

ASCENSION  DAY,  called  also  Holy  Thursday,  is  the  fortieth  day  after 
Easter. 

WHITSUNDAY  —  Giving  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  is  the  fiftieth  day  after 
Easter.  Whitsunday  is  so  called,  because,  this  day  being  one  of  the 
stated  times  for  Baptism  in  the  ancient  Church,  those  who  were  baptized 
were  clothed  in  white  garments,  as  a  type  of  spiritual  purity. 

The  coincidence  of  this  feast  with  the  Jewish  Festival  of  Pentecost, 
held  in  commemoration  of  the  giving  of  the  Law  from  Sinai,  on  the 
fiftieth  day  of  the  departure  of  the  Israelites  from  Egypt,  has  caused 
this  feast  to  be  recognized  as  analogous  to  that,  and  often  to  be  called  by 
that  name. 

After  Whitsunday,  twenty-eight  Sundays,  or  fewer,  from  about  the 
middle  of  May  to  Advent,  complete  the  year. 
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falls  upon  each  Sunday  for  Twenty-one  Years.

But  with  me  it  is  a  very 
small  thing,  that  I  should  be  judged  of  you,  or  of 
man's  judgment ;  because  I  do  not  condemn  mine 
own  self.  For  I  know  nothing  against  myself; 
yet  am  I  not  hereby  justified ;  but  he  that  judgeth 
me  is  the  Lord.  Therefore  judge  nothing  before 
the  time,  until  the  Lord  come,  who  both  will  bring 
to  light  the  hidden  things  of  darkness,  and  will 
make  manifest  the  counsels  of  the  hearts ;  and 
then  shall  every  man  have  praise  of  God.

'"PHIS  is  the  record  of  John  when  the  Jews  sent 
-*•  Priests  and  Levites  from  Jerusalem  to  ask 
him,  Who  art  thou  *),  And  he  confessed,  and 
denied  not ;  but  confessed,  I  am  not  the  Christ. 
And  they  asked  him,  What  then  1  Art  thou  Elias  1 
And  he  saith,  I  am  not.  Art  thou  that  prophet  I 
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And  he  answered,  No.  Then  said  they  unto  him, 
Who  art  thou  1  that  we  may  give  an  answer  to 
them  that  sent  us  ;  what  sayest  thou  of  thyself? 
He  said,  I  am  the  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wil 
derness,  Make  straight  the  way  of  the  Lord,  as 
said  the  prophet  Isaiah.  And  they  who  were 
sent  were  of  the  Pharisees.  And  they  asked  him, 
and  said  unto  him,  Why  baptizest  thou  then,  if 
thou  be  not  that  Christ,  nor  Elias,  neither  that 
prophet  ?  John  answered  them,  saying,  I  baptize 
with  water;  but  there  standeth  one  among  you, 
whom  ye  know  not ;  he  it  is,  who,  coming  after 
me,  is  preferred  before  me,  whose  shoe's  latchet 
I  am  not  worthy  to  unloose.  These  things  were 
done  in  Bethabara,  beyond  Jordan,  where  John 
was  baptizing.

"D  EJOICE  in  the  Lord  alway  ;  and  again  I  say, 
-*-^-  rejoice.  Let  your  moderation  be  known  unto 
all  men.  The  Lord  is  at  hand.  Be  careful  for 
nothing ;  but  in  everything  by  prayer  and  suppli 
cation  with  thanksgiving,  let  your  requests  be 
made  known  unto  God.  And  the  peace  of  God, 
which  passeth  all  understanding,  shall  keep  your 
hearts  and  minds  through  Christ  Jesus.

T  N  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the  Word 
•  was  with  God,  and  the  Word  was  God.  The 
same  was  in  the  beginning  with  God.  All  things 
were  made  by  him  ;  and  without  him  was  not  any 
thing  made,  that  was  made.  In  him  was  life,  and 
the  life  was  the  light  of  men.  And  the  light  shineth 
in  darkness ;  and  the  darkness  comprehended  it 
not.  There  was  a  man  sent  from  God,  whose 
name  was  John.  The  same  came  for  a  witness,  to 
bear  witness  of  the  light,  that  all  men  through 
him  might  believe.  He  was  not  that  light,  but 
was  sent  to  bear  witness  of  that  light.  That 
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was  the  true  light,  which  lighteth  every  man  that 
cometh  into  the  world.  He  was  in  the  world,  and 
the  world  was  made  by  him  ;  and  the  world  knew 
him  not.  He  came  unto  his  own,  and  his  own 
received  him  not ;  but  as  many  as  received  him, 
to  them  gave  he  power  to  become  the  sons  of 
God,  even  to  those  who  believe  on  his  name ; 
who  were  born  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the 
flesh,  nor  of  the  will  of  man,  but  of  God.  And 
the  Word  was  made  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us, 
and  we  beheld  his  glory,  the  glory  of  the  only- 
begotten  of  the  Father,  full  of  grace  and  truth. 

THE    EPISTLE. 
Heb.  i.  I. 

OD,  who  at  sundry  times,  and  in  divers  man- 
ners,  spake  in  times  past  unto  the  fathers  by 
the  prophets,  hath  in  these  last  days  spoken  unto 
us  by  his  Son,  whom  he  hath  appointed  heir  of  all 
things,  by  whom  also  he  made  the  worlds.  Who 
being  the  brightness  of  his  glory,  and  the  express 
image  of  his  person,  and  upholding  all  things  by 
the  word  of  his  power,  when  he  had  by  himself 
purged  our  sins,  sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of  the 
Majesty  on  high  ;  being  made  so  much  better  than 
the  angels,  as  he  hath  by  inheritance  obtained  a 
more  "excellent  name  than  they.  For  unto  which 
of  the  angels  said  he  at  any  time,  Thou  art  my 
Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee  ?  and  again,  I 
will  be  to  him  a  Father,  and  he  shall  be  to  me 
a  Son  ?  And  again,  when  he  bringeth  in  the  first- 
begotten  into  the  world,  he  saith,  And  let  all  the 
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angels  of  God  worship  him.  And  of  the  angels 
he  saith,  Who  maketh  his  angels  spirits,  and  his 
ministers  a  flame  of  fire.  But  unto  the  Son  he 
saith,  Thy  throne,  O  God,  is  for  ever  and  ever; 
a  sceptre  of  righteousness,  is  the  sceptre  of  thy 
kingdom.  Thou  hast  loved  righteousness,  and 
hated  iniquity ;  therefore  God,  even  thy  God,  hath 
anointed  thee  with  the  oil  of  gladness  above  thy 
fellows.  And,  Thou,  Lord,  in  the  beginning  hast 
laid  the  foundation  of  the  earth ;  and  the  heavens 
are  the  works  of  thine  hands.  They  shall  perish, 
but  thou  remainest  ;  and  they  all  shall  wax  old  as 
doth  a  garment ;  and  as  a  vesture  shalt  thou  fold 
them  up,  and  they  shall  be  changed  ;  but  thou  art 
the  same,  and  thy  years  shall  not  fail.

ND  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels  were  gone 
away  from  them  into  heaven,  the  shepherds 
said  one  to  another,  Let  us  now  go  even  unto 
Bethlehem,  and  see  this  thing  which  is  come  to 
pass,  which  the  Lord  hath  made  known  unto  us. 
And  they  came  with  haste,  and  found  Mary  and 
Joseph,  and  the  babe  lying  in  a  manger.

"\JOW  I  say,  that  the  heir,  as  long  as  he  is  a 
*•  ^  child,  differeth  nothing  from  a  servant,  though 
he  be  lord  of  all ;  but  is  under  tutors  and  gover 
nors,  until  the  time  appointed  of  the  father.  Even 
so  we,  when  we  were  children,  were  in  bondage  un 
der  the  elements  of  the  world.  But  when  the  fulness 
of  the  time  was  come,  God  sent  forth  his  Son,  made 
of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law,  to  redeem  those 
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who  were  under  the  law,  that  we  might  receive  the 
adoption  of  sons.  And  because  ye  are  sons,  God 
hath  sent  forth  the  spirit  of  his  Son  into  your 
hearts,  crying,  Abba,  Father.  Wherefore  thou  art 
no  more  a  servant,  but  a  son  ;  and  if  a  son,  then 
an  heir  of  God,  through  Christ.

St.  Matt.  xxv.  14. 

OR  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  as  a  man  travel- 
ling  into  a  far  country,  who  called  his  own 
servants,  and  delivered  unto  them  his  goods.  And 
unto  one  he  gave  five  talents,  to  another  two,  arid 
to  another  one  ;  to  every  man  according  to  his 
several  ability;  and  straightway  took  his  journey. 
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Then  he  who  had  received  the  five  talents  went 
and  traded  with  the  same,  and  made  them  other 
five  talents.  And  likewise  he  who  had  received 
two,  he  also  gained  other  two.  But  he  who  had 
received  one,  went  and  digged  in  the  earth,  and 
hid  his  lord's  money.  After  a  long  time,  the  lord 
of  those  servants  cometh  and  reckoneth  with  them. 
And  so  he  who  had  received  five  talents  came  and 
brought  other  five  talents,  saying,  Lord,  thou  deliv- 
eredst  unto  me  five  talents ;  behold,  I  have  gained 
beside  them,  five  talents  more.  His  lord  said  un 
to  him,  Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant ; 
thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will 
make  thee  ruler  over  many  things ;  enter  thou 
into  the  joy  of  thy  lord.  He  also  that  had  re 
ceived  two  talents  came  and  said,  Lord,  thou 
deliveredst  unto  me  two  talents ;  behold,  I  have 
gained  two  other  talents  beside  them.  His  lord 
said  unto  him,  Well  done,  good  and  faithful  ser 
vant  ;  thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I 
will  make  thee  ruler  over  many  things  ;  enter  thou 
into  the  joy  of  thy  lord.  Then  he  who  had  re 
ceived  the  one  talent  came,  and  said,  Lord,  I 
knew  thee,  that  thou  art  an  hard  man,  reaping 
where  thou  hast  not  sown,  and  gathering  where 
thou  hast  not  strawed ;  and  I  was  afraid,  and 
went  and  hid  thy  talent  in  the  earth ;  lo,  there 
thou  hast  that  is  thine.  His  lord  answered,  and 
said  unto  him,  Thou  wicked  and  slothful  servant, 
thou  knewest  that  I  reap  where  I  sowed  not,  and 
gather  where  I  have  not  strawed ;  thou  oughtest, 
therefore,  to  have  put  my  money  to  the  exchangers, 
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and  then  at  my  coming  I  should  have  received 
mine  own  with  usury.  Take,  therefore,  the  talent 
from  him,  and  give  it  unto  him  who  hath  ten  tal 
ents.  For  unto  every  one  who  hath  shall  be  given, 
and  he  shall  have  abundance  ;  but  from  him  who 
hath  not,  shall  be  taken  away  even  that  which  he 
hath.  And  cast  ye  the  unprofitable  servant  into 
outer  darkness  ;  there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnash 
ing  of  teeth.

I  St.  Pet.  i.  13. 

\\  THEREFORE  gird  up  the  loins  of  your  mind, 
*  *  be  sober,  and  hope  to  the  end,  for  the  grace 
that  is  to  be  brought  unto  you  at  the  revelation  of 
Jesus  Christ.  As  obedient  children,  do  not  fashion 
yourselves  according  to  the  former  lusts  in  your 
ignorance ;  but  as  he  who  hath  called  you  is  holy, 
so  be  ye  holy  in  all  manner  of  conversation  ;  be 
cause  it  is  written,  Be  ye  holy,  for  I  am  holy.  And 
if  ye  call  on  the  Father,  who,  without  respect  of  per 
sons,  judgeth  according  to  every  man's  work,  pass 
the  time  of  your  sojourning  here  in  fear ;  for  as 
much  as  ye  know  that  ye  were  not  redeemed  with 
corruptible  things,  such  as  silver  and  gold,  from 
your  vain  conversation,  received  by  tradition  from 
your  fathers,  but  with  the  precious  blood  of  Christ, 
as  of  a  lamb  without  blemish  and  without  spot ; 
who  verily  was  foreordained  before  the  foundation 
of  the  world,  but  was  manifest  in  these  last  times 
for  you,  who  by  him  do  believe  in  God  who  raised 
him  up  from  the  dead,  and  gave  him  glory,  that 
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your  faith  and  hope  might  be  in  God.  Seeing  ye 
have  purified  your  souls  in  obeying  the  truth  through 
the  Spirit,  unto  unfeigned  love  of  the  brethren,  see 
that  ye  love  one  another,  with  a  pure  heart  fervent 
ly  ;  being  born  again,  not  of  corruptible  seed,  but 
of  incorruptible,  by  the  word  of  God,  which  liveth 
and  abideth  forever.  For  all  flesh  is  as  grass,  and 
all  the  glory  of  man  as  the  flower  of  grass ;  the 
grass  withereth,  and  the  flower  thereof  falleth  away  ; 
but  the  word  of  the  Lord  endureth  forever.  And 
this  is  the  word,  which  by  the  Gospel  is  preached 
unto  you.

have  seen  his  star  in  the  east,  and  are  come  to 
worship  him.  When  Herod  the  king  had  heard 
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these  things,  he  was  troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem 
with  him.  And  when  he  had  gathered  all  the  chief 
priests  and  scribes  of  the  people  together,  he  de 
manded  of  them,  where  Christ  should  be  born. 
And  they  said  unto  him,  In  Bethlehem  of  Judea ; 
for  thus  it  is  written  by  the  prophet,  And  thou, 
Bethlehem,  in  the  land  of  Juda,  art  not  the  least 
among  the  princes  of  Juda  ;  for  out  of  thee  shall 
come  a  Governor  who  shall  rule  my  people  Israel. 
Then  Herod,  when  he  had  privily  called  the  wise 
men,  inquired  of  them  diligently  what  time  the  star 
appeared.  And  he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem,  and 
said,  Go,  and  search  diligently  for  the  young  child, 
and  when  ye  have  found  him,  bring  me  word  again, 
that  I  may  come  and  worship  him  also.  When  they 
had  heard  the  king,  they  departed  ;  and  lo,  the  star 
which  they  saw  in  the  east  went  before  them,  till 
it  came  and  stood  over  where  the  young  child  was. 
When  they  saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced  with  exceed 
ing  great  joy.  And  when  they  were  come  into  the 
house,  they  saw  the  young  child  with  Mary  his 
mother,  and  fell  down  and  worshipped  him  ;  and 
when  they  had  opened  their  treasures,  they  pre 
sented  unto  him  gifts  ;  gold,  and  frankincense,  and 
myrrh.  And  being  warned  of  God  in  a  dream,  that 
they  should  not  return  to  Herod,  they  departed  into 
their  own  country  another  way.

Ephes.  iii.  i. 

OR  this  cause,  I  Paul,  am  the  prisoner  of  Jesus 
Christ  for  you  Gentiles  ;  for  ye  have  heard  of 
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the  dispensation  of  the  grace  of  God,  which  is  given 
me  to  you  ward  ;  how  that  by  revelation  he  made 
known  unto  me  the  mystery,  (as  I  wrote  afore  in  a 
few  words,  whereby,  when  ye  read,  ye  may  under 
stand  my  knowledge  in  the  mystery  of  Christ,)  which 
in  other  ages  was  not  made  known  unto  the  sons 
of  men,  as  it  is  now  revealed  unto  his  holy  apos 
tles  and  prophets  by  the  Spirit ;  that  the  Gentiles 
should  be  fellow  heirs,  and  of  the  same  body,  and 
partakers  of  his  promise  in  Christ,  by  the  Gospel  ; 
whereof  I  was  made  a  minister,  according  to  the 
grace  of  God  given  unto  me  by  the  working  of  his 
power.  Unto  me,  who  am  less  than  the  least  of 
all  saints,  is  this  grace  given,  that  I  should  preach 
among  the  Gentiles  the  unsearchable  riches  of 
Christ ;  and  to  make  all  men  see  what  is  the  fel 
lowship  of  the  mystery,  which  from  the  beginning 
of  the  world  hath  been  hid  in  God,  who  created 
all  things  ;  to  the  intent  that  now  unto  the  princi 
palities  and  powers  in  heavenly  places  might  be 
known,  by  the  Church,  the  manifold  wisdom  of 
God,  according  to  the  eternal  purpose  which  he 
purposed  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord  ;  in  whom  we 
have  boldness,  and  access  with  confidence  by  the 
faith  of  him.

And  when  he 
was  twelve  years  old,  they  went  up  to  Jerusalem, 
after  the  custom  of  the  feast.  And  when  they  had 
fulfilled  the  days,  as  they  returned,  the  child  Jesus 
tarried  behind  in  Jerusalem  ;  and  Joseph  and  his 
mother  knew  not  of  it.  But  they,  supposing  him 
to  have  been  in  the  company,  went  a  day's  jour 
ney  ;  and  they  sought  him  among  their  kinsfolk 
and  acquaintance.  And  when  they  found  him  not, 
they  turned  back  again  to  Jerusalem,  seeking  him. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  three  days  they 
found  him  in  the  temple,  sitting  in  the  midst  of  the 
doctors,  both  hearing  them,  and  asking  them  ques 
tions.  And  all  who  heard  him  were  astonished  at 
his  understanding  and  answers.  And  when  they 
saw  him,  they  were  amazed  ;  and  his  mother  said 
unto  him,  Son,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt  with  us  ? 
behold,  thy  father  and  I  have  sought  thee  sorrow 
ing.  And  he  said  unto  them,  How  is  it  that  ye 
sought  me  ?  wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be  about  my 
Father's  business  ?  And  they  understood  not  the 
saying  which  he  spake  unto  them.  And  he  went 
down  with  them,  and  came  to  Nazareth,  and  was 
subject  unto  them ;  but  his  mother  kept  all  these

sayings  in  her  heart.     And  Jesus  increased  in  wis 
dom  and  stature,  and  in  favor  with  God  and  man.

Rom.  xii.  I. 

T  BESEECH  you  therefore,  brethren,  by  the  mer 
cies  of  God,  that  ye  present  your  bodies  a  living 
sacrifice,  holy,  acceptable  unto  God,  which  is  your 
reasonable  service.  And  be  not  conformed  to  this 
world  ;  but  be  ye  transformed  by  the  renewing  of 
your  mind,  that  ye  may  prove  what  is  that  good, 
and  acceptable,  and  perfect  will  of  God.  For  I 
say,  through  the  grace  given  unto  me,  to  every 
man  who  is  among  you,  not  to  think  of  himself 
more  highly  than  he  ought  to  think ;  but  to  think 
soberly,  according  as  God  hath  dealt  to  every  man 
the  measure  of  faith.  For  as  we  have  many  mem 
bers  in  one  body,  and  all  members  have  not  the 
same  office,  so  we,  being  many,  are  one  body  in 
Christ,  and  every  one  members  one  of  another.

Jesus 
saith  unto  her,  Woman,  what  have  I  to  do  with 
thee  ?  Mine  hour  is  not  yet  come.  His  mother 
saith  unto  the  servants,  Whatsoever  he  saith  unto 
you,  do  it.  And  there  were  set  there  six  water- 
pots  of  stone,  after  the  manner  of  the  purifying  of 
the  Jews,  containing  two  or  three  firkins  apiece. 
Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Fill  the  water-pots  with 
water.  And  they  filled  them  up  to  the  brim.  And 
he  saith  unto  them,  Draw  out  now,  and  bear  unto 
the  governor  of  the  feast.  And  they  bare  it.  When 
the  ruler  of  the  feast  had  tasted  the  water  that  was 
made  wine,  and  knew  not  whence  it  was,  (but  the 
servants  who  drew  the  water  knew,)  the  governor 
of  the  feast  called  the  bridegroom,  and  said  unto 
him,  Every  man  at  the  beginning  doth  set  forth 
good  wine  ;  and  when  men  have  well  drunk,  then 
that  which  is  worse  ;  but  thou  hast  kept  the  good 
wine  until  now.  This  beginning  of  miracles  did 
Jesus  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  manifested  forth  his 
glory  ;  and  his  disciples  believed  on  him.

AVING  then  gifts,  differing  according  to  the 
grace  that  is  given  to  us,  whether  prophecy,

let  us  prophesy  according  to  the  proportion  of  faith ; 
or  ministry,  let  us  wait  on  our  ministering ;  or  he 
who  teacheth,  on  teaching  ;  or  he  who  exhorteth, 
on  exhortation  ;  he  who  giveth,  let  him  do  it  with 
simplicity ;  he  who  ruleth,  with  diligence  ;  he  who 
showeth  mercy,  with  cheerfulness.  Let  love  be 
without  dissimulation.  Abhor  that  which  is  evil, 
cleave  to  that  which  is  good.  Be  kindly  affectioned 
one  to  another  with  brotherly  love,  in  honor  pre 
ferring  one  another  ;  not  slothful  in  business ;  fer 
vent  in  spirit ;  serving  the  Lord  ;  rejoicing  in  hope  ; 
patient  in  tribulation  ;  continuing  instant  in  prayer ; 
distributing  to  the  necessity  of  saints  ;  given  to  hos 
pitality.  Bless  those  who  persecute  you  ;  bless,  and 
curse  not.  Rejoice  with  those  who  do  rejoice,  and 
weep  with  those  who  weep.  Be  of  the  same  mind 
one  toward  another.  Mind  not  high  things,  but 
condescend  to  men  of  low  estate.

Wherefore  ye  must  needs  be 
subject,  not  only  for  wrath,  but  also  for  conscience' 
sake.  For,  for  this  cause  pay  ye  tribute  also  ;  for 
they  are  God's  ministers,  attending  continually  upon 
this  very  thing.  Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues ; 
tribute  to  whom  tribute  is  due,  custom  to  whom 
custom,  fear  to  whom  fear,  honor  to  whom  honor.

For  as  the  lightning 
cometh  out  of  the  east,  and  shineth  even  unto  the 
west,  so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man 
be.  For  wheresoever  the  carcass  is,  there  will  the 
eagles  be  gathered  together.  Immediately  after 
the  tribulation  of  those  days,  shall  the  sun  be 
darkened,  and  the  moon  shall  not  give  her  light, 
and  the  stars  shall  fall  from  heaven  ;  and  the  pow 
ers  of  the  heavens  shall  be  shaken.  And  then 
shall  appear  the  sign  of  the  Son  of  Man  in  heaven  ; 
and  then  shall  all  the  tribes  of  the  earth  mourn, 
and  they  shall  see  the  Son  of  Man  coming  in  the 
clouds  of  heaven,  with  power  and  great  glory.  And 
he  shall  send  his  angels  with  a  great  sound  of  a 
trumpet,  and  they  shall  gather  together  his  elect 
from  the  four  winds,  from  one  end  of  heaven  to 
the  other.

TOEHOLD,  what  manner  of  love  the  Father  hath 

bestowed  upon  us,  that  we  should  be  called 

the  sons  of  God.     Therefore  the  world  knoweth 

us  not,  because  it  knew  him  not.     Beloved,  now 

are  we  the  sons  of  God,  and  it  doth  not  yet  appear 

what  we  shall  be  ;  but  we  know,  that  when  he  shal

as  he  is.  And  every  man  who  hath  this  hope  in 
him  purifieth  himself,  even  as  he  is  pure.

Little  children,  let 
no  man  deceive  you ;  he  who  doeth  righteousness 
is  righteous,  even  as  he  is  righteous.  He  who  com 
mitteth  sin  is  of  the  devil ;  for  the  devil  sinneth 
from  the  beginning.  For  this  purpose  the  Son  of 
God  was  manifested,  that  he  might  destroy  the 
works  of  the  devil.

HPHE  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  who 
-*-  is  an  householder,  who  went  out  early  in  the 
morning  to  hire  laborers  into  his  vineyard.  And 
when  he  had  agreed  with  the  laborers  for  a  penny 
a  day,  he  sent  them  into  his  vineyard.  And  he 
went  out  about  the  third  hour,  and  saw  others 
standing  idle  in  the  market-place,  and  said  unto 
them,  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard,  and  whatsoever 
is  right  I  will  give  you.  And  they  went  their  way. 
Again  he  went  out  about  the  sixth  and  ninth  hour, 
and  did  likewise.  .And  about  the  eleventh  hour 
he  went  out,  and  found  others  standing  idle,  and 
said  unto  them,  Why  stand  ye  here  all  the  day 
idle  ?  They  said  unto  him,  Because  no  man  hath 
hired  us.  He  saith  unto  them,  Go  ye  also  into  the 
vineyard,  and  whatsoever  is  right,  that  shall  ye  re 
ceive.  So  when  even  was  come,  the  lord  of  the 
vineyard  saith  unto  his  steward,  Call  the  laborers, 
and  give  them  their  hire,  beginning  from  the  last 
unto  the  first.  And  when  they  came  who  were 
hired  about  the  eleventh  hour,  they  received  every 
man  a  penny.  But  when  the  first  came,  they  sup 
posed  they  should  have  received  more  ;  and  they 
likewise  received  every  man  a  penny.  And  when 
they  had  received  it,  they  murmured  against  the 
good  man  of  the  house,  saying,  These  last  have 
wrought  but  one  hour,  and  thou  hast  made  them 
equal  unto  us,  who  have  borne  the  burden  and 
heat  of  the  day.  But  he  answered  one  of  them, 
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and  said,  Friend,  I  do  thee  no  wrong.  Didst  thou 
not  agree  with  me  for  a  penny  ?  Take  that  thine 
is,  and  go  thy  way.  I  will  give  unto  this  last  even 
as  unto  thee.  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I 
will  with  my  own  ?  Is  thine  eye  evil,  because  I  am 
good  ?  So  the  last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first  last ; 
for  many  be  called,  but  few  chosen.

NOW  ye  not,  that  they  who  run  in  a  race,  run 
all,  but  one  receiveth  the  prize  ?  So  run,  that 
ye  may  obtain.  And  every  man  who  striveth  for 
the  mastery  is  temperate  in  all  things.  Now  they  do 
it  to  obtain  a  corruptible  crown,  but  we  an  incor 
ruptible.  I  therefore  so  run,  not  as  uncertainly ; 
so  fight  I,  not  as  one  that  beateth  the  air ;  but  I 
keep  under  my  body,  and  bring  it  into  subjection, 
lest  that,  by  any  means,  when  I  have  preached  to 
others,  I  myself  should  be  a  castaway.

THE    GOSPEL.  f 

St.  Luke  viii.  4. 

"\  \  7"HEN  much  people  were  gathered  together, 
*  *  and  were  come  to  him  out  of  every  city,  he 
spake  by  a  parable.  A  sower  went  out  to  sow  his 
seed.  And  as  he  sowed,  some  fell  by  the  wayside ; 
and  it  was  trodden  down,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air 
devoured  it.  And  some  fell  upon  a  rock ;  and  as 
soon  as  it  was  sprung  up,  it  withered  away,  because 
it  lacked  moisture.  And  some  fell  among  thorns  ; 
and  the  thorns  sprang  up  with  it,  and  choked  it. 
And  other  fell  on  good  ground,  and  sprang  up,  and 
bare  fruit  an  hundred-fold.  And  when  he  had  said 
these  things,  he  cried,  He  who  hath  ears  to  hear, 
let  him  hear.  And  his  disciples  asked  him,  saying, 
What  might  this  parable  be  ?  And  he  said,  Unto 
you  it  is  given  to  know  the  mysteries  of  the  king 
dom  of  God  ;  but  to  others  in  parables  ;  that  see 
ing  they  might  not  see,  and  hearing  they  might  not 
understand.  Now  the  parable  is  this.  The  seed 
is  the  word  of  God.  Those  by  the  wayside  are 
they  who  hear ;  then  cometh  the  devil,  and  taketh 
away  the  word  out  of  their  hearts,  lest  they  should 
believe  and  be  saved.  They  on  the  rock  are  they 
who,  when  they  hear,  receive  the  word  with  joy  ; 
and  these  have  no  root ;  who  for  a  while  believe, 
and  in  time  of  temptation  fall  away.  And  that 
which  fell  among  thorns,  are  they  who,  when  they 
have  heard,  go  forth,  and  are  choked  with  cares, 
and  riches,  and  pleasures  of  this  life,  and  bring  no 
fruit  to  perfection.  But  that  on  the  good  ground, 
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are  they  who,  in  an  honest  and  good  heart,  having 
heard  the  word,  keep  it,  and  bring  forth  fruit  with 
patience. 

THE    EPISTLE. 
2  Cor.  xi.  19. 

E  suffer  fools  gladly,  seeing  ye  yourselves  are 
wise.  For  ye  suffer,  if  a  man  bring  you  into 
bondage,  if  a  man  devour  you,  if  a  man  take  of 
you,  if  a  man  exalt  himself,  if  a  man  smite  you  on 
the  face.  I  speak  as  concerning  reproach,  as  though 
we  had  been  weak  ;  howbeit,  whereinsoever  any  is 
bold,  (I  speak  foolishly,)  I  am  bold  also.  Are  they 
Hebrews?  so  am  I.  Are  they  the  seed  of  Abraham? 
so  am  I.  Are  they  ministers  of  Christ  ?  (I  speak  as 
a  fool,)  I  am  more  ;  in  labors  more  abundant,  in 
stripes  above  measure,  in  prisons  more  frequent, 
in  death  oft.  Of  the  Jews  five  times  received  I 
forty  stripes,  save  one.  Thrice  was  I  beaten  with 
rods,  once  was  I  stoned,  thrice  I  suffered  ship 
wreck,  a  night  and  a  day  I  have  been  in  the 
deep ;  in  journeyings  often,  in  perils  of  waters,  in 
perils  of  robbers,  in  perils  of  mine  own  country 
men,  in  perils  by  the  heathen,  in  perils  in  the 
city,  in  perils  in  the  wilderness,  in  perils  in  the 
sea,  in  perils  among  false  brethren ;  in  weariness 
and  painfulness,  in  watchings  often,  in  hunger 
and  thirst,  in  fastings  often,  in  cold  and  naked 
ness  ;  besides  those  things  which  are  without,  that 
which  cometh  upon  me  daily,  the  care  of  all  the 
churches.  Who  is  weak,  and  I  am  not  weak  ?  who 
is  offended,  and  I  burn  not  ?  If  I  must  needs 
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glory,  I  will  glory  of  the  things  which  concern  mine 
infirmities.  The  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  is  blessed  forevermore,  knoweth  that 
I  lie  not. 

The  Sunday  called  Quinquagesima,  or  the  next 
Sunday  before  Lent.

C\  LORD,  who  hast  taught  us  that  all  our  doings 
without  charity  are  nothing  worth  ;  send  thy 
holy  Spirit  and  pour  into  our  hearts  that  most  ex 
cellent  gift  of  charity,  the  very  bond  of  peace,  and 
of  all  virtues  ;  without  which  whosoever  liveth  is 
counted  dead  before  thee.  Grant  this,  O  Lord, 
for  thy  mercy's  sake  in  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour.

HEN  he  took  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  said 
unto  them,  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem, 
and  all  things  that  are  written  by  the  prophets, 
concerning  the  Son  of  Man,  shall  be  accomplished. 
For  he  shall  be  delivered  unto  the  Gentiles,  and 
shall  be  mocked,  and  spitefully  entreated,  and  spit 
ted  on.  And  they  shall  scourge  him,  and  put  him 
to  death ;  and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise  again. 
And  they  understood  none  of  these  things  ;  and 
this  saying  was  hid  from  them,  neither  knew  they 
the  things  which  were  spoken.  And  it  came  to 
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pass,  that  as  he  was  come  nigh  unto  Jericho,  a 
certain  blind  man  sat  by  the  wayside,  begging ;  and 
hearing  the  multitude  pass  by,  he  asked  what  it 
meant.  And  they  told  him,  that  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
passeth  by.  And  he  cried,  saying,  Jesus,  thou  son 
of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  they  who  went 
before  rebuked  him,  that  he  should  hold  his  peace ; 
but  he  cried  so  much  the  more,  Thou  son  of  David, 
have  mercy  on  me.  And  Jesus  stood,  and  com 
manded  him  to  be  brought  unto  him.  And  when 
he  was  come  near,  he  asked  him,  saying,  What  wilt 
thou  that  I  should  do  unto  thee  ?  And  he  said, 
Lord,  that  I  may  receive  my  sight.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  him,  Receive  thy  sight ;  thy  faith  hath  saved 
thee.  And  immediately  he  received  his  sight,  and 
followed  him,  glorifying  God.  And  all  the  people, 
when  they  saw  it,  gave  praise  unto  God.

I  Cor.  xiii.  I. 

HPHOUGH  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and 
-*-  of  angels,  and  have  not  charity,  I  am  become 
as  sounding  brass,  or  a  tinkling  cymbal.  And 
though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  under 
stand  all  mysteries,  and  all  knowledge  ;  and  though 
I  have  all  faith,  so  that  I  could  remove  mountains, 
and  have  not  charity,  I  am  nothing.  And  though 
I  bestow  all  my  goods  to  feed  the  poor,  and  though 
I  give  my  body  to  be  burned,  and  have  not  charity, 
it  profiteth  me  nothing.  Charity  suffereth  long, 
and  is  kind  ;  charity  envieth  not ;  charity  vaunteth 
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not  itself,  is  not  puffed  up,  doth  not  behave  itself 
unseemly,  seeketh  not  her  own,  is  not  easily  pro 
voked,  thinketh  no  evil ;  rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity, 
but  rejoiceth  in  the  truth  ;  beareth  all  things,  be- 
lieveth  all  things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all 
things.  Charity  never  faileth  ;  but  whether  there 
be  prophecies,  they  shall  fail ;  whether  there  be 
tongues,  they  shall  cease  ;  whether  there  be  knowl 
edge,  it  shall  vanish  away.  For  we  know  in  part, 
and  we  prophesy  in  part.  But  when  that  which  is 
perfect  is  come,  then  that  which  is  in  part  shall  be 
done  away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a 
child,  I  understood  as  a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child ; 
but  when  I  became  a  man,  I  put  away  childish 
things.  For  now  we  see  through  a  glass,  darkly ; 
but  then  face  to  face.  Now  I  know  in  part ;  but 
then  shall  I  know,  even  as  also  I  am  known.  And 
now  abideth  faith,  hope,  charity,  these  three ;  but 
the  greatest  of  these  is  charity.

But  thou,  when  thou  fastest,  anoint  thine  head, 
and  wash  thy  face ;  that  thou  appear  not  unto  men 
to  fast,  but  unto  thy  Father  who  is  in  secret ;  and 
thy  Father,  who  seeth  in  secret,  shall  reward  thee 
openly.

and  let  them  say,  Spare  thy  people,  O  Lord,  and 
give  not  thine  heritage  to  reproach,  that  the  heathen 
should  rule  over  them.  Wherefore  should  they  say 
among  the  people,  Where  is  their  God  ?

Then  the  devil 
taketh  him  up  into  the  holy  city,  and  setteth  him 
on  a  pinnacle  of  the  temple,  and  saith  unto  him, 
If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  cast  thyself  down  ;  for 
it  is  written,  He  shall  give  his  angels  charge  con 
cerning  thee,  and  in  their  hands  they  shall  bear 
thee  up,  lest  at  any  time  thou  dash  thy  foot  against 
a  stone.  Jesus  said  unto  him,  It  is  written  again, 
Thou  shalt  not  tempt  the  Lord  thy  God.  Again, 
the  devil  taketh  him  up  into  an  exceeding  high 
mountain,  and  showeth  him  all  the  kingdoms  of 
the  world,  and  the  glory  of  them  ;  and  saith  unto 
him,  All  these  things  will  I  give  thee,  if  thou  wilt 
fall  down  and  worship  me.  Then  saith  Jesus  unto 
him,  Get  thee  hence,  Satan  ;  for  it  is  written,  Thou 
shalt  worship  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt 
thou  serve.  Then  the  devil  leaveth  him ;  and  be 
hold,  angels  came  and  ministered  unto  him.

rE,  then,  as  workers  together  with  Christ,  be 
seech  you  also,  that  ye  receive  not  the  grace 
of  God  in  vain.

ness,  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  by  love  unfeigned,  by  the 
word  of  truth,  by  the  power  of  God,  by  the  armor 
of  righteousness  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the  left, 
by  honor  and  dishonor,  by  evil  report  and  good 
report  ;  as  deceivers,  and  yet  true  ;  as  unknown, 
and  yet  well  known  ;  as  dying,  and,  behold,  we  live  ; 
as  chastened,  and  not  killed  ;  as  sorrowful,  yet  al 
ways  rejoicing ;  as  poor,  yet  making  many  rich  ;  as 
having  nothing,  and  yet  possessing  all  things.

SL  James  i.  2. 

Y  brethren,  count  it  all  joy  when  ye  fall  into 
divers  temptations  ;  knowing  this,  that  the 
trying  of  your  faith  worketh  patience.  But  let  pa 
tience  have  her  perfect  work,  that  ye  may  be  per 
fect  and  entire,  wanting  nothing.  If  any  of  you 
lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God,  who  giveth  to  all 
men  liberally,  and  upbraideth  not ;  and  it  shall  be 
given  him.  But  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  waver 
ing.  For  he  that  wavereth  is  like  a  wave  of  the 
sea,  driven  with  the  wind,  and  tossed.  And  let  not 
that  man  think  that  he  shall  receive  anything  of 
the  Lord.  A  double-minded  man  is  unstable  in 
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all  his  ways.  Let  the  brother  of  low  degree  rejoice 
in  that  he  is  exalted  ;  but  the  rich,  in  that  he  is 
made  low ;  because,  as  the  flower  of  the  grass,  he 
shall  pass  away.  For  the  sun  is  no  sooner  risen 
with  a  burning  heat,  but  it  withereth  the  grass,  and 
the  flower  thereof  falleth,  and  the  grace  of  the  fash 
ion  of  it  perisheth ;  so  also  shall  the  rich  man  fade 
away  in  his  ways.  Blessed  is  the  man  that  endur- 
eth  temptation  ;  for,  when  he  is  tried,  he  shall  re 
ceive  the  crown  of  life,  which  the  Lord  hath  prom 
ised  to  them  that  love  him.  Let  no  man  say,  when 
he  is  tempted,  I  am  tempted  of  God ;  for  God 
cannot  be  tempted  with  evil,  neither  tempteth  he 
any  man  ;  but  every  man  is  tempted,  when  he  is 
drawn  away  of  his  own  lust,  and  enticed.  Then, 
when  lust  hath  conceived,  it  bringeth  forth  sin  ; 
and  sin,  when  it  is  finished,  bringeth  forth  death.

THE   GOSPEL. 
St  Luke  xi.  14. 

TESUS  was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it  was  dumb. 
J  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  devil  was  gone 
out,  the  dumb  spake.  And  the  people  wondered ; 
but  some  of  them  said,  He  casteth  out  devils  through 
Beelzebub,  the  chief  of  the  devils.  And  others, 
tempting  him,  sought  of  him  a  sign  from  heaven. 
But  he,  knowing  their  thoughts,  said  unto  them, 
Every  kingdom  divided  against  itself,  is  brought  to 
desolation  ;  and  a  house  divided  against  a  house, 
falleth.  If  Satan  also  be  divided  against  himself, 
how  shall  his  kingdom  stand  ?  because  ye  say  that 
I  cast  out  devils  through  Beelzebub.  And  if  I  by 
Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do  your  sons 
cast  them  out  ?  therefore  shall  they  be  your  judges. 
But  if  I  with  the  finger  of  God  cast  out  devils,  no 
doubt  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come  upon  you. 
When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his  palace,  his 
goods  are  in  peace  ;  but  when  a  stronger  than  he 
shall  come  upon  him,  and  overcome  him,  he  taketh 
from  him  all  his  armor  wherein  he  trusted,  and  di- 
videth  his  spoils.  He  who  is  not  with  me,  is  against 
me  ;  and  he  who  gathereth  not  with  me,  scattereth. 
When  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he 
walketh  through  dry  places,  seeking  rest ;  and,  find 
ing  none,  he  saith,  I  will  return  unto  my  house, 
whence  I  came  out.  And  when  he  cometh,  he 
findeth  it  swept  and  garnished.  Then  goeth  he, 
and  taketh  to  himself  seven  other  spirits  more 
wicked  than  himself;  and  they  enter  in,  and  dwell 
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there ;  and  the  last  state  of  that  man  is  worse  than 
the  first. 

THE    EPISTLE. 
Ephes.  v.  i. 

"DE  ye  therefore  followers  of  God,  as  dear  chil- 
dren  ;  and  walk  in  love,  as  Christ  also  hath 
loved  us,  and  hath  given  himself  for  us,  an  offering 
and  a  sacrifice  to  God  for  a  sweet- smelling  savor. 
But  fornication,  and  all  uncleanness,  or  covetous- 
ness,  let  it  not  be  once  named  amongst  you,  as 
becometh  saints ;  neither  filthiness,  nor  foolish  talk 
ing,  nor  jesting,  which  are  not  seemly ;  but  rather 
giving  of  thanks.  For  this  ye  know,  that  no  forni- 
cator,  nor  unclean  person,  nor  covetous  man,  who 
is  an  idolater,  hath  any  inheritance  in  the  kingdom 
of  Christ,  and  of  God.  Let  no  man  deceive  you 
with  vain  words  ;  for  because  of  these  things  cometh 
the  wrath  of  God  upon  the  children  of  disobedience. 
Be  not  ye  therefore  partakers  with  them.  For  ye 
were  once  darkness,  but  now  are  ye  light  in  the 
Lord  ;  walk  as  children  of  light,  (for  the  fruit  of 
the  light  is  in  all  goodness,  and  righteousness,  and 
truth,)  proving  what  is  acceptable  unto  the  Lord. 
And  have  no  fellowship  with  the  unfruitful  works 
of  darkness,  but  rather  reprove  them ;  for  it  is  a 
shame  even  to  speak  of  those  things  which  are 
done  of  them  in  secret.  But  all  things  that  are 
reproved,  are  made  manifest  by  the  light  ;  for 
whatsoever  doth  make  manifest,  is  light.  Where 
fore  he  saith,  Awake,  thou  who  sleepest,  and  arise 
from  the  dead,  and  Christ  shall  give  thee  light.

f~*  RANT,  we  beseech  thee,  Almighty  God,  that 
^-*  we,  who  for  our  evil  deeds  do  worthily  de 
serve  to  be  punished,  by  the  comfort  of  thy  grace 
may  mercifully  be  relieved,  through  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 

THE   GOSPEL. 
St  John  vi.  I. 

TESUS  went  over  the  sea  of  Galilee,  which  is  the 
J  sea  of  Tiberias.  And  a  great  multitude  fol 
lowed  him,  because  they  saw  his  miracles  which 
he  did  on  them  who  were  diseased.  And  Jesus 
went  up  into  a  mountain,  and  there  he  sat  with  his 
disciples.  And  the  Passover,  a  feast  of  the  Jews, 
was  nigh.  When  Jesus  then  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and 
saw  a  great  company  come  unto  him,  he  saith  unto 
Philip,  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread,  that  these  may 
eat  ?  (And  this  he  said  to  prove  him  ;  for  he  him 
self  knew  what  he  would  do.)  Philip  answered  him, 
Two  hundred  pennyworth  of  bread  is  not  sufficient 
for  them,  that  every  one  of  them  may  take  a  lit 
tle.  One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's 
brother,  saith  unto  him,  There  is  a  lad  here,  who 
hath  five  barley  loaves,  and  two  small  fishes  ;  but 
what  are  they  among  so  many  ?  And  Jesus  said, 
Make  the  men  sit  down.  Now  there  was  much 
grass  in  the  place.  So  the  men  sat  down,  in  num 
ber  about  five  thousand.  And  Jesus  took  the 
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loaves ;  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  dis 
tributed  to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to  them 
who  were  set  down,  and  likewise  of  the  fishes,  as 
much  as  they  would.  When  they  were  filled,  he 
said  unto  his  disciples,  Gather  up  the  fragments 
which  remain,  that  nothing  be  lost.  Therefore 
they  gathered  them  together,  and  filled  twelve  bas 
kets  with  the  fragments  of  the  five  barley  loaves, 
which  remained  over  and  above  unto  them  that 
had  eaten.  Then  those  men,  when  they  had  seen 
the  miracle  that  Jesus  did,  said,  This  is  of  a  truth 
that  Prophet,  who  should  come  into  the  world.

St.  James  iv.  8. 

AW  nigh  to  God,  and  he  will  draw  nigh  to 
you.  Cleanse  your  hands,  ye  sinners ;  and 
purify  your  hearts,  ye  double-minded.  Be  afflicted, 
and  mourn,  and  weep  ;  let  your  laughter  be  turned 
to  mourning,  and  your  joy  to  heaviness.  Humble 
yourselves  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  and  he  shall 
lift  you  up.  Speak  not  evil  one  of  another,  brethren. 
He  that  speaketh  evil  of  his  brother,  and  judgeth 
his  brother,  speaketh  evil  of  the  law,  and  judgeth 
the  law ;  but  if  thou  judge  the  law,  thou  art  not  a 
doer  of  the  law,  but  a  judge.  There  is  one  Law 
giver,  who  is  able  to  save  and  to  destroy.  Who  art 
thou  that  judgest  another  ?  Go  to,  now,  ye  that 
say,  To-day  or  to-morrow  we  will  go  into  such  a. 
city,  and  continue  there  a  year,  and  buy  and  sell, 
and  get  gain  ;  whereas  ye  know  not  what  shall  be 
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on  the  morrow.  For  what  is  your  life  ?  It  is  even 
a  vapor,  that  appeareth  for  a  little  time,  and  then 
vanisheth  away.

J  And  if  I  say  the  truth,  why  do  ye  not  believe 
me  ?  He  who  is  of  God,  heareth  God's  words ;  ye 
therefore  hear  them  not,  because  ye  are  not  of 
God.  Then  answered  the  Jews,  and  said  unto 
him,  Say  we  not  well,  that  thou  art  a  Samaritan, 
and  hast  a  devil?  Jesus  answered,  I  have  not  a 
devil ;  but  I  honor  my  Father,  and  ye  do  dishonor 
me.  And  I  seek  not  mine  own  glory  ;  but  there 
is  one  that  seeketh  and  judgeth.  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  you,  If  a  man  keep  my  saying,  he  shall 
never  see  death.  Then  said  the  Jews  unto  him, 
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Now  we  know  that  thou  hast  a  devil.  Abraham 
is  dead,  and  the  prophets  ;  and  thou  sayest,  If  a 
man  keep  my  saying,  he  shall  never  taste  of  death. 
Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Abraham,  who  is 
dead  ?  and  the  prophets  are  dead ;  whom  makest 
thou  thyself?  Jesus  answered,  If  I  honor  myself, 
my  honor  is  nothing ;  it  is  my  Father  who  honoreth 
me,  of  whom  ye  say,  that  he  is  your  God  ;  yet 
ye  have  not  known  him ;  but  I  know  him ;  and 
if  I  say,  I  know  him  not,  I  shall  be  a  liar  like 
unto  you  ;  but  I  know  him,  and  keep  his  saying. 
Your  father  Abraham  rejoiced  to  see  my  day ;  and 
he  saw  it  and  was  glad.  Then  said  the  Jews  unto 
him,  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty  years  old,  and  hast  thou 
seen  Abraham  ?  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Verily,  ver 
ily,  I  say  unto  you,  Before  Abraham  was,  I  am. 
Then  took  they  up  stones  to  cast  at  him  ;  but  Jesus 
hid  himself,  and  went  out  of  the  temple. 

THE    EPISTLE. 
Heb.  ix.   II. 

/CHRIST,  being  come,  a  high-priest  of  good 
*"'  things  to  come,  by  a  greater  and  more  perfect 
tabernacle,  not  made  with  hands,  that  is  to  say,  not 
of  this  building  ;  neither  by  the  blood  of  goats  and 
calves,  but  by  his  own  blood,  entered  in  once  into 
the  holy  place,  having  obtained  eternal  redemption 
for  us.  For  if  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats,  and 
the  ashes  of  a  heifer  sprinkling  the  unclean,  saric- 
tifieth  to  the  purifying  of  the  flesh,  how  much  more 
shall  the  blood  of  Christ,  who  through  the  eternal 
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Spirit  offered  himself  without  spot  to  God,  purge 
your  conscience  from  dead  works  to  serve  the  liv 
ing  God  ?  And  for  this  cause  he  is  the  Mediator 
of  the  new  testament,  that  by  means  of  death  for 
the  redemption  of  the  transgressions  that  were  un 
der  the  first  testament,  they  who  are  called  might 
receive  the  promise  of  eternal  inheritance.

our  flesh,  and  to  suffer  death  upon  the  cross,  that 
all  mankind  should  follow  the  example  of  his  great 
humility ;  mercifully  grant,  that  we  may  both  follow 
the  example  of  his  patience,  and  also  be  made  par 
takers  of  his  resurrection,  through  the  same  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

THE   GOSPEL. 
St.  Matt  xxvii.  i. 

\\  THEN  the  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief 
*  *  priests  and  elders  of  the  people  took  coun 
sel  against  Jesus,  to  put  him  to  death.  And  when 
they  had  bound  him,  they  led  him  away,  and  de 
livered  him  to  Pontius  Pilate  the  governor.  Then 
Judas,  who  had  betrayed  him,  when  he  saw  that 
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he  was  condemned,  repented  himself,  and  brought 
again  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver  to  the  chief  priests 
and  elders,  saying,  I  have  sinned,  in  that  I  have 
betrayed  innocent  blood.  And  they  said,  What  is 
that  to  us  ?  see  thou  to  that.  And  he  cast  down 
the  pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple,  and  departed, 
and  went  and  hanged  himself.  And  the  chief 
priests  took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said,  It  is  not 
lawful  to  put  them  into  the  treasury,  because  it  is 
the  price  of  blood.  And  they  took  counsel,  and 
bought  with  them  the  Potter's  Field,  to  bury  stran 
gers  in.  Wherefore  that  field  was  called  The  Field 
of  Blood,  unto  this  day.  Then  was  fulfilled  that 
which  was  spoken  by  Jeremiah  the  prophet,  saying, 
And  they  took  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price 
of  him  who  was  valued,  whom  they  of  the  children 
of  Israel  did  value,  and  gave  them  for  the  Potter's 
Field,  as  the  Lord  appointed  me.  And  Jesus  stood 
before  the  governor  ;  and  the  governor  asked  him, 
saying,  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  And  Jesus 
said  unto  him,  Thou  sayest.  And  when  he  was 
accused  by  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  he  answered 
nothing.  Then  said  Pilate  unto  him,  Hearest  thou 
not  how  many  things  they  witness  against  thee  ? 
And  he  answered  him  to  never  a  word ;  insomuch 
that  the  governor  marvelled  greatly.  Now,  at  that 
feast,  the  governor  was  wont  to  release  unto  the 
people  a  prisoner,  whom  they  would.  And  they 
had  then  a  notable  prisoner,  called  Barabbas. 
Therefore,  when  they  were  gathered  together,  Pi 
late  said  unto  them,  Whom  will  ye  that  I  release 
unto  you  ?  Barabbas,  or  Jesus,  who  is  called  Christ  ? 
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For  he  knew  that  for  envy  they  had  delivered  him. 
When  he  was  set  down  on  the  judgment-seat,  his 
wife  sent  unto  him,  saying,  Have  thou  nothing  to 
do  with  that  just  man  ;  for  I  have  suffered  many 
things  this  day  in  a  dream,  because  of  him.  But 
the  chief  priests  and  elders  persuaded  the  multi 
tude  that  they  should  ask  Barabbas,  and  destroy 
Jesus.  The  governor  answered  and  said  unto 
them,  Whether  of  the  twain  will  ye  that  I  release 
unto  you  ?  They  said,  Barabbas.  Pilate  saith 
unto  them,  What  shall  I  do  then  with  Jesus,  who 
is  called  Christ  ?  They  all  say  unto  him,  Let  him 
be  crucified.  And  the  governor  said,  Why,  what 
evil  hath  he  done  ?  But  they  cried  out  the  more, 
saying,  Let  him  be  crucified.  When  Pilate  saw 
that  he  could  prevail  nothing,  but  that  rather  a 
tumult  was  made,  he  took  water,  and  washed  his 
hands  before  the  multitude,  saying,  I  am  innocent 
of  the  blood  of  this  just  person  ;  see  ye  to  it.  Then 
answered  all  the  people,  and  said,  His  blood  be  on 
us,  and  on  our  children.  Then  released  he  Barab 
bas  unto  them ;  and  when  he  had  scourged  Jesus, 
he  delivered  him  to  be  crucified.  Then  the  sol 
diers  of  the  governor  took  Jesus  into  the  common 
hall,  and  gathered  unto  him  the  whole  band  of 
soldiers.  And  they  stripped  him,  and  put  on  him 
a  scarlet  robe.  And  when  they  had  platted  a 
crown  of  thorns,  they  put  it  upon  his  head,  and 
a  reed  in  his  right  hand  ;  and  they  bowed  the 
knee  before  him,  and  mocked  him,  saying,  Hail, 
King  of  the  Jews.  And  they  spit  upon  him,  and 
took  the  reed,  and  smote  him  on  the  head.  And 
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after  they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  the  robe  off 
from  him,  and  put  his  own  raiment  on  him,  and 
led  him  away  to  crucify  him.  And  as  they  came 
out,  they  found  a  man  of  Cyrene,  Simon  by  name  ; 
him  they  compelled  to  bear  his  cross.  And  when 
they  were  come  unto  a  place  called  Golgotha,  that 
is  to  say,  a  Place  of  a  Skull,  they  gave  him  vinegar 
to  drink,  mingled  with  gall ;  and  when  he  had  tasted 
thereof,  he  would  not  drink.  And  they  crucified 
him,  and  parted  his  garments,  casting  lots.  And 
sitting  down,  they  watched  him  there.  And  they 
set  up  over  his  head,  his  accusation  written,  THIS 
is  JESUS  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  Then  were 
there  two  thieves  crucified  with  him  ;  one  on  the 
right  hand,  and  another  on  the  left.  And  they 
who  passed  by  reviled  him,  wagging  their  heads, 
and  saying,  Thou  who  destroyest  the  temple,  and 
buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thyself.  If  thou  be 
the  Son  of  God,  come  down  from  the  cross.  Like 
wise  also  the  chief  priests,  mocking  him,  with  the 
scribes  and  elders,  said,  He  saved  others,  himself 
he  cannot  save.  If  he  be  the  King  of  Israel,  let 
him  now  come  down  from  the  cross,  and  we  will 
believe  him.  He  trusted  in  God  ;  let  Him  deliver 
him  now,  if  He  will  have  him  ;  for  he  said,  I  am 
the  Son  of  God.  The  thieves  also,  who  were  cru 
cified  with  him,  cast  the  same  in  his  teeth.  Now 
from  the  sixth  hour,  there  was  darkness  over  all 
the  land,  unto  the  ninth  hour.  And  about  the 
ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying, 
Eli,  Eli)  lama  sabachthani  ?  that  is  to  say,  My  God, 
My  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  ?  Some  of 
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them  that  stood  there,  when  they  heard  that,  said, 
This  man  calleth  for  Elias.  And  straightway  one 
of  them  ran,  and  took  a  sponge,  and  filled  it  with 
vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to 
drink.  The  rest  said,  Let  be,  let  us  see  whether 
Elias  will  come  to  save  him.  Jesus,  when  he  had 
cried  again  with  a  loud  voice,  yielded  up  the  ghost. 
And  behold,  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in 
twain,  from  the  top  to  the  bottom ;  and  the  earth 
did  quake,  and  the  rocks  rent,  and  the  graves  were 
opened,  and  many  bodies  of  the  saints  who  slept, 
arose,  and  came  out  of  the  graves,  after  his  resur 
rection,  and  went  into  the  holy  city,  and  appeared 
unto  many.  Now  when  the  centurion,  and  they 
that  were  with  him,  watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earth 
quake,  and  those  things  that  were  done,  they  feared 
greatly,  saying,  Truly  this  was  the  Son  of  God. 

Or  this, 
St.  Luke  xix.  29-44. 

A  ND  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  was  come  nigh 
£*•  to  Bethphage  and  Bethany,  at  the  mount  called 
the  Mount  of  Olives,  he  sent  two  of  his  disciples, 
saying,  Go  ye  into  the  village  over  against  you ;  in 
the  which  at  your  entering  ye  shall  find  a  colt  tied, 
whereon  yet  never  man  sat  :  loose  him,  and  bring 
him  hither.  And  if  any  man  ask  you,  Why  do  ye 
loose  him  ?  thus  shall  ye  say  unto  him,  Because 
the  Lord  hath  need  of  him.  And  they  that  were 
sent  went  their  way,  and  found  even  as  he  had  said 
unto  them.  And  as  they  were  loosing  the  colt,  the 
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owners  thereof  said  unto  them,  Why  loose  ye  the 
colt  ?  And  they  said,  The  Lord  hath  need  of  him. 
And  they  brought  him  to  Jesus  ;  and  they  cast 
their  garments  upon  the  colt,  and  they  set  Jesus 
thereon.  And  as  he  went,  they  spread  their  clothes 
in  the  way.  And  when  he  was  come  nigh,  even 
now  at  the  descent  of  the  Mount  of  Olives,  the 
whole  multitude  of  the  disciples  began  to  rejoice 
and  praise  God  with  a  loud  voice  for  all  the  mighty 
works  that  they  had  seen ;  saying,  Blessed  be  the 
King  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  ;  peace 
in  heaven,  and  glory  in  the  highest.  And  some 
of  the  Pharisees  from  among  the  multitude  said 
unto  him,  Master,  rebuke  thy  disciples.  And  he 
answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  tell  you  that,  if 
these  should  hold  their  peace,  the  stones  would 
immediately  cry  out.  And  when  he  was  come 
near,  he  beheld  the  city,  and  wept  over  it,  saying, 
If  thou  hadst  known,  even  thou,  at  least  in  this 
thy  day,  the  things  which  belong  unto  thy  peace  ! 
but  now  they  are  hid  from  thine  eyes.  For  the 
days  shall  come  upon  thee,  that  thine  enemies 
shall  cast  a  trench  about  thee,  and  compass  thee 
round,  and  keep  thee  in  on  every  side,  and  shall 
lay  thee  even  with  the  ground,  and  thy  children 
within  thee ;  and  they  shall  not  leave  in  thee  one 
stone  upon  another ;  because  thou  knewest  not 
the  time  of  thy  visitation. 
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THE    EPISTLE. 
Phil.  ii.  4. 

OOK  not  every  man  on  his  own  things,  but 
every  man  also  on  the  things  of  others.  Let 
this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also  in  Christ 
Jesus ;  who,  being  in  the  form  of  God,  did  not 
think  of  eagerly  retaining  his  likeness  to  God,  but 
emptied  himself  of  it,  taking  the  form  of  a  servant, 
being  made  in  the  likeness  of  men  ;  and,  being 
formed  in  fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself, 
and  became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death 
of  the  cross.  Wherefore  God  also  hath  highly  ex 
alted  him,  and  given  him  a  name,  which  is  above 
every  name  ;  that  at  the  name  of  Jesus,  every  knee 
should  bow,  of  things  in  heaven,  and  things  in 
earth,  and  things  under  the  earth  ;  and  that  every 
tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord,  to 
the  glory  of  God,  the  Father.

of  men  in  thy  holy  Church,  that  every  member  of 
the  same,  in  his  vocation  and  ministry,  may  truly 
and  faithfully  serve  thee,  through  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 

C\  MERCIFUL  God,  who  hast  made  all  men, 
and  hatest  nothing  that  thou  hast  made,  nor 
wouldest  the  death  of  a  sinner,  but  rather  that  he 
should  be  converted,  and  live ;  have  mercy  upon 
all  unbelievers  and  heathen,  and  take  from  them 
all  ignorance,  hardness  of  heart,  and  contempt  of 
thy  word  ;  and  so  fetch  them  home,  blessed  Lord, 
to  thy  flock,  that  they  may  be  saved  among  the 
remnant  of  the  true  Israelites,  and  be  made  one 
fold  under  one  shepherd,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

THE   GOSPEL. 
St.  John  xix.  i. 

TDILATE  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  scourged 
him.  And  the  soldiers  platted  a  crown  of 
thorns,  and  put  it  on  his  head,  and  they  put  on 
him  a  purple  robe,  and  said,  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews  ;  and  they  smote  him  with  their  hands.  Pilate 
therefore  went  forth  again,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Behold,  I  bring  him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may  know 
that  I  find  no  fault  in  him.  Then  came  Jesus  forth, 
wearing  the  crown  of  thorns,  and  the  purple  robe. 
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And  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Behold  the  man. 
When  the  chief  priests,  therefore,  and  officers  saw 
him,  they  cried  out,  saying,  Crucify  him,  crucify 
him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Take  ye  him,  and 
crucify  him  ;  for  I  find  no  fault  in  him.  The  Jews 
answered  him,  We  have  a  law,  and  by  our  law  he 
ought  to  die,  because  he  made  himself  the  Son  of 
God.  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying, 
he  was  the  more  afraid  ;  and  went  again  into  the 
judgment-hall,  and  saith  unto  Jesus,  Whence  art 
thou?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no  answer.  Then  saith 
Pilate  unto  him,  Speakest  thou  not  unto  me  ?  know- 
est  thou  not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  thee,  and 
have  power  to  release  thee?  Jesus  answered,  Thou 
couldest  have  no  power  at  all  against  me,  except  it 
were  given  thee  from  above  ;  therefore  he  who  de 
livered  me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater  sin.  And 
from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release  him ;  but 
the  Jews  cried  out,  saying,  If  thou  let  this  man  go, 
thou  art  not  Caesar's  friend  ;  whosoever  maketh 
himself  a  king,  speaketh  against  Caesar.  When 
Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  brought  Jesus 
forth,  and  sat  down  in  the  judgment-seat,  in  a  place 
that  is  called  the  Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew, 
Gabbatha.  And  it  was  the  preparation  of  the  Pass 
over,  and  about  the  sixth  hour  ;  and  he  saith  unto 
the  Jews,  Behold  your  King !  But  they  cried  out, 
Away  with  him,  away  with  him,  crucify  him  !  Pilate 
saith  unto  them,  Shall  I  crucify  your  King  ?  The 
chief  priests  answered,  We  have  no  King  but  Caesar. 
Then  delivered  he  him  therefore  unto  them  to  be 
crucified.  And  they  took  Jesus  and  led  him  away. 
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And  he,  bearing  his  cross,  went  forth  into  a  place 
called  the  Place  of  a  Skull,  which  is  called  in  the 
Hebrew,  Golgotha ;  where  they  crucified  him,  and 
two  others  with  him,  on  either  side  one,  and  Jesus 
in  the  midst.  And  Pilate  wrote  a  title,  and  put  it 
on  the  cross;  and  the  writing  was,  JESUS  OF  NAZA 
RETH,  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  This  title  then  read 
many  of  the  Jews  ;  for  the  place  where  Jesus  was 
crucified  was  nigh  to  the  city ;  and  it  was  written 
in  Hebrew,  and  Greek,  and  Latin.  Then  said  the 
chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to  Pilate,  Write  not,  The 
King  of  the  Jews;  but  that  he  said,  I  am  King 
of  the  Jews.  Pilate  answered,  What  I  have  writ 
ten,  I  have  written.  Then  the  soldiers,  when  they 
had  crucified  Jesus,  took  his  garments,  and  made 
four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a  part ;  and  also  his 
coat.  Now  the  coat  was  without  seam,  woven  from 
the  top  throughout.  They  said  therefore  among 
themselves,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but  cast  lots  for  it, 
whose  it  shall  be  ;  that  the  Scripture  might  be  ful 
filled,  which  saith,  They  parted  my  raiment  among 
them,  and  for  my  vesture  they  did  cast  lots.  These 
things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  Now  there  stood 
by  the  cross  of  Jesus,  his  mother,  and  his  mother's 
sister,  Mary  the  wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Mag 
dalene.  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  mother  and 
the  disciple  standing  by,  whom  he  loved,  he  saith 
unto  his  mother,  Woman,  behold  thy  son  !  Then 
saith  he  to  the  disciple,  Behold  thy  mother !  And 
from  that  hour  that  disciple  took  her  unto  his  own 
home.  After  this,  Jesus,  knowing  that  all  things 
were  now  accomplished,  that  the  Scripture  might 
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be  fulfilled,  saith,  I  thirst.  Now  there  was  set  a 
vessel  full  of  vinegar  ;  and  they  filled  a  sponge  with 
vinegar,  and  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and  put  it  to  his 
mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore  had  received  the 
vinegar,  he  said,  It  is  finished  ;  and  he  bowed  his 
head,  and  gave  up  the  ghost.  The  Jews  therefore, 
because  it  was  the  preparation,  that  the  bodies 
should  not  remain  upon  the  cross  on  the  Sabbath 
day,  (for  that  Sabbath  day  was  a  high  day,)  be 
sought  Pilate  that  their  legs  might  be  broken,  and 
that  they  might  be  taken  away.  Then  came  the 
soldiers,  and  brake  the  legs  of  the  first,  and  of  the 
other  who  was  crucified  with  him.  But  when  they 
came  to  Jesus,  and  saw  that  he  was  dead  already, 
they  brake  not  his  legs ;  but  one  of  the  soldiers 
with  a  spear  pierced  his  side ;  and  forthwith  came 
thereout  blood  and  water.  And  he  that  saw  it, 
bare  record,  and  his  record  is  true ;  and  he  know- 
eth  that  he  saith  true,  that  ye  might  believe.  For 
these  things  were  done,  that  the  Scripture  should 
be  fulfilled,  A  bone  of  him  shall  not  be  broken. 
And  again,  another  Scripture  saith,  They  shall  look 
on  him  whom  they  pierced. 

THE    EPISTLE. 
Heb.  x.  i. 

THE  law,  having  a  shadow  of  good  things  to 
come,  and  not  the  very  image  of  the  things, 
can  never,  with  those  sacrifices  which  they  offered 
year  by  year  continually,  make  the  comers  there 
unto  perfect.    For  then  would  they  not  have  ceased

to  be  offered,  because  that  the  worshippers,  once 
purged,  should  have  had  no  more  conscience  of 
sins  ?  But  in  those  sacrifices  there  is  a  remem 
brance  again  made  of  sins  every  year.  For  it  is 
not  possible  that  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats 
should  take  away  sins.  Wherefore,  when  he  cometh 
into  the  world,  he  saith,  Sacrifice  and  offering  thou 
wouldest  not,  but  a  body  hast  thou  prepared  me. 
In  burnt-offerings  and  sacrifices  for  sin  thou  hast 
no  pleasure.  Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come,  (in  the 
volume  of  the  book  it  is  written  of  me,)  to  do  thy 
will,  O  God.  After  saying  first,  Sacrifice  and  offer 
ing,  and  burnt-offerings,  and  offering  for  sin,  thou 
wouldest  not,  neither  hadst  pleasure  therein,  which 
are  offered  by  the  law,  then  said  he,  Lo,  I  come  to 
do  thy  will,  O  God.  He  taketh  away  the  first,  that 
he  may  establish  the  second.  By  the  which  will 
we  are  sanctified,  through  the  offering  of  the  body 
of  Jesus  Christ  once  for  all.  And  every  priest 
standeth  daily  ministering  and  offering  oftentimes 
the  same  sacrifices,  which  can  never  take  away 
sins  ;  but  this  man,  after  he  had  offered  one  sacri 
fice  for  sins,  forever  sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of 
God  ;  from  henceforth  expecting  till  his  enemies 
be  made  his  footstool.  For  by  one  offering  he 
hath  perfected  forever  those  who  are  sanctified. 
Whereof  the  Holy  Spirit  also  is  a  witness  to  us. 
For  after  that  he  had  said  before,  This  is  the  cove 
nant  that  I  will  make  with  them  after  those  days, 
the  Lord  saith,  I  will  put  my  laws  into  their  hearts, 
and  in  their  minds  will  I  write  them  ;  and  their 
sins  and  iniquities  will  I  remember  no  more.  Now 
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where  remission  of  these  is,  there  is  no  more  offer 
ing  for  sin.  Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness 
to  enter  into  the  holiest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  by 
a  new  and  living  way,  which  he  hath  consecrated 
for  us,  through  the  veil,  that  is  to  say,  his  flesh  ; 
and  having  a  high-priest  over  the  house  of  God  ; 
let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart,  in  full  assurance 
of  faith,  having  our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil 
conscience,  and  our  bodies  washed  with  pure  water. 
Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of  our  faith  without 
wavering ;  for  he  is  faithful  who  promised  ;  and  let 
us  consider  one  another  to  provoke  unto  love  and 
to  good  works  ;  not  forsaking  the  assembling  of 
ourselves  together,  as  the  manner  of  some  is  ;  but 
exhorting  one  another  ;  and  so  much  the  more,  as 
ye  see  the  day  approaching.

THE   COLLECT. 

MERCIFUL  God,  by  whose  power  thy  Son 
Jesus  Christ  hath  overcome  death,  and  opened 
unto  us  the  gates  of  everlasting  life  ;  grant  that  we, 
thy  servants,  having  this  hope,  may  purify  ourselves, 
even  as  he  is  pure  ;  and  by  continually  mortifying 
our  corrupt  affections,  may  pass  the  grave  and  gate 
of  death,  to  our  joyful  resurrection  ;  which  we  ask 
as  disciples  of  him,  who  died,  and  was  buried,  and 
rose  again  for  us,  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

THE   GOSPEL. 
St.  John  xx.    I. 

HE  first  day  of  the  week  cometh  Mary  Mag 
dalene  early,  when  it  was  yet  dark,  unto  the 
sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  stone  taken  away  from 
the  sepulchre.  Then  she  runneth,  and  cometh  to 
Simon  Peter,  and  to  the  other  disciple,  whom  Jesus 
loved,  and  saith  unto  them,  They  have  taken  away 
the  Lord  out  of  the  sepulchre,  and  we  know  not 
where  they  have  laid  him.  Peter  therefore  went 
forth,  and  that  other  disciple,  and  came  to  the 
sepulchre.  So  they  ran  both  together ;  and  the 
other  disciple  did  outrun  Peter,  and  came  first  to 
the  sepulchre  ;  and  he  stooped  down,  and  looking 
in,  saw  the  linen  clothes  lying ;  yet  went  he  not  in. 
Then  cometh  Simon  Peter,  following  him,  and  went 
into  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  linen  clothes  lie, 
and  the  napkin  that  was  about  his  head,  not  lying 
with  the  linen  clothes,  but  wrapped  together  in  a 
place  by  itself.  Then  went  in  also  that  other  dis 
ciple,  who  came  first  to  the  sepulchre,  and  he  saw, 
and  believed.  For  as  yet  they  knew  not  the  Scrip 
ture,  that  he  must  rise  again  from  the  dead.  Then 
the  disciples  went  away  again  unto  their  own  home. 

THE    EPISTLE. 
Col.  iii.  I. 

T  F  ye  then  be  risen  with  Christ,  seek  those  things 

•    which  are  above,  where  Christ  sitteth  on  the 

right  hand  of  God.     Set  your  affection  on  things 

above,  not  on  things  on  the  earth.    For  ye  are  dead, 
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and  your  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God.  When 
Christ,  who  is  our  life,  shall  appear,  then  shall  ye 
also  appear  with  him  in  glory.  Mortify  therefore 
your  members  which  are  upon  the  earth ;  fornica 
tion,  uncleanness,  inordinate  affection,  evil  concu 
piscence,  and  covetousness,  which  is  idolatry  ;  for 
which  things'  sake  the  wrath  of  God  cometh  on  the 
children  of  disobedience  ;  in  the  which,  ye  also 
walked  sometime,  when  ye  lived  in  them.  But 
now  ye  also  put  away  all  these  ;  anger,  wrath, 
malice,  blasphemy,  filthy  communication  out  of 
your  mouth.  Lie  not  one  to  another,  seeing  that 
ye  have  put  off  the  old  man  with  his  deeds,  and 
have  put  on  the  new  man,  which  is  renewed  in 
knowledge  after  the  image  of  him  who  created 
him  ;  where  there  is  neither  Greek  nor  Jew,  cir 
cumcision  nor  uncircumcision,  Barbarian,  Scythian, 
bond  nor  free  ;  but  Christ  is  all  and  in  all.

A  LMIGHTY  Father,  who  hast  given  thine  only

St.  John  xx.    19. 

THE  same  day  at  evening,  being  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  when  the  doors  were  shut,  where 
the  disciples  were  assembled,  for  fear  of  the  Jews, 
came  Jesus  and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  saith  unto 
them,  Peace  be  unto  you.  And  when  he  had  so 
said,  he  showed  unto  them  his  hands  and  his  side. 
Then  were  the  disciples  glad,  when  they  saw  the 
Lord.  Then  said  Jesus  to  them  again,  Peace  be 
unto  you.  As  my  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so 
send  I  you.  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  breathed 
on  them,  and  said  unto  them,  Receive  ye  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Whosesoever  sins  ye  remit,  they  are  re 
mitted  unto  them  ;  and  whosesoever  sins  ye  retain, 
they  are  retained. 

THE    EPISTLE. 
I   St.   John  v.   4. 

WHATSOEVER  is  born  of  God  overcometh 
the  world  ;  and  this  is  the  victory  that  over 
cometh  the  world,  even  our  faith.  Who  is  he  who 
overcometh  the  world,  but  he  who  believeth  that 
Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God  ?  This  is  he  who  came 
by  water  and  blood,  even  Jesus  Christ ;  not  by 
water  only,  but  by  water  and  blood.  And  it  is  the 
Spirit  that  beareth  witness,  because  the  Spirit  is 
truth.  For  there  are  three  who  bear  record,  the 
Spirit,  and  the  water,  and  the  blood  ;  and  these 
three  agree  in  one.  If  we  receive  the  witness  of 
men,  the  witness  of  God  is  greater  ;  for  this  is  the 
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witness  of  God,  which  he  hath  testified  of  his  Son. 
He  who  believeth  on  the  Son  of  God  hath  the 
witness  in  himself;  he  who  believeth  not  God, 
hath  made  him  a  liar,  because  he  believeth  not  the 
record  that  God  gave  of  his  Son.  And  this  is  the 
record,  that  God  hath  given  to  us  eternal  life,  and 
this  life  is  in  his  Son.  He  who  hath  the  Son,  hath 
life  ;  and  he  who  hath  not  the  Son  of  God,  hath  not 
life.

A  LMIGHTY  God,  who  hast  given  thine  only 
Son  to  be  unto  us  both  a  sacrifice  for  sin,  and 
also  an  example  of  godly  life  ;  give  us  grace,  that 
we  may  always  most  thankfully  receive  this  inesti 
mable  benefit,  and  daily  endeavor  ourselves  to  fol 
low  the  blessed  steps  of  his  most  holy  life,  through 
the  same  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

ESUS  said,  I  am  the  good  shepherd.  The  good 
shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the  sheep.  But  he 
who  is  a  hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,  whose 
own  the  sheep  are  not,  seeth  the  wolf  coming,  and 
leaveth  the  sheep,  and  fleeth  ;  and  the  wolf  catch- 
eth  them,  and  scattereth  the  sheep.  The  hireling 
fleeth,  because  he  is  a  hireling,  and  careth  not  for 
the  sheep.  I  am  the  good  shepherd,  and  know 
my  sheep,  and  am  known  of  mine,  as  the  Father 
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knoweth  me,  and  I  know  the  Father  ;  and  I  lay 
down  my  life  for  the  sheep.  And  other  sheep  I 
have,  which  are  not  of  this  fold  ;  them  also  I  must 
bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice  ;  and  there 
shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  shepherd.

I   St.    Pet.    ii.    19. 

'  I  "HIS  is  thankworthy,  if  a  man,  for  conscience 
•*•  toward  God,  endure  grief,  suffering  wrongfully. 
For  what  glory  is  it,  if,  when  ye  be  buffeted  for  your 
faults,  ye  shall  take  it  patiently  ?  But  if,  when  ye 
do  well,  and  suffer  for  it,  ye  take  it  patiently,  this 
is  acceptable  with  God.  For  even  hereunto  were 
ye  called  ;  because  Christ  also  suffered  for  us,  leav 
ing  us  an  example,  that  ye  should  follow  his  steps  ; 
who  did  no  sin,  neither  was  guile  found  in  his 
mouth  ;  who,  when  he  was  reviled,  reviled  not 
again  ;  when  he  suffered,  he  threatened  not,  but 
committed  himself  to  him  who  judgeth  righteous 
ly  ;  who  his  own  self  bare  our  sins  in  his  own  body 
on  the  tree,  that  we,  being  dead  to  sin,  should 
live  unto  righteousness ;  by  whose  stripes  ye  were 
healed.  For  ye  were  as  sheep  going  astray;  but  are 
now  returned  unto  the  shepherd  and  bishop  of  your 
souls.

A  LMIGHTY  God,  who  showest  to  those  who 
^  are  in  error,  the  light  of  thy  truth,  to  the  in- 
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tent  that  they  may  return  into  the  way  of  righteous 
ness  ;  grant  unto  all  those  who  are  admitted  into 
the  fellowship  of  Christ's  religion,  that  they  may 
avoid  those  things  that  are  contrary  to  their  pro 
fession,  and  follow  all  such  things  as  are  agreeable 
to  the  same,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Acts  i.  I. 

HP  HE  former  treatise  have  I  made,  O  Theophi- 
lus,  of  all  that  Jesus  began  both  to  do  and 
teach,  until  the  day  in  which  he  was  taken  up,  after 
that  he,  through  the  Holy  Spirit,  had  given  com 
mandments  unto  the  Apostles  whom  he  had  chosen ; 
to  whom  also  he  showed  himself  alive,  after  his 
passion,  by  many  infallible  proofs ;  being  seen  of 
them  forty  days,  and  speaking  of  the  things  per 
taining  to  the  kingdom  of  God.  And  being  assem 
bled  together  with  them,  he  commanded  them  that 
they  should  not  depart  from  Jerusalem,  but  wait 
for  the  promise  of  the  Father,  which,  saith  he,  ye 
have  heard  of  me.  For  John  truly  baptized  with 
water;  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Spirit, 
not  many  days  hence.  When  they  therefore  were 
come  together,  they  asked  of  him,  saying,  Lord, 
wilt  thou  at  this  time  restore  again  the  kingdom  to 
Israel  ?  And  he  said  unto  them,  It  is  not  for  you 
to  know  the  times  or  the  seasons,  which  the  Father 
hath  put  in  his  own  power.  But  ye  shall  receive 
power  after  that  the  Holy  Spirit  is  come  upon  you ; 
and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me,  both  in  Jerusa 
lem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto 
the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth.  And  when  he  had 
spoken  these  things,  while  they  beheld,  he  was 
taken  up,  and  a  cloud  received  him  out  of  their 
sight.  And  while  they  looked  steadfastly  toward 
heaven,  as  he  went  up,  behold,  two  men  stood  by 
them  in  white  apparel ;  who  also  said,  Ye  men  of 
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Galilee,  why  stand  ye  gazing  up  into  heaven  ?  This 
same  Jesus  who  is  taken  up  from  you  into  heaven, 
shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye  have  seen  him 
go  into  heaven.

\\  T  HEN  the  Comforter  is  come,  whom  I  will 
send  unto  you  from  the  Father,  even  the 
Spirit  of  truth,  which  proceedeth  from  the  Father, 
he  shall  testify  of  me ;  and  ye  also  shall  bear  wit 
ness,  because  ye  have  been  with  me  from  the  be 
ginning.  These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you, 
that  ye  should  not  be  offended.  They  shall  put 
you  out  of  the  synagogues ;  yea,  the  time  cometh, 
that  whosoever  killeth  you,  will  think  that  he  doeth 
God  service.  And  these  things  will  they  do  unto 
you,  because  they  have  not  known  the  Father,  nor

me.  But  these  things  have  I  told  you,  that  when 
the  time  shall  come,  ye  may  remember  that  I  told 
you  of  them.

He  who 
hath  my  commandments,  and  keepeth  them,  he  it 
is  who  loveth  me ;  and  he  who  loveth  me  shall  be 
loved  of  my  Father,  and  I  will  love  him,  and  will 
manifest  myself  to  him.  Judas  saith  unto  him,  (not 
Iscariot,)  Lord,  how  is  it  that  thou  wilt  manifest 
thyself  unto  us,  and  not  unto  the  world  ?  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him,  If  a  man  love  me,  he 
will  keep  my  words  ;  and  my  Father  will  love  him, 
and  we  will  come  unto  him,  and  make  our  abode 
with  him.  He  who  loveth  me  not,  keepeth  not 
my  sayings ;  and  the  word  which  ye  hear,  is  not 
mine,  but  the  Father's,  who  sent  me.  These  things 
have  I  spoken  unto  you,  being  yet  present  with 
you ;  but  the  Comforter,  who  is  the  Holy  Spirit, 
whom  the  Father  will  send  in  my  name,  he  shall 
teach  you  all  things,  and  bring  all  things  to  your 
remembrance,  whatsoever  I  have  said  unto  you.

Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I  give  unto  you ; 
not  as  the  world  giveth,  give  I  unto  you.  Let  not 
your  heart  be  troubled,  neither  let  it  be  afraid.

.and  hath  nothing  in  me.  But  that  the  world  may 
know  that  I  love  the  Father,  and  as  the  Father 
gave  me  commandment,  even  so  I  do.

HEN  the  day  of  Pentecost  was  fully  come, 
they  were  all  with  one  accord  in  one  place. 
And  suddenly  there  came  a  sound  from  heaven,  as 
of  a  rushing  mighty  wind,  and  it  filled  all  the  house 
where  they  were  sitting.  And  there  appeared  unto 
them  cloven  tongues,  like  as  of  fire,  which  sat  upon 
each  of  them.  And  they  were  all  filled  with  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  began  to  speak  with  other  tongues, 
as  the  Spirit  gave  them  utterance.

And  they  were 
all  amazed,  and  marvelled,  saying  one  to  another, 
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Behoid,  are  not  all  these,  who  speak,  Galileans  ? 
And  how  hear  we  every  man  in  our  own  tongue, 
wherein  we  were  born  ?  Parthians,  and  Medes, 
and  Elamites,  and  the  dwellers  in  Mesopotamia, 
and  in  Judea,  and  Cappadocia,  in  Pontus  and 
Asia,  Phrygia  and  Pamphylia,  in  Egypt,  and  in 
the  parts  of  Lybia  about  Cyrene,  and  strangers 
of  Rome,  Jews  and  proselytes,  Cretes  and  Arabi 
ans,  we  do  hear  them  speak  in  our  tongues  the 
wonderful  works  of  God.

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unto  him,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  exoept  a 
man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of 
God.  Nicodemus  saith  unto  him,  How  can  a  man 
be  born  when  he  is  old  ?  can  he  enter  the  second 
time  into  his  mother's  womb,  and  be  born  ?  Jesus 
answered,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  except  a 
man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot 
see  the  kingdom  of  God.  That  which  is  born  of 
the  flesh,  is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is  born  of  the 
Spirit,  is  spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee, 
Ye  must  be  born  again.  The  wind  bloweth  where 
it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but 
canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it 
goeth  ;  so  is  every  one  who  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 
Nicodemus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  How  can 
these  things  be?  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto 
him,  Art  thou  a  master  of  Israel,  and  knowest  not 
these  things  ?  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  We 
speak  that  we  do  know,  and  testify  that  we  have 
seen ;  and  ye  receive  not  our  witness.  If  I  have 
told  you  earthly  things,  and  ye  believe  not,  how 
shall  ye  believe,  if  I  tell  you  of  heavenly  things  ? 
And  no  man  hath  ascended  up  to  heaven,  but  he 
who  came  down  from  heaven,  even  the  Son  of 
Man,  who  is  in  heaven.  And  as  Moses  lifted  up 
the  serpent  in  the  wilderness,  even  so  must  the  Son 
of  Man  be  lifted  up ;  that  whosoever  believeth  in* 
him,  should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life.

Rev.  iv.  i. 

A  FTER  this  I  looked,  and,  behold,  a  door  was 
opened  in  heaven ;  and  the  first  voice  which 
I  heard  was  as  it  were  of  a  trumpet  talking  with 
me ;  which  said,  Come  up  hither,  and  I  will  show 
thee  things  which  must  be  hereafter.  And  immedi 
ately  I  was  in  the  spirit ;  and  behold,  a  throne  was 
set  in  heaven,  and  one  sat  on  the  throne ;  and  he 
who  sat,  was  to  look  upon  like  a  jasper  and  a  sar 
dine  stone ;  and  there  was  a  rainbow  round  about 
the  throne,  in  sight  like  unto  an  emerald.  And 
round  about  the  throne  were  four  and  twenty  seats ; 
and  upon  the  seats  I  saw  four  and  twenty  elders 
sitting,  clothed  in  white  raiment ;  and  they  had  on 
their  heads  crowns  of  gold.  And  out  of  the  throne 
proceeded  lightnings,  and  thunderings,  and  voices  ; 
and  there  were  seven  lamps  of  fire  burning  before 
the  throne,  which  are  the  seven  spirits  of  God. 
And  before  the  throne  there  was  a  sea  of  glass, 
like  unto  crystal ;  and  in  the  midst  of  the  throne, 
and  round  about  the  throne,  were  four  beasts,  full 
of  eyes  before  and  behind.  And  the  first  beast 
was  like  a  lion,  and  the  second  beast  like  a  calf, 
and  the  third  beast  had  a  face  as  a  man,  and  the 
fourth  beast  was  like  a  flying  eagle.  And  the  four 
beasts  had  each  of  them  six  wings'  about  him  ;  and 
they  were  full  of  eyes  within  ;  and  they  rest  not 
day  and  night,  saying,  Holy,  holy,  holy,  Lord  God 
Almighty,  who  was,  and  is,  and  is  to  come.  And 
when  those  beasts  give  glory,  and  honor,  and  thanks 
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to  him  who  sat  on  the  throne,  who  liveth  for  ever 
and  ever,  the  four  and  twenty  elders  fall  down  be 
fore  him  who  sat  on  the  throne,  and  worship  him 
who  liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  and  cast  their  crowns 
before  the  throne,  saying,  Thou  art  worthy,  O  Lord, 
to  receive  glory,  and  honor,  and  power ;  for  thou 
hast  created  all  things,  and  for  thy  pleasure  they 
are,  and  were  created.

And  there  was  a  certain  beggar,  named 

Lazarus,  who  was  laid  at  his  gate,  full  of  sores,  and 

desiring  to  be  fed  with  the  crumbs  which  fell  from 

the  rich  man's  table ;    moreover,  the  dogs  came 

and  licked  his  sores.     And  it  came  to  pass,  that 

the  beggar  died,  and  was  carried  by  the  angels  into 
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Abraham's  bosom.  The  rich  man  also  died,  and 
was  buried.  And  in  hell  he  lifted  up  his  eyes, 
being  in  torments,  and  seeth  Abraham  afar  off, 
and  Lazarus  in  his  bosom.  And  he  cried  and 
said,  Father  Abraham,  have  mercy  on  me,  and 
send  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his  finger 
in  water,  and  cool  my  tongue;  for  I  am  tormented 
in  this  flame.  But  Abraham  said,  Son,  remember 
that  thou  in  thy  lifetime  receivedst  thy  good  things, 
and  likewise  Lazarus  evil  things  ;  but  now  he  is 
comforted,  and  thou  art  tormented.  And  beside 
all  this,  between  us  and  you  there  is  a  great  gulf 
fixed  ;  so  that  they  who  would  pass  from  hence  to 
you,  cannot ;  neither  can  they  pass  to  us,  who  would 
come  from  thence.  Then  he  said,  I  pray  thee 
therefore,  father,  that  thou  wouldest  send  him  to 
my  father's  house  ;  for  I  have  five  brethren ;  that 
he  may  testify  unto  them,  lest  they  also  come  into 
this  place  of  torment  Abraham  saith  unto  him, 
They  have  Moses  and  the  prophets,  let  them  hear 
them.  And  he  said,  Nay,  father  Abraham ;  but 
if  one  went  unto  them  from  the  dead,  they  will  re 
pent.  And  he  said  unto  him,  If  they  hear  not 
Moses  and  the  prophets,  neither  will  they  be  per 
suaded,  though  one  rose  from  the  dead. 

THE    EPISTLE. 
I  St  John  iv.  7. 

TDELOVED,  let  us  love  one  another;  for  love  is 

of  God  ;  and  every  one  who  loveth,  is  born 

of  God,  and  knoweth  God.     He  who  loveth  not, 
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knoweth  not  God  ;  for  God  is  love.  In  this  was 
manifested  the  love  of  God  toward  us,  because  that 
God  sent  his  only  begotten  Son  into  the  world,  that 
we  might  live  through  him.  Herein  is  love,  not 
that  we  loved  God,  but  that  he  loved  us,  and  sent 
his  Son  to  be  the  propitiation  for  our  sins.  Be 
loved,  if  God  so  loved  us,  we  ought  also  to  love 
one  another.  No  man  hath  seen  God  at  any  time. 
If  we  love  one  another,  God  dwelleth  in  us,  and 
his  love  is  perfected  in  us.  Hereby  know  we  that 
we  dwell  in  him,  and  he  in  us,  because  he  hath 
given  us  of  his  Spirit.  And  we  have  seen  and  do 
testify,  that  the  Father  sent  the  Son  to  be  the 
Saviour  of  the  world.  Whosoever  shall  confess 
that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God,  God  dwelleth  in 
him,  and  he  in  God.  And  we  have  known  and 
believed  the  love  that  God  hath  to  us.  God  is 
love  ;  and  he  who  dwelleth  in  love,  dwelleth  in 
God,  and  God  in  him.  Herein  is  our  love  made 
perfect,  that  we  may  have  boldness  in  the  day  of 
judgment ;  because  as  he  is,  so  are  we  in  this  world. 
There  is  no  fear  in  love  ;  but  perfect  love  casteth 
out  fear  ;  because  fear  hath  torment ;  he  who  feareth 
is  not  made  perfect  in  love.  We  love  him,  because 
he  first  loved  us.  If  a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and 
hateth  his  brother,  he  is  a  liar ;  for  he  who  loveth 
not  his  brother  whom  he  hath  seen,  how  can  he 
love  God  whom  he  hath  not  seen?  And  this  com 
mandment  have  we  from  him,  That  he  who  loveth 
God,  love  his  brother  also. 
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The  Third  Sunday  after  Whitsunday.

LORD,  who  never  failest  to  help  and  govern 
those  whom  thou  dost  bring  up  in  thy  stead 
fast  fear  and  love ;  keep  us,  we  beseech  thee,  under 
the  protection  of  thy  good  providence,  and  make 
us  to  have  a  perpetual  fear  and  love  of  thy  holy 
name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

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and  hedges,  and  compel  them  to  come  in,  that  my 
house  may  be  filled.  For  I  say  unto  you,  that  none, 
of  those  men  who  were  bidden,  shall  taste  of  my 
supper.

Beloved,  if  our  heart  condemn  us  not,  then  have 
we  confidence  toward  God ;  and  whatsoever  we 
ask,  we  receive  of  him,  because  we  keep  his  com 
mandments,  and  do  those  things  that  are  pleasing 
in  his  sight.  And  this  is  his  commandment,  That 
we  should  believe  on  the  name  of  his  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  and  love  one  another,  as  he  gave  us  com- 
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mandment.  And  he,  who  keepeth  his  command 
ments,  dwelleth  in  him,  and  he  in  him  ;  and  hereby 
we  know  that  he  abideth  in  us,  by  the  Spirit  which 
he  hath  given  us.

And  he  spake  a  parable 
unto  them  ;  Can  the  blind  lead  the  blind  ?  shall 
they  not  both  fall  into  the  ditch  ?  The  disciple  is 
not  above  his  master ;  but  every  one  who  is  perfect 
shall  be  as  his  master.  And  why  beholdest  thou 
the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye,  but  perceivest 
not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye  ?  Either 
how  canst  thou  say  to  thy  brother,  Brother,  let  rrie 
pull  out  the  mote  that  is  in  thine  eye,  when  thou 
thyself  beholdest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own 
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eye  ?  Thou  hypocrite,  cast  out  first  the  beam  out 
of  thine  own  eye,  and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly 
to  pull  out  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye.

Rom.  viii.  31. 

\\7  HAT  shall  we  then  say  to  these  things  ?  If 
God  be  for  us,  who  can  be  against  us  ?  He 
that  spared  not  his  own  Son,  but  delivered  him  up 
for  us  all,  how  shall  he  not  with  him  also  freely 
give  us  all  things  ?  Who  shall  lay  anything  to  the 
charge  of  God's  elect  ?  It  is  God  that  justifieth  ; 
who  is  he  that  condemneth?  It  is  Christ  that  died, 
yea,  rather,  that  is  risen  again,  who  is  even  at  the 
right  hand  of  God,  who  also  maketh  intercession 
for  us.  Who  shall  separate  us  from  the  love  of 
Christ?  Shall  tribulation,  or  distress,  or  persecu 
tion,  or  famine,  or  nakedness,  or  peril,  or  sword  ? 
as  it  is  written,  For  thy  sake  we  are  killed  all  the 
day  long ;  we  are  accounted  as  sheep  for  the  slaugh 
ter.  Nay,  in  all  these  things,  we  are  more  than 
conquerors,  through  him  who  loved  us.  For  I  am 
persuaded,  that  neither  death,  nor  life,  nor  angels, 
nor  principalities,  nor  powers,  nor  things  present, 
nor  things  to  come,  nor  height,  nor  depth,  nor 
any  other  creature,  shall  be  able  to  separate  us 
from  the  love  of  God,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our 
Lord.

the  lake  ;  but  the  fishermen  were  gone  out  of  them, 
and  were  washing  their  nets.  And  he  entered  into 
one  of  the  ships,  which  was  Simon's,  and  prayed 
him  that  he  would  thrust  out  a  little  from  the  land. 
And  he  sat  down,  and  taught  the  people  out  of  the 
ship.  Now  when  he  had  left  speaking,  he  said  unto 
Simon,  Launch  out  into  the  deep,  and  let  down 
your  nets  for  a  draught.  And  Simon  answering, 
said  unto  him,  Master,  we  have  toiled  all  the  night, 
and  have  taken  nothing  ;  nevertheless,  at  thy  word 
I  will  let  down  the  net.  And  when  they  had  done 
this,  they  enclosed  a  great  multitude  of  fishes,  and 
their  net  brake.  And  they  beckoned  unto  their 
partners  who  were  in  the  other  ship,  that  they 
should  come  and  help  them.  And  they  came,  arid 
filled  both  the  ships,  so  that  they  began  to  sink. 
When  Simon  Peter  saw  it,  he  fell  down  at  Jesus' 
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knees,  saying,  Depart  from  me,  for  I  am  a  sinful 
man,  O  Lord.  For  he  was  astonished,  and  all 
who  were  with  him,  at  the  draught  of  the  fishes 
which  they  had  taken ;  and  so  was  also  James  and 
John  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  who  were  partners  with 
Simon.  And  Jesus  said  unto  Simon,  Fear  not ; 
from  henceforth  thou  shalt  catch  men.  And  when 
they  had  brought  their  ships  to  land,  they  forsook 
all,  and  followed  him.

"D  E  ye  all  of  one  mind,  having  compassion  one 
of  another ;  love  as  brethren,  be  pitiful,  be 
courteous ;  not  rendering  evil  for  evil,  or  railing 
for  railing,  but  contrariwise,  blessing ;  knowing  that 
ye  are  thereunto  called,  that  ye  should  inherit  a 
blessing.  For  he  who  will  love  life,  and  see  good 
days,  let  him  refrain  his  tongue  from  evil,  and  his 
lips  that  they  speak  no  guile  ;  let  him  eschew  evil, 
and  do  good ;  let  him  seek  peace,  and  ensue  it.

But  and  if  ye  suffer  for  right 
eousness'  sake,  happy  are  ye ;  and  be  not  afraid 
of  their  terror,  neither  be  troubled  ;  but  sanctify 
the  Lord  God  in  your  hearts  ;  and  be  ready  always 
to  give  an  answer  to  every  man  that  asketh  you  a

Ye  have  heard  that 
it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time,  Thou  shalt  not 
kill ;  and  whosoever  shall  kill,  shall  be  in  danger 
of  the  judgment.  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  whoso 
ever  is  angry  with  his  brother,  without  a  cause, 
shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment ;  and  whoso 
ever  shall  say  to  his  brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in 
danger  of  the  council ;  but  whosoever  shall  say, 
Thou  fool,  shall  be  in  danger  of  hell  fire.  There 
fore,  if  thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there 
rememberest  that  thy  brother  hath  aught  against 
thee,  leave  there  thy  gift  before  the  altar  and  go 
thy  way ;  first  be  reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and 
then  come  and  offer  thy  gift.  Agree  with  thine 
adversary  quickly,  whilst  thou  art  in  the  way  with 
him  ;  lest  at  any  time  the  adversary  deliver  thee  to 
the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the  officer, 
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and  thou  be  cast  into  prison.  Verily  I  say  unto 
thee,  thou  shalt  by  no  means  come  out  thence,  till 
thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  farthing.

Rom.  vi.  3. 

1/^NOW  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  bap- 
tized  into  Jesus  Christ,  were  baptized  into  his 
death  ?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with  him  by  bap 
tism  into  death  ;  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up 
from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  even  so 
we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life.  For  if  we 
have  been  planted  together  in  the  likeness  of  his 
death,  we  shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his  resur 
rection;  knowing  this,  that  our  old  man  is  crucified 
with  him,  that  the  body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed, 
that  henceforth  we  should  not  serve  sin ;  for  he 
who  is  dead  is  free  from  sin.  Now  if  we  be  dead 
with  Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also  live  with 
him  ;  knowing  that  Christ  being  raised  from  the 
dead,  dieth  no  more  ;  death  hath  no  more  domin 
ion  over  him.  For  in  that  he  died,  he  died  unto 
sin  once  ;  but  in  that  he  liveth,  he  liveth  unto  God. 
Likewise  reckon  ye  also  yourselves  to  be  dead  unto 
sin,  but  alive  unto  God,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.

And  his  disciples  answered  him,  From 
whence  can  a  man  satisfy  these  men  with  bread 
here  in  the  wilderness  ?  And  he  asked  them,  How 
many  loaves  have  ye  ?  and  they  said,  Seven.  And 
he  commanded  the  people  to  sit  down  on  the 
ground ;  and  he  took  the  seven  loaves,  and  gave 
thanks,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  his  disciples  to  set 
before  them ;  and  they  did  set  them  before  the 
people.  And  they  had  a  few  small  fishes-;  and 
he  blessed,  and  commanded  to  set  them  also  before 
them.  So  they  did  eat,  and  were  filled  ;  and  they 
took  up  of  the  broken  meat  that  was  left  seven 
baskets.  And  they  who  had  eaten  were  about  four 
thousand  ;  and  he  sent  them  away.

NOW  ye  not  that  to  whom  ye  yield  yourselves 
servants  to  obey,  his  servants  ye  are  to  whom 
ye  obey  ;  whether  of  sin  unto  death,  or  of  obedi 
ence  unto  righteousness?  But  God  be  thanked, 
that  ye  were  the  servants  of  sin,  but  ye  have  obeyed 
from  the  heart  that  form  of  doctrine  which  was  de 
livered  you.  Being  then  made  free  from  sin,  ye 
became  the  servants  of  righteousness.  I  speak 
after  the  manner  of  men,  because  of  the  infirmity 
of  your  flesh.  For  as  ye  have  yielded  your  mem 
bers  servants  to  uncleanness  and  to  iniquity,  unto 
iniquity ;  even  so  now  yield  your  members  servants 
to  righteousness,  unto  holiness.  For  when  ye  were 
the  servants  of  sin,  ye  were  free  from  righteousness. 
What  fruit  had  ye  then  in  those  things  whereof  ye 
are  now  ashamed  ?  for  the  end  of  those  things  is 
death.  But  now,  being  made  free  from  sin,  and 
become  servants  to  God,  ye  have  your  fruit  unto 
holiness,  and  the  end  everlasting  life.  For  the 
wages  of  sin  is  death  ;  but  the  gift  of  God  is  eter 
nal  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Even  so  every  good  tree  bringeth 
forth  good  fruit ;  but  a  corrupt  tree  bringeth  forth 
evil  fruit  A  good  tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil 
fruit,  neither  can  a  corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good 
fruit.  Every  tree  that  bringeth  not  forth  good 
fruit,  is  hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the  fire.  Where 
fore  by  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them.  Not  every 
one  that  saith  unto  me,  Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  but  he  that  doeth 
the  will  of  my  Father  who  is  in  heaven.  Many 
will  say  to  me  in  that  day,  Lord,  Lord,  have  we 
not  prophesied  in  thy  name  ?  and  in  thy  name  have 
cast  out  devils  ?  and  in  thy  name  done  many  won 
derful  works  ?  And  then  will  I  profess  unto  them, 
I  never  knew  you  ;  depart  from  me,  ye  that  work 
iniquity.  Therefore  whosoever  heareth  these  say 
ings  of  mine,  and  doeth  them,  I  will  liken  him 
unto  a  wise  man,  who  built  his  house  upon  a  rock ; 
and  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and 
the  winds  blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house,  and 'it 
fell  not ;  for  it  was  founded  upon  a  rock.  And 
.every  one  that  heareth  these  sayings  of  mine,  and 
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doeth  them  not,  shall  be  likened  unto  a  foolish 
man,  who  built  his  house  upon  the  sand ;  and  the 
rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds 
blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house,  and  it  fell ;  and 
great  was  the  fall  of  it.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
Jesus  had  ended  these  sayings,  the  people  were 
astonished  at  his  doctrine ;  for  he  taught  them  as 
one  having  authority,  and  not  as  the  scribes.

"D  RETHREN,  we  are  not  debtors  to  the  flesh, 
•"-^  to  live  after  the  flesh ;  for  if  ye  live  after  the 
flesh,  ye  shall  die  ;  but  if  ye,  through  the  Spirit,  do 
mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live.  For 
as  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  they  are 
the  sons  of  God.  For  ye  have  not  received  the 
spirit  of  bondage  again  to  fear;  but  ye  have  received 
the  spirit  of  adoption,  whereby  we  cry,  Abba,  Father. 
The  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit  that 
we  are  the  children  of  God.

I  am  resolved  what  to  do,  that,  when  I 
am  put  out  of  the  stewardship,  they  may  receive 
me  into  their  houses.  So  he  called  every  one  of 
his  lord's  debtors  unto  him,  and  said  unto  the  first, 
How  much  owest  thou  unto  my  lord?  And  he 
said,  An  hundred  measures  of  oil.  And  he  said 
unto  him,  Take  thy  bill,  and  sit  down  quickly,  and 
write  fifty.  Then  said  he  to  another,  And  how 
much  owest  thou  ?  And  he  said,  An  hundred 
measures  of  wheat.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Take 
thy  bill,  and  write  fourscore.  And  the  lord  com 
mended  the  unjust  steward,  because  he  had  done 
wisely ;  for  the  children  of  this  world  are  in  their 
generation  wiser  than  the  children  of  light.  And 
I  say  unto  you,  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of  the 
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mammon  of  unrighteousness ;  that  when  ye  fail, 
they  may  receive  you  into  everlasting  habitations.

Gal.  vi.  I. 

O  RETHREN,  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault, 
•'-'  ye  who  are  spiritual,  restore  such  an  one  in 
the  spirit  of  meekness ;  considering  thyself,  lest 
thou  also  be  tempted.  Bear  ye  one  another's  bur 
dens,  and  so  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ.  For  if  a  man 
think  himself  to  be  something,  when  he  is  nothing, 
he  deceiveth  himself.  But  let  every  man  prove 
his  own  work,  and  then  shall  he  have  rejoicing  in 
himself  alone,  and  not  in  another.  For  every  man 
shall  bear  his  own  burden.  Let  him  that  is  taught 
in  the  word,  communicate  unto  him  that  teacheth 
in  all  good  things.  Be  not  deceived ;  God  is  not 
mocked  ;  for  whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that  shall 
he  also  reap.  For  he  that  soweth  to  his  flesh,  shall 
of  the  flesh  reap  corruption ;  but  he  that  soweth  to 
the  Spirit,  shall  of  the  Spirit  reap  life  everlasting. 
And  let  us  not  be  weary  in  well-doing ;  for  in  due 
season  we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint  not.  As  we  have 
therefore  opportunity,  let  us  do  good  unto  all  men, 
especially  unto  them  who  are  of  the  household  of 
faith.

ND  when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld  the  city, 
and  wept  over  it ;  saying,  If  thou  hadst  known, 
even  thou,  at  least  in  this  thy  day,  the  things  which 
belong  unto  thy  peace  !  but  now  they  are  hid  from 
thine  eyes.  For  the  days  shall  come  upon  thee,

Wherefore  I  give  you  to  understand 
that  no  man  speaking  by  the  Spirit  of  God  calleth

Now  there  are 
diversities  of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit.  And  there 
are  differences  of  administrations,  but  the  same 
Lord.

But  the 
manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is  given  to  every  man  to 
profit  withal.  For  to  one  is  given  by  the  Spirit  the 
word  of  wisdom ;  to  another,  the  word  of  knowl 
edge,  by  the  same  Spirit ;  to  another,  faith,  by  the 
same  Spirit ;  to  another,  the  gifts  of  healing,  by  the 
same  Spirit ;  to  another,  the  working  of  miracles ; 
to  another,  prophecy  ;  to  another,  discerning  of 
spirits  ;  to  another,  divers  kinds  of  tongues ;  to 
another,  the  interpretation  of  tongues.  But  all 
these  worketh  that  one  and  the  self-same  Spirit, 
dividing  to  every  man  severally  as  he  will.

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spised  others.  Two  men  went  up  into  the  temple 
to  pray ;  the  one  a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a  publi 
can.  The  Pharisee  stood,  and  prayed  thus  with 
himself ;  God,  I  thank  thee,  that  I  am  not  as  other 
men  are,  extortioners,  unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as 
this  publican.  I  fast  twice  in  the  week  ;  I  give 
tithes  of  all  that  I  possess.  And  the  publican, 
standing  afar  off,  would  not  lift  up  so  much  as  his 
eyes  unto  heaven,  but  smote  upon  his  breast,  say 
ing,  God  be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner.  I  tell  you, 
this  man  went  down  to  his  house  justified  rather 
than  the  other  ;  for  every  one  who  exalteth  him 
self  shall  be  abased  ;  and  he  who  humbleth  himself 
shall  be  exalted.

I  Cor.  xv.  I. 

"BRETHREN,  I  declare  unto  you  the  gospel 
which  I  preached  unto  you,  which  also  ye  have 
received,  and  wherein  ye  stand ;  by  which  also  ye 
are  saved,  if  ye  keep  in  memory  what  I  preached 
unto  you,  unless  ye  have  believed  in  vain.  For  I 
delivered  unto  you,  first  of  all,  that  which  I  also  re 
ceived,  how  that  Christ  died  for  our  sins,  according 
to  the  Scriptures  ;  and  that  he  was  buried  ;  and 
that  he  rose  again  the  third  day  according  to  the 
Scriptures  ;  and  that  he  was  seen  of  Cephas  ;  then 
of  the  twelve.  After  that,  he  was  seen  of  above 
five  hundred  brethren  at  once  ;  of  whom  the  greater 
part  remain  unto  this  present,  but  some  are  fallen 
asleep.  After  that,  he  was  seen  of  James  ;  then 
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of  all  the  apostles.  And  last  of  all  he  was  seen  of 
me  also,  as  of  one  born  out  of  due  time.  For  I 
am  the  least  of  the  apostles,  that  am  not  meet  to 
be  called  an  apostle,  because  I  persecuted  the 
Church  of  God.  But  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am 
what  I  am ;  and  his  grace  which  was  bestowed 
upon  me,  was  not  in  vain ;  but  I  labored  more 
abundantly  than  they  all ;  yet  not  I,  but  the  grace 
of  God  which  was  with  me.  Therefore,  whether 
it  were  I  or  they,  so  we  preach,  and  so  ye  believed.

And  they 
bring  unto  him  one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an  im 
pediment  in  his  speech ;  and  they  beseech  him  to 
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put  his  hand  upon  him.  And  he  took  him  aside 
from  the  multitude,  and  put  his  fingers  into  his 
ears,  and  he  spit,  and  touched  his  tongue ;  and 
looking  up  to  heaven,  he  sighed,  and  saith  unto 
him,  Ephphatha,  that  is,  Be  opened.  And  straight 
way  his  ears  were  opened,  and  the  string  of  his 
tongue  was  loosed,  and  he  spake  plain.  And  he 
charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man ;  but 
the  more  he  charged  them,  so  much  the  more  a 
great  deal  they  published  it ;  and  were  beyond 
measure  astonished,  saying,  He  hath  done  all 
things  well ;  he  maketh  both  the  deaf  to  hear, 
and  the  dumb  to  speak.

UCH  trust  have  we  through  Christ  toward  God. 
Not  that  we  are  sufficient  of  ourselves  to  think 
anything  as  of  ourselves  ;  but  our  sufficiency  is  of 
God  ;  who  also  hath  made  us  able  ministers  of  the 
new  testament ;  not  of  the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit ; 
for  the  letter  killeth,  but  the  spirit  giveth  life.  But 
if  the  ministration  of  death,  written  and  engraven 
in  stones,  was  glorious,  so  that  the  children  of  Israel 
could  not  steadfastly  behold  the  face  of  Moses,  for 
the  glory  of  his  countenance  ;  which  glory  was  to 
be  done  away ;  how  shall  not  the  ministration  of 
the  spirit  be  rather  glorious  ?  For  if  the  ministra: 
tion  of  condemnation  be  glory,  much  more  doth 
the  ministration  of  righteousness  exceed  in  glory.

ing  him  half  dead.  And  by  chance  there  came 
down  a  certain  priest  that  way  ;  and  when  he  saw 
him,  he  passed  by  on  the  other  side.  And  like 
wise  a  Levite,  when  he  was  at  the  place,  came  and 
looked  on  him,  and  passed  by  on  the  other  side. 
But  a  certain  Samaritan,  as  he  journeyed,  came 
where  he  was ;  and  when  he  saw  him,  he  had 
compassion  on  him,  and  went  to  him,  and  bound 
up  his  wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and  wine,  and  set 
him  on  his  own  beast,  and  brought  him  to  an  inn, 
and  took  care  of  him.  And  on  the  morrow,  when 
he  departed,  he  took  out  two  pence,  and  gave  them 
to  the  host,  and  said  unto  him,  Take  care  of  him, 
and  whatsoever  thou  spendest  more,  when  I  come 
again,  I  will  repay  thee.  Which  now  of  these  three, 
thinkest  thou,  was  neighbor  unto  him  who  fell  among 
the  thieves  ?  And  he  said,  He  who  showed  mercy 
on  him.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  him,  Go,  and  do 
thou  likewise.

Are  ye  not  much  better  than 
they?  Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add 
one  cubit  unto  his  stature  ?

Consider  the  lilies  of  the 
field,  how  they  grow ;  they  toil  not,  neither  do  they 
spin  ;  and  yet  I  say  unto  you,  that  even  Solomon 
in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one  of  these. 
Wherefore,  if  God  so  clothe  the  grass  of  the  field, 
which  to-day  is,  and  to-morrow  is  cast  into  the 
oven,  shall  he  not  much  more  clothe  you,  O  ye  of 
little  faith?  Therefore  take  no  thought,  saying, 
What  shall  we  eat  ?  or,  what  shall  we  drink  ?  or, 
wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed  ?  (for  after  all  these 
things  do  the  Gentiles  seek,)  for  your  Heavenly 
Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  all  these

And  he  put  forth  a  parable  to  those  who  were  bid 
den,  when  he  marked  how  they  chose  out  the  chief 
rooms ;  saying  unto  them,  When  thou  art  bidden 
of  any  man  to  a  wedding,  sit  not  down  in  the  high 
est  room ;  lest  a  more  honorable  man  than  thou  be 
bidden  of  him,  and  he  who  bade  thee  and  him, 
come  and  say  to  thee,  Give  this  man  place ;  and 
thou  begin  with  shame  to  take  the  lowest  room. 
But  when  thou  art  bidden,  go  and  sit  down  in  the 
lowest  room,  that  when  he  who  bade  thee  cometh, 
he  may  say  unto  thee,  Friend,  go  up  higher ;  then 
shalt  thou  have  worship  in  the  presence  of  those 
who  sit  at  meat  with  thee.  For  whosoever  exalteth 
himself  shall  be  abased ;  and  he  who  humbleth 
himself  shall  be  exalted.

He  that  descended  is  the  same 
also  that  ascended  up  far  above  all  heavens,  that 
he  might  fill  all  things.)  And  he  gave  some,  apos 
tles  ;  and  some,  prophets ;  and  some,  evangelists ; 
and  some,  pastors  and  teachers ;  for  the  perfecting 
of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the 
edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ ;  till  we  all  come  in 
the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure 
of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ.

He  saith  unto  them,  How  then 
doth  David  in  spirit  call  him  Lord,  saying,  The 
Lord  said  unto  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on  my  right  hand, 
till  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool  ?  If  David 
then  call  him  Lord,  how  is  he  his  son  ?  And  no

man  was  able  to  answer  him  a  word,  neither  durst 
any  man,  from  that  day  forth,  ask  him  any  more 
questions.

GOD,  forasmuch  as  without  thee  we  are  not 
able  to  please  thee,  mercifully  grant  that  thy 
Holy  Spirit  may  in  all  things  direct  and  rule  our 
hearts ;  that  they  may  be  cleansed  from  everything 
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which  defileth,  and  always  inclined  to  keep  thy  law, 
through  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.     Amen. 

THE   GOSPEL. 
St.  Matt.  ix.  I. 

JESUS  entered  into  a  ship,  and  passed  over,  and 
came  into  his  own  city.  And  behold,  they 
brought  to  him  a  man  sick  of  the  palsy,  lying  on  a 
bed.  And  Jesus,  seeing  their  faith,  said  unto  the 
sick  of  the  palsy,  Son,  be  of  good  cheer,  thy  sins 
be  forgiven  thee.  And  behold,  certain  of  the 
Scribes  said  within  themselves,  This  man  blas- 
phemeth.  And  Jesus,  knowing  their  thoughts, 
said,  Wherefore  think  ye  evil  in  your  hearts  ?  For 
whether  is  easier,  to  say,  Thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee; 
or  to  say,  Arise  and  walk  ?  But  that  ye  may  know 
that  the  Son  of  Man  hath  power  on  earth  to  for 
give  sins,  (then  saith  he  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy,) 
Arise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and  go  unto  thine  house. 
And  he  arose,  and  departed  to  his  house.  But 
when  the  multitudes  saw  it,  they  marvelled,  and 
glorified  God,  who  had  given  such  power  unto 
men.

Ephes.  iv.  17. 

HIS  I  say  therefore,  and  testify  in  the  Lord, 
that  ye  henceforth  walk  not  as  other  Gentiles 
walk,  in  the  vanity  of  their  mind,  having  the  un 
derstanding  darkened,  being  alienated  from  the  life 
of  God  through  the  ignorance  that  is  in  them,  be- 
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cause  of  the  blindness  of  their  heart ;  who,  being 
past  feeling,  have  given  themselves  over  unto  las- 
civiousness,  to  work  all  uncleanness  with  greedi 
ness.  But  ye  have  not  so  learned  Christ ;  if  so  be 
that  ye  have  heard  him,  and  have  been  taught  by 
him,  as  the  truth  is  in  Jesus,  that  ye  put  off,  con 
cerning  the  former  conversation,  the  old  man,  which 
is  corrupt  according  to  the  deceitful  lusts,  and  be 
renewed  in  the  spirit  of  your  mind ;  and  that  ye 
put  on  the  new  man,  which  after  God  is  created  in 
righteousness  and  true  holiness.  Wherefore,  put 
ting  away  lying,  speak  every  man  truth  with  his 
neighbor ;  for  we  are  members  one  of  another.  Be 
ye  angry,  and  sin  not ;  let  not  the  sun  go  down 
upon  your  wrath  ;  neither  give  place  to  the  devil. 
Let  him  who  stole,  steal  no  more  ;  but  rather  let 
him  labor,  working  with  his  hands  the  thing  which 
is  good,  that  he  may  have  to  give  to  him  who 
needeth.  Let  no  corrupt  communication  proceed 
out  of  your  mouth,  but  that  which  is  good  to  the 
use  of  edifying,  that  it  may  minister  grace  unto  the 
hearers.  And  grieve  not  the  holy  Spirit  of  God, 
whereby  ye  are  sealed  unto  the  day  of  redemption. 
Let  aH  bitterness,  and  wrath,  and  anger,  and  clamor, 
and  evil  speaking,  be  put  away  from  you,  with  all 
malice.  And  be  ye  kind  one  to  another,  tender 
hearted,  forgiving  one  another,  even  as  God,  in 
Christ,  hath  forgiven  you. 
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The  Twenty-first  Sunday  after  Whitsunday.

ALMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  God,  of  thy 
bountiful  goodness  keep  us,  we  beseech  thee, 
from  all  things  that  may  hurt  us ;  that  we,  being 
ready  both  in  body  and  soul,  may  cheerfully  ac 
complish  those  things  that  thou  wouldest  have 
done,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

St.  Matt.  xxii.  I. 

JESUS  said,  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto 
a  certain  king,  who  made  a  marriage  for  his 
son  ;  and  sent  forth  his  servants  to  call  those  who 
were  bidden  to  the  wedding  ;  and  they  would  not 
come.  Again,  he  sent  forth  other  servants,  saying, 
Tell  those  who  are  bidden,  Behold,  I  have  pre 
pared  my  dinner ;  my  oxen  and  my  failings  are 
killed,  and  all  things  are  ready ;  come  unto  the 
marriage.  But  they  made  light  of  it,  and  went 
their  ways,  one  to  his  farm,  another  to  his  mer 
chandise  ;  and  the  remnant  took  his  servants,  and 
entreated  them  spitefully,  and  slew  them.  But 
when  the  king  heard  thereof,  he  was  wroth ;  and 
he  sent  forth  his  armies,  and  destroyed  those  mur 
derers,  and  burnt  up  their  city.  Then  saith  he  to 
his  servants,  The  wedding  is  ready,  but  they  who 
were  bidden  were  not  worthy.  Go  ye  therefore  into 
the  highways,  and  as  many  as  ye  shall  find,  bid  to 
the  marriage.  So  those  servants  went  out  into  the 
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highways,  and  gathered  together  all  as  many  as 
they  found,  both  bad  and  good  ;  and  the  wedding 
was  furnished  with  guests.  And  when  the  king 
came  in  to  see  the  guests,  he  saw  there  a  man  who 
had  not  on  a  wedding  garment.  And  he  saith  unto 
him,  Friend,  how  earnest  thou  in  hither,  not  having 
a  wedding  garment?  And  he  was  speechless.  Then 
said  the  king  to  the  servants,  Bind  him  hand  and 
foot,  and  take  him  away,  and  cast  him  into  outer 
darkness  ;  there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of 
teeth.  For  many  are  called,  but  few  are  chosen.

2  St.  Pet.  i.  2. 

/'"""RACE  and  peace  be  multiplied  unto  you, 
JS'  through  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  of  Jesus 
our  Lord  ;  according  as  his  divine  power  hath 
given  unto  us  all  things  that  pertain  unto  life  and 
godliness,  through  the  knowledge  of  him  that  hath 
called  us  to  glory  and  virtue  ;  whereby  are  given 
unto  us  exceeding  great  and  precious  promises ; 
that  by  these  ye  might  be  partakers  of  the  divine 
nature,  having  escaped  the  corruption  that  is  in 
the  world  through  lust.  And  besides  this,  giving 
all  diligence,  add  to  your  faith  virtue ;  and  to  vir 
tue,  knowledge  ;  and  to  knowledge,  temperance  ; 
and  to  temperance,  patience  ;  and  to  patience,  god 
liness  ;  and  to  godliness,  brotherly  kindness  ;  and 
to  brotherly  kindness,  charity.  For  if  these  things 
be  in  you,  and  abound,  they  make  you  that  ye 
shall  neither  be  barren  nor  unfruitful  in  the  knowl- 
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edge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  But  he  that  lack- 
eth  these  things  is  blind,  and  cannot  see  afar  off, 
and  hath  forgotten  that  he  was  purged  from  his 
old  sins.  Wherefore  the  rather,  brethren,  give 
diligence  to  make  your  calling  and  election  sure ; 
for  if  ye  do  these  things,  ye  shall  never  fall ;  for  so 
an  entrance  shall  be  ministered  unto  you  abun 
dantly  into  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.

When  he  heard  that  Jesus 
was  come  out  of  Judea  into  Galilee,  he  went  unto 
him,  and  besought  him  that  he  would  come  down, 
and  heal  his  son  ;  for  he  was  at  the  point  of  death. 
Then  said  Jesus  unto  him,  Except  ye  see  signs  and 
wonders,  ye  will  not  believe.  The  nobleman  saith 
unto  him,  Sir,  come  down  ere  my  child  die.  Jesus 
saith  unto  him,  Go  thy  way,  thy  son  liveth.  And 
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the  man  believed  the  word  that  Jesus  had  spoken 
unto  him,  and  he  went  his  way.  And  as  he  was 
now  going  down,  his  servants  met  him,  and  told 
him,  saying,  Thy  son  liveth.  Then  inquired  he 
of  them  the  hour  when  he  began  to  amend.  And 
they  said  unto  him,  Yesterday,  at  the  seventh  hour, 
the  fever  left  him.  So  the  father  knew  that  it  was 
at  the  same  hour  in  the  which  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Thy  son  liveth.  And  himself  believed,  and  his 
whole  house.  This  is  again  the  second  miracle 
that  Jesus  did,  when  he  was  come  out  of  Judea 
into  Galilee.

Ephes.  vi.-  10. 

\l\  Y  brethren,  be  strong  in  the  Lord,  and  in  the 
power  of  his  might.  Put  on  the  whole  armor 
of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against  the 
wiles  of  the  devil.  For  we  wrestle  not  against  flesh 
and  blood,  but  against  principalities,  against  powers, 
against  the  rulers  of  the  darkness  of  this  world, 
against  spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places.  Where 
fore  take  unto  you  the  whole  armor  of  God,  that 
ye  may  be  able  to  withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and 
having  done  all,  to  stand.  Stand  therefore,  having 
your  loins  girt  about  with  truth,  and  having  on  the 
breastplate  of  righteousness,  and  your  feet  shod 
with  the  preparation  of  the  gospel  of  peace ;  above 
all  taking  the  shield  of  faith,  wherewith  ye  shall  be 
able  to  quench  all  the  fiery  darts  of  the  wicked. 
And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword 
of  the  Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God ;  praying 
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always  with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in  the  spirit, 
and  watching  thereunto  with  all  perseverance  and 
supplication  for  all  saints ;  and  for  me,  that  utter 
ance  may  be  given  unto  me  that  I  may  open  my 
mouth  boldly,  to  make  known  the  mystery  of  the 
gospel ;  for  which  I  am  an  ambassador  in  bonds ; 
that  therein  I  may  speak  boldly,  as  I  ought  to 
speak.

THE   GOSPEL. 
St.  Matt,  xviii.  21. 

DETER  said  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  how  oft  shall  my 
brother  sin  against  me,  and  I  forgive  him  ?  till 
seven  times  ?  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  say  not  unto 
thee,  Until  seven  times ;  but,  Until  seventy  times 
seven.  Therefore  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  likened 
unto  a  certain  king,  who  would  take  account  of  his 
servants.  And  when  he  had  begun  to  reckon,  one 
was  brought  unto  him,  who  owed  him  ten  thousand 
talents.  But  forasmuch  as  he  had  not  to  pay,  his 
lord  commanded  him  to  be  sold,  and  his  wife  and 
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children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and  payment  to  be 
made.  The  servant  therefore  fell  down  and  wor 
shipped  him,  saying,  Lord,  have  patience  with  me, 
and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  Then  the  lord  of  that 
servant  was  moved  with  compassion,  and  loosed 
him,  and  forgave  him  the  debt.  But  the  same 
servant  went  out,  and  found  one  of  his  fellow-ser 
vants,  who  owed  him  an  hundred  pence ;  and  he 
laid  hands  on  him,  and  took  him  by  the  throat, 
saying,  Pay  me  that  thou  owest.  And  his  fellow- 
servant  fell  down  at  his  feet,  and  besought  him, 
saying,  Have  patience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee 
all.  And  he  would  not ;  but  went  and  cast  him 
into  prison,  till  he  should  pay  the  debt.  So  when 
his  fellow-servants  saw  what  was  done,  they  were 
very  sorry,  and  came  and  told  unto  their  lord  all 
that  was  done.  Then  his  lord,  after  that  he  had 
called  him,  said  unto  him,  O  thou  wicked  servant, 
I  forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  because  thou  desiredst 
me ;  shouldest  not  thou  also  have  had  compassion 
on  thy  fellow-servant,  even  as  I  had  pity  on  thee  ? 
And  his  lord  was  wroth,  and  delivered  him  to  the 
tormentors,  till  he  should  pay  all  that  was  due  unto 
him.  So  likewise  shall  my  heavenly  Father  do  also 
unto  you,  if  ye  from  your  hearts  forgive  not  every 
one  his  brother  their  trespasses.

true,  and  teach est  the  way  of  God  in  truth,  neither 
carest  thou  for  any  man  ;  for  thou  regardest  not 
the  person  of  men.  Tell  us  therefore,  what  thinkest 
thou  ?  is  it  lawful  to  give  tribute  unto  Caesar,  or 
not?  But  Jesus  perceived  their  wickedness,  and 
said,  Why  tempt  ye  me,  ye  hypocrites  ?  show  me 
the  tribute  money.  And  they  brought  unto  him  a 
penny.  And  he  saith  unto  them,  Whose  is  this 
image  and  superscription  ?  They  say  unto  him, 
Caesar's.  Then  saith  he  unto  them,  Render  there 
fore  unto  Caesar,  the  things  which  are  Caesar's,  and 
unto  God,  the  things  that  are  God's.  When  they 
had  heard  these  words,  they  marvelled,  and  left 
him,  and  went  their  way.

T)  ELOVED,  remember  ye  the  words  which  were 
*-*  spoken  before  of  the  apostles  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ;  how  that  they  told  you  there  should  be 
mockers  in  the  last  time,  who  should  walk  after 
their  own  ungodly  lusts.  These  be  they  who  sep 
arate  themselves,  sensual,  having  not  the  Spirit. 
But  ye,  beloved,  building  up  yourselves  on  your 
most  holy  faith,  praying  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  keep 
yourselves  in  the  love  of  God,  looking  for  the  mercy 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  unto  eternal  life.  And 
of  some  have  compassion,  making  a  difference ;

And  they  laughed 
him  to  scorn.  But  when  the  people  were  put  forth, 
he  went  in,  and  took  her  by  the  hand,  and  the  maid 
arose.  And  the  fame  hereof  went  abroad  into  all 
that  land.

ND  it  was  at  Jerusalem  the  feast  of  the  dedi 
cation,  and  it  was  winter.     And  Jesus  walked 
in  the  temple  in  Solomon's  porch.   Then  came  the 
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Jews  round  about  him,  and  said  unto  him,  How 
long  dost  thou  make  us  to  doubt  ?  If  thou  be  the 
Christ,  tell  us  plainly.  Jesus  answered  them,  I 
told  you,  and  ye  believed  not.  The  works  that 
I  do  in  my  Father's  name,  they  bear  witness  of 
me.  But  ye  believe  not ;  because  ye  are  not  of  my 
sheep,  as  I  said  unto  you.  My  sheep  hear  my 
voice,  and  I  know  them,  and  they  follow  me ;  and 
I  give  unto  them  eternal  life ;  and  they  shall  never 
perish,  neither  shall  any  man  pluck  them  out  of  my 
hand.  My  Father,  who  gave  them  me,  is  greater 
than  all ;  and  no  man  is  able  to  pluck  them  out 
of  my  Father's  hand.

"D  EHOLD,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that 
•^  I  will  raise  unto  David  a  righteous  branch, 
and  a  king  shall  reign  and  prosper,  and  shall  exe 
cute  judgment  and  justice  on  the  earth.  In  his 
days  Judah  shall  be  saved,  and  Israel  shall  dwell 
safely ;  and  this  is  his  name  whereby  he  shall  be 
called,  THE  LORD  OUR  RIGHTEOUSNESS.  Therefore 
behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that  they 
shall  no  more  say,  The  Lord  liveth  who  brought 
up  the  children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt ; 
but,  The  Lord  liveth  who  brought  up,  and  who 
led  the  seed  of  the  house  of  Israel  out  of  the  north 
country,  and  from  all  countries  whither  I  had  driven 
them ;  and  they  shall  dwell  in  their  own  land. 
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If  there  be  any  more  Sundays  before  Advent  Sunday, 
the  Service  of  some  of  those  Sundays  which  were 
omitted  after  the  Epiphany,  shall  be  used.  And 
if  there  be  fewer,  the  overplus  may  be  omitted;  pro 
vided  that  this  last  Collect,  Gospel,  and  Epistle, 
shall  always  be  read  upon  the  Sunday  next  before 
Advent.

THE    GOSPEL. 
St.  Matt,  xxiii.  34. 

O  EHOLD  I  send  unto  you  prophets,  and  wise 

men,  and  scribes ;  and  some  of  them  ye  shall 

kill  and  crucify  ;  and  some  of  them  shall  ye  scourge 

in  your  synagogues,  and  persecute  them  from  city 
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to  city ;  that  upon  you  may  come  all  the  righteous 
blood  shed  upon  the  earth,  from  the  blood  of  right 
eous  Abel  unto  the  blood  of  Zacharias,  son  of  Ba- 
rachias,  whom  ye  slew  between  the  temple  and  the 
altar.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  All  these  things  shall 
come  upon  this  generation.

THE   GOSPEL. 
SL  Matt.  ii.  13. 

'"PHE  angel  of  the  Lord  appeareth  to  Joseph  in 
a  dream,  saying,  Arise,  and  take  the  young 
child  and  his  mother,  and  flee  into  Egypt,  and  be 
thou  there  until  I  bring  thee  word ;  for  Herod  will 
seek  the  young  child  to  destroy  him.  When  he 
arose,  he  took  the  young  child  and  his  mother  by 
night,  and  departed  into  Egypt;  and  was  there 
until  the  death  of  Herod  ;  that  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  of  the  Lord  by  the  prophet,  say 
ing,  Out  of  Egypt  have  I  called  my  son.  Then 
Herod,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  mocked  of  the 
wise  men,  was  exceeding  wroth,  and  sent  forth,  and 
slew  all  the  children  that  were  in  Bethlehem,  and 
in  all  the  coasts  thereof,  from  two  years  old  and 
under,  according  to  the  time  which  he  had  dili 
gently  inquired  of  the  wise  men.  Then  was  ful 
filled  that  which  was  spoken  by  Jeremy  the  prophet, 
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saying,  In  Rama  was  there  a  voice  heard,  lamenta 
tion,  and  weeping,  and  great  mourning,  Rachel 
weeping  for  her  children,  and  would  not  be  com 
forted,  because  they  are  not.

Rev.  xiv.  i. 

T  LOOKED,  and  lo,  a  Lamb  stood  on  the  mount 
Sion,  and  with  him  a  hundred  forty  and  four 
thousand,  having  his  Father's  name  written  in  their 
foreheads.  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  as 
the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  as  the  voice  of  a 
great  thunder ;  and  I  heard  the  voice  of  harpers 
harping  with  their  harps.  And  they  sung  as  it 
were  a  new  song  before  the  throne,,  and  before  the 
four  beasts  and  the  elders ;  and  no  man  could  learn 
that  song  but  the  hundred  and  forty  and  four  thou 
sand,  which  were  redeemed  from  the  earth.  These 
are  they  which  were  not  defiled  with  women  ;  for 
they  are  virgins.  These  are  they  which  follow  the 
Lamb  whithersoever  he  goeth.  These  were  re 
deemed  from  among  men,  being  the  first-fruits  unto 
God  and  to  the  Lamb.  And  in  their  mouth  was 
found  no  guile ;  for  they  are  without  fault  before 
the  throne  of  God.

And  Jesus  said  unto 
them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  That  ye  who  have 
followed  me,  in  the  regeneration,  when  the  Son 
of  Man  shall  sit  in  the  throne  of  his  glory,  ye  also 
shall  sit  upon  twelve  thrones,  judging  the  twelve 
tribes  of  Israel.  And  every  one  that  hath  forsaken 
houses,  or  brethren,  or  sisters,  or  father,  or  mother, 
or  wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  for  my  name's  sake, 
shall  receive  a  hundred-fold,  and  shall  inherit  ever 
lasting  life.  But  many  that  are  first  shall  be  last, 
and  the  last  shall  be  first.

Acts  ix.  i. 

A  ND  Saul,  yet  breathing  out  threatenings  and 
•**•  slaughter  against  the  disciples  of  the  Lord, 
went  unto  the  high-priest,  and  desired  of  him  let 
ters  to  Damascus  to  the  synagogues,  that  if  he 
found  any  of  this  way,  whether  they  were  men  or 
women,  he  might  bring  them  bound  unto  Jerusa- 
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lem.  And  as  he  journeyed,  he  came  near  Damas 
cus  ;  and  suddenly  there  shined  round  about  him 
a  light  from  heaven  ;  and  he  fell  to  the  earth,  and 
heard  a  voice  saying  unto  him,  Saul,  Saul,  why 
persecutest  thou  me  ?  And  he  said,  Who  art  thou, 
Lord  ?  And  the  Lord  said,  I  am  Jesus  whom  thou 
persecutest.  It  is  hard  for  thee  to  kick  against 
the  pricks.  And  he,  trembling  and  astonished, 
said,  Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do  ?  And 
the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Arise,  and  go  into  the 
city,  and  it  shall  be  told  thee  what  thou  must  do. 
And  the  men  who  journeyed  with  him  stood  speech 
less,  hearing  a  voice,  but  seeing  no  man.  And 
Saul  arose  from  the  earth  ;  and  when  his  eyes  were 
opened,  he  saw  no  man  ;  but  they  led  him  by  the 
hand,  and  brought  him  into  Damascus.  And  he 
was  three  days  without  sight,  and  neither  did  eat 
nor  drink.  And  there  was  a  certain  disciple  at 
Damascus,  named  Ananias ;  and  to  him  said  the 
Lord  in  a  vision,  Ananias.  And  he  said,  Behold, 
I  am  here,  Lord.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him, 
Arise,  and  go  into  the  street,  which  is  called  Straight, 
and  inquire  in  the  house  of  Judas  for  one  called 
Saul  of  Tarsus ;  for,  behold,  he  prayeth,  and  hath 
seen  in  a  vision  a  man  named  Ananias  coming  in, 
and  putting  his  hand  on  him,  that  he  might  receive 
his  sight.  Then  Ananias  answered,  Lord,  I  have 
heard  by  many  of  this  man,  how  much  evil  he  hath 
done  to  thy  saints  at  Jerusalem  ;  and  here  he  hath 
authority  from  the  chief  priests  to  bind  all  that  call 
on  thy  name.  But  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Go 
thy  way ;  for  he  is  a  chosen  vessel  unto  me,  to  bear 
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my  name  before  the  Gentiles,  and  kings,  and  the 
children  of  Israel  :  for  I  will  show  him  how  great 
things  he  must  suffer  for  my  name's  sake.  And 
Ananias  went  his  way,  and  entered  into  the  house  ; 
and  putting  his  hands  on  him,  said,  Brother  Saul, 
the  Lord,  even  Jesus,  that  appeared  unto  thee  in 
the  way  as  thou  earnest,  hath  sent  me,  that  thou 
mightest  receive  thy  sight,  and  be  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost.  And  immediately  there  fell  from  his 
eyes  as  it  had  been  scales  ;  and  he  received  sight 
forthwith,  and  arose,  and  was  baptized.  And  when 
he  had  received  meat,  he  was  strengthened.  Then 
was  Saul  certain  days  with  the  disciples,  who  were 
at  Damascus.  And  straightway  he  preached  Christ 
in  the  synagogues,  that  he  is  the  Son  of  God.  But 
all  who  heard  him  were  amazed,  and  said.  Is  not 
this  he  who  destroyed  them  who  called  on  this 
name  in  Jerusalem,  and  came  hither  for  that  intent, 
that  he  might  bring  them  bound  unto  the  chief 
priests  ?  But  Saul  increased  the  more  in  strength, 
and  confounded  the  Jews  who  dwelt  at  Damascus, 
proving  that  this  is  very  Christ.

St.  Luke  i.  57. 

TVT  OW  Elisabeth's  full  time  came,  that  she  should 
be  delivered  ;  and  she  brought  forth  a  son. 
And  her  neighbors  and  her  cousins  heard  how  the 
Lord  had  showed  great  mercy  upon  her ;  and  they 
rejoiced  with  her.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on 
the  eighth  day  they  came  to  circumcise  the  child ; 
and  they  called  him  Zacharias,  after  the  name  of 
his  father.  And  his  mother  answered  and  said, 
Not  so,  but  he  shall  be  called  John.  And  they 
said  unto  her,  There  is  none  of  thy  kindred  that  is 
called  by  this  name.  And  they  made  signs  to  his 
father,  how  he  would  have  him  called.  And  he 
asked  for  a  writing-table,  and  wrote,  saying,  His 
name  is  John.  And  they  marvelled  all.  And  his 
mouth  was  opened  immediately,  and  his  tongue 
loosed,  and  he  spake,  and  praised  God.  And  fear 
came  on  all  who  dwelt  round  about  them ;  and 
all  these  sayings  were  noised  abroad  throughout 
all  the  hill-country  of  Judea.  And  all  they  who 
heard  them  laid  them  up  in  their  hearts,  saying, 
What  manner  of  child  shall  this  be !  And  the 
hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  him.  And  his  father 
Zacharias  was  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
prophesied,  saying,  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of 
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Israel ;  for  he  hath  visited  and  redeemed  his  peo 
ple,  and  hath  raised  up  a  horn  of  salvation  for  us 
in  the  house  of  his  servant  David  ;  as  he  spake  by 
the  mouth  of  his  holy  prophets,  who  have  been 
since  the  world  began  ;  that  we  should  be  saved 
from  our  enemies,  and  from  the  hand  of  all  that 
hate  us  ;  to  perform  the  mercy  promised  to  our 
fathers,  and  to  remember  his  -holy  covenant,  the 
oath  which  he  sware  to  our  father  Abraham,  that 
he  would  grant  unto  us,  that  we,  being  delivered 
out  of  the  hand  of  our  enemies,  might  serve  him 
without  fear,  in  holiness  and  righteousness  before 
him,  all  the  days  of  our  life.  And  thou,  child,' 
shall  be  called  the  Prophet  of  the  Highest ;  for 
thou  shalt  go  before  the  face  of  the  Lord  to  pre 
pare  his  ways  ;  to  give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto 
his  people,  by  the  remission  of  their  sins,  through 
the  tender  mercy  of  our  God,  whereby  the  day- 
spring  from  on  high  hath  visited  us,  to  give  light 
to  them  that  sit  in  darkness  and  in  the  shadow 
of  death,  to  guide  our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace. 
And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit, 
and  was  in  the  deserts,  till  the  day  of  his  showing 
unto  Israel.

Isaiah  xl.  i. 

/COMFORT  ye,  comfort  ye  my  people,  saith  your 
God.  Speak  ye  comfortably  to  Jerusalem,  and 
cry  unto  her,  that  her  warfare  is  accomplished,  that 
her  iniquity  is  pardoned  ;  for  she  hath  received  of 
the  Lord's  hand  double  for  all  her  sins.  The  voice 
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of  him  that  crieth  in  the  wilderness,  Prepare  ye  the 
way  of  the  Lord,  make  straight  in  the  desert  a 
highway  for  our  God.  Every  valley  shall  be  ex 
alted,  and  every  mountain  and  hill  shall  be  made 
low ;  and  the  crooked  shall  be  made  straight,  and 
the  rough  places  plain.  And  the  glory  of  the  Lord 
shall  be  revealed,  and  all  flesh  shall  see  it  together : 
for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it.  The 
voice  said,  Cry.  And  he  said,  What  shall  I  cry  ? 
All  flesh  is  grass,  and  all  the  goodliness  thereof  is 
as  the  flower  of  the  field  ;  the  grass  withereth,  the 
flower  fadeth  ;  because  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  blow- 
•  eth  upon  it ;  surely  the  people  is  grass.  The  grass 
withereth,  the  flower  fadeth ;  but  the  word  of  our 
God  shall  stand  forever.  O  Zion,  that  bringest 
good  tidings,  get  thee  up  into  the  high  mountain  ; 
O  Jerusalem,  that  bringest  good  tidings,  lift  up  thy 
voice  with  strength ;  lift  it  up,  be  not  afraid ;  say 
unto  the  cities  of  Judah,  Behold  your  God !  Be 
hold,  the  Lord  God  will  come  with  strong  hand, 
and  his  arm  shall  rule  for  him ;  behold,  his  reward 
is  with  him,  and  his  work  before  him.  He  shall 
feed  his  flock  like  a  shepherd ;  he  shall  gather  the 
lambs  with  his  arm,  and  carry  them  in  his  bosom, 
and  shall  gently  lead  those  that  are  with  young.

A  ND  I  saw  another  angel  ascending  from  the 
*~^:  east,  having  the  seal  of  the  living  God ;  and 
he  cried  with  a  loud  voice  to  the  four  angels,  to 
whom  it  was  given  to  hurt  the  earth  and  the  sea, 
saying,  Hurt  not  the  earth,  neither  the  sea,  nor  the 
trees,  till  we  have  sealed  the  servants  of  our  God 
in  their  foreheads.  And  I  heard  the  number  of 
them  who  were  sealed ;  and  there  were  sealed  a 
hundred  and  forty  and  four  thousand  of  all  the 
tribes  of  the  children  of  Israel.  After  this  I  be 
held,  and,  lo,  a  great  multitude,  which  no  man 
could  number,  of  all  nations,  and  kindreds,  and 
people,  and  tongues,  stood  before  the  throne,  and 
before  the  Lamb,  clothed  with  white  robes,  and 
palms  in  their  hands ;  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
saying,  Salvation  to  our  God  who  sitteth  upon  the 
throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb  !  And  all  the  angels 
stood  round  about  the  throne,  and  about  the  elders 
and  the  four  beasts,  and  fell  before  the  throne  on 
their  faces,  and  worshipped  God,  saying,  Amen  ; 
blessing,  and  glory,  and  wisdom,  and  thanksgiving, 
and  honor,  and  power,  and  might,  be  unto  our  God 
for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.  And  one  of  the  elders 
answered,  saying  unto  me,  What  are  these  who  are 
arrayed  in  white  robes?  and  whence  came  they? 
And  I  said  unto  him,  Sir,  thou  knowest.  And  he 
said  to  me,  These  are  they  who  came  out  of  great 
tribulation,  and  have  washed  their  robes,  and  made 
them  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb.  Therefore 
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are  they  before  the  throne  of  God,  and  serve  him 
day  and  night  in  his  temple  ;  and  he  that  sitteth 
on  the  throne  shall  dwell  among  them.  They  shall 
hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst  any  more ;  neither 
shall  the  sun  light  on  them,  nor  any  heat.  For  the 
Lamb  who  is  in  the  midst  of  the  throne  shall  feed 
them,  and  shall  lead  them  unto  living  fountains  of 
waters ;  and  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from 
their  eyes.

The  foregoing  Office  may  be  used  after  the  Morning  or 
Evening  Prayer,  or  introduced  in  the  course  of  either, 
at  such  place  as  shall  seem  most  proper  and  conven 
ient.

The  Minister,  standing  before  the  Lord's  table,  shall 
begin  the  Service  by  reading  the  following  Sentences, 
or  such  a  portion  of  them  as  may  be  convenient,  the 
Wardens  meanwhile  collecting  the  usual  Alms  for 
the  Poor. 

T  ET  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they 
*"-**  may  see  your  good  works,  and  glorify  your 
Father  who  is  in  heaven.  St.  Matt.  v.  16. 

Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth, 
where  moth  and  rust  do  corrupt,  and  where  thieves 
break  through  and  steal ;  but  lay  up  for  yourselves 
treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust 
doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break 
through  nor  steal.  St.  Matt.  vi.  19,  20. 

Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  unto 
you,  even  so  do  unto  them ;  for  this  is  the  law 
and  the  prophets.  St.  Matt.  vii.  12. 

Not  every  one  who  saith  unto  me,  Lord,  Lord, 
shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven  ;  but  he 
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who  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  who  is  in  heaven. 
St.  Matt.  vii.  21. 

He  who  soweth  little  shall  reap  little ;  and  he 
who  soweth  plenteously  shall  reap  plenteously. 
Let  every  man  do  according  as  he  is  disposed 
in  his  heart ;  not  grudgingly,  or  of  necessity  ;  for 
God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver.  2  Cor.  ix.  6,  7. 

While  we  have  time  let  us  do  good  unto  all  men, 
and  especially  unto  those  who  are  of  the  house 
hold  of  faith.  Gal.  vi.  10. 

Godliness  is  great  riches,  if  a  man  be  content 
with  that  he  hath  ;  for  we  brought  nothing  into  the 
world,  neither  may  we  carry  anything  out.  i  Tim. 
vi.  6,  7. 

Charge  those  who  are  rich  in  this  world,  that 
they  be  ready  to  give,  and  glad  to  distribute ;  lay 
ing  up  in  store  for  themselves  a  good  foundation 
against  the  time  to  come,  that  they  may  attain 
eternal  life,  i  Tim.  vi.  17,  18,  19. 

God  is  not  unrighteous,  that  he  will  forget  your 
works  and  labor  that  proceedeth  of  love,  which  ye 
have  showed  for  his  name's  sake,  who  have  minis 
tered  unto  the  saints,  and  yet  do  minister.  Heb. 
vi.  10. 

To  do  good,  and  to  distribute,  forget  not ;  for 
with  such  sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased.  Heb. 
xiii.  1 6. 

Whoso  hath  this  world's  good,  and  seeth  his 
brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his  compassion 
from  him,  how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God  in  him  ?

Give  alms  of  thy  goods,  and  never  turn  thy  face

give  plenteously  ;  if  thou  hast  little,  do  thy  diligence 
gladly  to  give  of  that  little ;  for  so  gatherest  thou 
thyself  a  good  reward  in  the  day  of  necessity.

He  who  hath  pity  upon  the  poor  lendeth  unto 
the  Lord;  and  look,  what  he  layeth  out,  it  shall  be 
paid  him  again.

Then  the  Minister  shall  say, 
Let  us  pray  for  the  whole  Church  of  Christ. 

And  the  Minister  shall  say  this,  and  all  other  Prayers 
and  Confessions  in  the  Communion  Service,  kneeling 
at  the  end  of  the  table,  so  that  the  Congregation  shall 
be  on  his  right  hand. 

A  LMIGHTY  and  ever-living  God,  who  by  thy 
holy  apostle  hast  taught  us  to  make  prayers 
and  supplications,  and  to  give  thanks  for  all  men ; 
we  humbly  beseech  thee  most  mercifully  \to  accept 
our  alms  and  oblations,  and}  to  receive  these  our 
prayers,  which  we  offer  unto  thy  Divine  Majesty ; 
beseeching  thee  to  inspire  continually  the  universal 
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Church,  with  the  spirit  of  truth,  unity,  and  concord  ; 
and  grant  that  all  they  who  do  confess  the  name 
of  Christ  may  agree  in  the  truth  of  thy  holy  word, 
and  live  in  unity  and  godly  love.  We  beseech  thee 
also  to  bless  all  Christian  rulers  and  governors,  and 
grant  that  all  who  are  placed  in  authority  over  us 
may  truly  and  impartially  minister  justice,  to  the 
punishment  of  wickedness  and  vice,  and  to  the 
maintenance  of  true  religion  and  virtue.  Give 
grace,  O  Heavenly  Father,  to  all  Ministers  of  thy 
holy  Gospel,  that  they  may,  both  by  their  life  and 
doctrine,  set  forth  thy  true  and  lively  word,  and 
rightly  and  duly  administer  thy  holy  ordinances. 
And  to  all  thy  people  give  thy  heavenly  grace  ;  and 
especially  to  this  congregation  here  present;  that, 
with  meek  heart  and  due  reverence,  they  may  hear 
and  receive  thy  holy  word,  truly  serving  thee  in 
holiness  and  righteousness  all  the  days  of  their  life.

your  neighbors,  and  intend  to  follow  the  com 
mandments  of  God,  and  walk  from  henceforth  in 
his  holy  ways,  draw  near  with  faith,  and  take  this 
holy  ordinance  to  your  comfort ;  and  make  your 
humble  confession  to  Almighty  God,  saying  with 
me :—  , 

Then  shall  this  General  Confession  be  made  by  the 
Minister  and  People. 

A  LMIGHTY  God,  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  Maker  of  all  things,  Judge  of  all  men  ; 
We  acknowledge  and  bewail  our  manifold  sins, 
Which  we  from  time  to  time  most  grievously  have 
committed,  by  thought,  word,  and  deed,  against 
thy  Divine  Majesty,  Provoking  most  justly  thy 
wrath  and  indignation  against  us.  We  do  ear 
nestly  repent,  and  are  heartily  sorry  for  these  our 
misdoings  ;  The  remembrance  of  which  is  grievous 
unto  us.  Have  mercy  upon  us,  Have  mercy  upon 
us,  most  merciful  Father.  In  the  name  of  thy  Son 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  beseech  thee  to  forgive 
us  all  that  is  past ;  And  grant  that  we  may  ever 
hereafter  serve  and  please  thee  in  newness  of  life, 
To  thy  honor  and  glory,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.

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of  sins  to  all  those  who,  with  hearty  repentance, 
and  true  faith,  turn  unto  thee ;  have  mercy  upon 
us,  pardon  and  deliver  us  from  all  our  sins,  confirm 
and  strengthen  us  in  all  goodness,  and  bring  us 
to  everlasting  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Then  the  Minister,  standing  before  the  Table,  shall

Hear  also  what  St.  Paul  saith  : 

This  is  a  true  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  men  to 
be  received,  that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world 
to  save  sinners. 

Hear  also  what  St.  John  saith  : 

If  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advocate  with  the 
Father,  Jesus  Christ  the  righteous,  and  he  is  the 
propitiation  for  our  sins. 

Lift  up  your  hearts. 

Answ.    We  lift  them  up  unto  the  Lord. 
Min.     Let  us  give  thanks  unto  our  Lord  God. 
Answ.     It  is  meet  and  right  so  to  do. 

Min.  It  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our  bounden 
duty,  that  we  should  at  all  times,  and  in  all  places, 
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give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  Holy  Father,  Al 
mighty,  Everlasting  God ; 

Here  shall  follow  the  proper  Preface,  if  there  be  any 
specially  appointed;  or  else  immediately  shall  follow, 

H'HEREFORE,  with  Angels,  and  Archangels, 
and  with  all  the  company  of  heaven,  we  laud 
and  magnify  thy  glorious  name  ;  evermore  praising 
thee,  and  saying,  Holy,  holy,  holy,  Lord  God  of 
hosts;  heaven  and  earth  are  full  of  thy  glory.  Glory 
be  to  thee,  O  Lord,  most  high.  Amen.

We  are  not  worthy  so  much  as  to  gather  up  the 
crumbs  under  thy  table :  but  thou  art  the  same 
Lord,  whose  property  is  always  to  have  mercy ; 
grant  us  therefore,  gracious  Lord,  so  to  partake 
of  this  holy  ordinance,  that  our  minds  may  be  im 
pressed  with  gratitude  to  thy  dear  Son  Jesus  Christ, 
and  that  we  may  evermore  dwell  in  him,  and  he  in 
us.  Amen. 
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Then  the  Minister,  standing  before  the  Table,  shall 
read  the  following  account  of  the  Institution,  from 
i  Cor.  xi.  23,  25. 

HPHE  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  that  he  was 
A  betrayed,  took  bread  ;  and  when  he  had  given 
thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said,  Take,  eat ;  this  is  my 
body,  which  is  broken  for  you ;  this  do  in  remem 
brance  of  me.  After  the  same  manner,  also,  he 
took  the  cup,  when  he  had  supped,  saying,  This 
cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood  ;  this  do  ye, 
as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me. 

Then  the  Minister  shall  break  the  Bread,  and  pour  out 
the  Wine;  after  which  he  shall  say  the  Prayer  fol 
lowing  : 

A  LMIGHTY  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  who,  of 
-thy  tender  mercy,  didst  give  thine  only  Son 
Jesus  Christ  to  suffer  death  upon  the  cross  for  our 
redemption ;  who  did  institute,  and  in  his  holy 
Gospel  command  his  disciples  to  continue  a  memo 
rial  of  that  his  precious  death  ;  hear  us,  O  merciful 
Father,  we  most  humbly  beseech  thee,  and  grant 
that  we  may  receive  this  bread  and  wine,  according 
to  the  holy  institution,  and  in  remembrance  of  the 
death  and  passion,  of  thy  Son  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ.  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  first  receive  the  Communion 
in  both  kinds  himself,  saying,  when  he  takes  ihe 
Bread, 

I  take,  and  eat  this  in  remembrance  of  Christ ; 
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Likewise,  when  he  takes  the  Cup, 
I  drink  this  in  remembrance  of  Christ ; 

And  then  proceed  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  People. 
And  when  he  delivereth  the  Bread  to  the  People,  he 
shall  say, 

Take,  and  eat  this  in  remembrance  of  Christ. 

And  when  the  Minister  delivereth  the  Cup  to  the  Peo 
ple,  he  shall  say, 

Drink  this  in  remembrance  of  Christ. 

When  all  have  received  the  Communion,  a  Psalm  or 
Hymn  may  be  sung;  and,  this  ended,  the  following 
Prayers  shall  be  said. 

R  Father,  who  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be 
thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be 
done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day 
our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as 
we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us.  And  lead 
us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil. 
For  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the 
glory,  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

OLORD  and  Heavenly  Father,  we  thy  humble 
servants  earnestly  desire  thy  fatherly  goodness, 
mercifully  to  accept  this  our  sacrifice  of  praise  and 
thanksgiving ;  beseeching  thee  to  grant  that,  by  the 
mediation  of  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  through 
faith  in  him,  we  and  thy  whole  Church  may  obtain 
remission  of  our  sins,  and  all  other  benefits  of  his 
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passion.  And  here  we  offer  and  present  unto  thee, 
O  Lord,  ourselves,  our  souls  and  bodies,  to  be  a 
reasonable,  holy,  and  lively  sacrifice  unto  thee ;

Do  I  approach  the  table  of  my  Lord  as  his  hum 
ble  disciple ;  seeking  his  spirit  and  grace ;  relying 
on  his  word  ;  remembering  his  great  sufferings,  and 
his  shameful  death,  and  his  surpassing  love  for  me 
and  for  all  men,  for  whose  salvation  he  suffered 
and  died  ?  Do  I  hate  and  renounce  my  sins  ?  Am 
I  in  charity  with  all  my  neighbors  ?  Am  I  anxious 
to  follow  my  Saviour  in  loving  and  serving  God  ? 

—  I  will  wash  my  hands  in  innocency,  O  Lord,  and 
so  will  I  compass  thine  altar. 

PRAYER. 

T)  EHOLD,  gracious  Lord,  I  come  to  thy  table, 
•^  as  one  who  is  sick,  to  the  great  Physician.

who  may  most  properly  be  Parents  or  nearest  Rela 
tions.

TJTEAR  the  words  of  our  Saviour  Christ  to  his 
Apostles  : 

Go  ye,  and  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  bap 
tizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Hear  what  is  said  of  him  in  another  place  : 

They  brought  young  children  to  him,  that  he 
should  touch  them ;  and  his  disciples  rebuked 
those  that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw 
it,  he  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them, 
Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  for 
bid  them  not ;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive 
the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not 
enter  therein.  And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms, 
put  his  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them. 

Hear  also  what  St.  Peter  saith  : 

The  baptism  which  saveth  us,  is  not  the  putting 
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away  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good 
conscience  toward  God.

Min.  Will  ye  exhort  him  to  keep  God's  holy 
will  and  commandments,  and  to  walk  in  the  same 
all  the  days  of  his  life  ?

Then  shall  the  Minister  take  the  Child  into  his  hands, 
and  say  to  the  Sponsors, 

Name  this  child. 

Then,  naming  it  after  them,  and  either  dipping  it  in 
the  water,  or  sprinkling  water  upon  it,  he  shall  say, 

T  BAPTIZE  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.

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EXHORTATION    TO    PARENTS   AFTER    BAPTISM. 

To  be  read  or  omitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister. 

'"T'HE  design  of  receiving  infants  by  baptism  into 
-^  the  Church  of  Christ,  is,  to  remind  parents  of 
their  duty  to  them  in  their  innocent  and  helpless 
age,  to  train  them  up  as  his  disciples  and  the  chil 
dren  of  God ;  that  as  they  have  been  the  instru 
ments  of  bringing  them  into  this  mortal  life,  they 
may  have  the  comfort  of  contributing  to  their  future 
happiness  in  a  life  which  will  never  end. 

Remember  then  that  this  child  belongs  to  God 
who  gave  it  to  you,  that  it  may  be  educated  and 
fitted  for  himself;  and  if,  through  your  criminal 
neglect  or  bad  example,  his  reasonable  creature  be 
lost,  he  will  require  it  at  your  hands. 

Instil  therefore  into  his  tender  mind  the  knowl 
edge,  reverence,  and  love  of  God,  the  Heavenly 
Father  and  Maker  of  all ;  and  a  deep  sense  of  the 
duty  which  he  owes  to  him.  Acquaint  him  with 
his  benevolent  designs  from  the  beginning,  for  the 
recovery  of  a  degenerate  and  perishing  world,  to 
their  duty  and  happiness ;  and  lead  him  to  learn 
the  mind  and  will  of  God  for  his  salvation,  from 
that  inestimable  treasure  of  wisdom,  the  Holy  Scrip 
tures,  especially  the  words  of  Christ  and  his  apos 
tles  ;  and  not  from  the  doctrines  and  inventions 
of  men. 

Check  the  first  risings  of  envy  and  pride  in  his 
breast,  by  teaching  him  humility  and  a  just  knowl 
edge  of  himself;  that  all  he  possesses  or  hopes  for 
is  from  God,  whose  free  bounty  alone  maketh  the 
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difference  between  his  creatures.  But,  at  the  same 
time,  inform  him  of  the  dignity  of  his  nature  ;  of  the 
importance  of  reason,  the  light  of  God  within  him, 
by  which  he  is  to  govern  himself,  to  restrain  his  ap 
petites  and  passions,  moderate  his  affections,  to 
know  the  God  who  made  him,  to  learn  his  will,  to 
become  like  unto  him,  holy,  just,  and  good.  Teach 
him  above  all  things  to  abhor  falsehood  and  lies ; 
and  to  love  and  cultivate  truth  and  integrity,  which 
will  make  him  amiable  in  the  eyes  of  all,  and  ac 
ceptable  to  God.  Tell  him  that  he  is  to  love  and 
to  do  good  to  all  men,  because  all  are  equally  the 
children  of  God  with  himself,  and  the  objects  of  his 
fatherly  kindness  and  care  ;  that  he  is  not  born  only 
for  himself,  but  for  others  ;  to  serve  his  country  and 
mankind,  by  promoting  truth  and  virtue,  and  the 
public  good.  Sow  in  him  betimes  these  seeds  of 
piety,  charity,  sincerity,  and  all  goodness ;  for  oth 
erwise  the  weeds  of  evil  will  spring  up  in  his  heart, 
which  ye  may  never  afterward  be  able  to  root  out. 
And  although  no  pains  which  ye  can  take,  can  en 
sure  success,  yet  whatever  happens,  ye  will  have 
discharged  your  duty,  and  not  have  the  guilt  and 
mortifying  reflection  of  having  contributed  to  the 
ruin  and  misery  of  those  you  love.  Remember  the 
saying  of  the  wise  man,  Train  up  a  child  in  the  way 
he  should  go,  and  when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart 
from  it.  If  your  labors  should  be  successful,  it 
will  be  a  source  of  the  highest  and  purest  pleasure 
and  satisfaction  to  you  ;  and  ye  will  have  the  joy 
of  leaving  behind  you  those  who  may  live  and  do 
good  in  the  world,  when  ye  shall  be  no  more  in  it. 
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And  may  the  supreme  Father  and  Governor  of 
all  things  direct  and  bless  you  in  the  faithful  dis 
charge  of  your  duty,  for  his  glory,  the  good  of  man 
kind,  and  the  advancement  of  the  Gospel  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

The  Minister  may  begin  the  Service  with  the  following 
Observations,  relating  to  the  Appointment,  Nature, 
and  Use  of  Baptism. 


blessed  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
having  himself  published  his  religion  for  the 
salvation  of  the  world,  to  the  Jewish  nation,  com 
missioned  his  apostles  to  complete  the  work  he  had 
begun,  by  preaching  his  Gospel  to  all  nations. 

All  power,  said  he,  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven 
and  in  earth.  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  make  disci 
ples  of  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost  ; 
teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I 
have  commanded  you  ;  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  al 
ways,  even  to  the  end  of  the  world. 

By  this  direction  of  our  Saviour,  all  persons  are 
to  be  acknowledged  as  members  of  his  Church,  by 
baptism  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  They  are  then  consecrated 
to  the  divine  service,  in  that  religion  which  came 
from  God  the  Father,  was  published  to  the  world 
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by  his  Son,  and  confirmed  by  the  operations  of  his 
Holy  Spirit. 

By  this  ordinance  Christ  hath  wisely  provided  to 
keep  up  in  his  Church  a  sense  of  the  purity  of  his 
doctrines,  and  the  obligations  to  universal  holiness 
of  life,  which  are  incumbent  upon  his  disciples. 
Water  is  employed  as  an  emblem  of  purity,  or  of 
that  moral  and  religious  improvement,  in  which  all 
our  Christian  advantages  should  terminate. 

Let  us,  therefore,  as  many  as  are  here  present, 
remember  the  purity  of  our  Christian  faith  and  pro 
fessions  ;  and,  by  the  present  administration  of  bap 
tism,  take  occasion  to  establish  in  our  minds  a  lively 
sense  of  our  obligations  to  serve  God,  according  to 
the  Gospel  of  his  Son,  in  holiness  and  righteousness 
all  our  days. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  to  the  Person  desiring  to 
be  baptized, 

OUR  Lord  Jesus  commanded,  that  all  persons 
baptized  should  be  instructed  in  his  holy  Gos 
pel.  You,  in  the  profession  of  the  Christian  faith, 
present  yourself  to  be  baptized  according  to  his  in 
stitution.  Do  you  now  promise,  that  you  will  receive 
the  instructions  of  the  Christian  religion,  and  govern 
your  faith  and  practice  by  its  doctrines  and  laws  ? 

Answ.  This  I  now  promise,  and,  by  the  help 
of  God,  will  e'ndeavor  to  perform. 

The  Minister  shall  then  baptize  the  Person,  saying, 

I    BAPTIZE  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
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Min.     Let  us  pray. 

A  LMIGHTY  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
**'  Christ,  regard  in  mercy  the  prayers  of  thy  peo 
ple  ;  and  bless  thy  servant,  who  hath  now  been 
acknowledged  as  a  member  of  the  Christian  Church, 
by  baptism.  Incline  his  heart  to  receive  with  all 
readiness  the  doctrines  and  instructions  of  Christ, 
and  to  submit  faithfully  to  the  authority  of  his  laws. 
Give  him  strength  to  triumph  over  the  temptations 
of  vice,  and  to  be  steadfast  in  the  practice  of  that 
holiness  which  baptism  is  designed  to  represent ; 
that,  living  as  becometh  a  good  and  faithful  mem 
ber  of  the  Christian  Church  here  on  earth,  he  may 
at  length  partake  in  heaven  of  that  eternal  kingdom 
which  thou  hast  revealed  to  us  by  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  Amen. 

"\1  J"E  give  thee  humble  thanks,  O  Heavenly 
•  *  Father,  that  thou  hast  vouchsafed  to  call 
us  to  the  knowledge  of  thy  grace,  and  faith  in 
thee ;  increase  this  knowledge,  and  confirm  this

These  contain 
everything  necessary  to  eternal  salvation  •  and  from 
these  sacred  records  of  our  religion  you  may  obtain 
all  that  information  which  is  necessary  to  improve 
your  understanding  and  confirm  your  faith.  Above 
all,  you  are  carefully  to  obey  the  precepts  of  the 
Gospel,  and  to  cultivate  that  purity  of  heart  and 
affections  which  all  its  laws,  ordinances,  and  doc 
trines  are  designed  to  promote. 

Having  the  fear  of  God  before  your  eyes,  be  you 
now  exhorted  to  discharge  with  fidelity  and  exact 
ness  the  duty  you  have  now  acknowledged.  To 
the  due  observance  of  it  may  God  incline  your 
heart ;  and  may  he  bless  you  with  success,  for  your 
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improvement  in  Christian  knowledge,  and  holiness 
of  life,  for  the  honor  of  religion,  and  the  glory 
of  his  holy  name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

When  the  Persons  to  be  confirmed  are  standing  before 
the  Minister,  he  shall  say : 

V\  EARLY  beloved,  in  your  infancy,  when  you 
could  not  know  the  blessedness  of  the  Chris 
tian  religion,  those  who  best  loved  you  expressed 
in  the  most  solemn  manner,  with  prayer  to  Al 
mighty  God,  their  desire  that  you  should  be  par 
takers  of  this  inestimable  blessedness ;  and  pledged 
themselves  to  instruct  you  in  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  You  have  now  reached  an  age  at 
which  it  might  reasonably  be  hoped  that  you  would, 
by  your  own  voluntary  act,  take  upon  yourselves 
the  responsibility  of  a  public  Christian  profession  : 
and  forasmuch  as  you  have  signified  your  desire  so 
to  do,  let  me  ask  you  in  the  presence  of  God  and 
of  this  congregation,  Do  you  now  renounce  the 
fellowship  of  evil,  and  resolve  to  learn  and  do  the 
will  of  God  as  revealed  by  Jesus  Christ  ? 

Each  of  those  about  to  be  confirmed  shall  answer, 

I  do. 
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Then  shall  the  Minister  say  the  following  Prayer, 

A  LMIGHTY  and  ever-living  God,  the  Father 
of  our  spirits,  who  delightest  to  do  us  good ; 
strengthen,  we  beseech  thee,  these  thy  servants  with 
the  Holy  Ghost  the  Comforter ;  and  daily  increase 
in  them  thy  manifold  gifts  of  grace,  the  spirit  of 
wisdom  and  understanding,  the  spirit  of  counsel 
and  inward  strength,  the  spirit  of  knowledge  and 
true  godliness.  Grant  this,  O  blessed  God,  through 
thy  love  to  us  in  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 

Then,  all  standing,  the  Minister  may  lay  his  hand  upon 
the  head  of  each  one,  saying, 

Defend,  O  Lord,  this  thy  child  with  thy  heavenly 
grace,  that  he  may  continue  thine  forever,  and  may 
daily  increase  in  thy  Holy  Spirit  more  and  more, 
until  he  come  unto  thy  everlasting  kingdom.  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

The  Lord  be  with  you. 

Answer.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

Minister.  Our  help  is  in  the  name  of  the  Lord ; 

Answer.  Who  hath  made  heaven  and  earth. 

Minister.  Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord  ; 

Answer.  Henceforth,  world  without  end. 

Minister.  Lord,  hear  our  prayers ; 

Answer.  And  let  our  cry  come  unto  thee. 

Then  the  Lord's  Prayer,  to  be  said  after  the  Minister. 

R  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be 
thy  name.     Thy  kingdom  come  ;  Thy  will  be 
done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.     Give  us  this  day 
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our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses, 
As  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us.  And 
lead  us  not  into  temptation.  But  deliver  us  from 
evil.  For  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power, 
and  the  glory,  For  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  the  following  Collects. 

A  LMIGHTY  and  ever-living  God,  who  makest 
**•  us  both  to  will  and  to  do  those  things  that  be 
good  and  acceptable  unto  thy  Divine  Majesty ;  we 
would  offer  our  humble  supplications  unto  thee  for 
these  thy  servants  who  have  made  a  public  profes 
sion  of  their  Christian  faith,  and  expressed  their 
earnest  desire  and  prayer  to  be  enabled  to  fulfil 
their  duties  as  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ.  Let  thy 
fatherly  hand  ever  be  over  them;  let  thy  Holy 
Spirit  ever  be  with  them ;  guide  and  help,  strengthen 
and  sanctify  them,  we  beseech  thee  ;  that,  by  the 
living  bond  of  obedience  and  charity,  they  may  be 
united  to  thee  and  thy  beloved  Son.  Amen. 

T  ORD  of  all  power  and  might,  who  art  the 
' — '  author  and  giver  of  all  good  things,  graft  in 
our  hearts  the  love  of  thy  name ;  increase  in  us 
true  religion  ;  nourish  us  with  all  goodness,  and, 
of  thy  great  mercy,  keep  us  in  the  same,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Then  shall  follow  this  Benediction  : 

HPHE  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the 
love  of  God,  and  the  fellowship  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  be  with  us  all  evermore.     Amen. 
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Or  this. 

peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  under 
standing,  keep  our  hearts  and  minds  through 
Jesus  Christ.     Amen. 


MATRIMONY. 


First  the  Banns  of  those  who  are  to  be  married  may  be 
published  in  the  Church  three  several  Sundays  or 
Holydays,  in  this  manner  : 

T  PUBLISH  the  Banns  of  marriage  between  M, 

of and  N.  of .     If  any  of  you  know 

cause  or  just  impediment  why  these  two  persons 
should  not  be  joined  together  in  matrimony,  ye  are 
to  declare  it.  This  is  the  first  [seconder  third}  time 
of  asking. 

When  the  Persons  to  be  married  are  assembled  with 
their  Friends,  the  Minister  shall  say, 

P\  EARLY  beloved,  we  are  gathered  together 
here  in  the  sight  of  God,  and  in  the  face  of 
this  congregation,  to  join  together  this  man  and 
this  woman  in  holy  matrimony ;  which  is  an  hon 
orable  estate,  instituted  of  God  in  the  time  of  man's 
innocency ;  which  holy  estate  Christ  adorned  and 
beautified  with  his  presence,  and  first  miracle  that 
he  wrought  in  Cana  of  Galilee ;  and  is  commended 
of  St.  Paul  to  be  honorable  among  all  men  ;  and 
therefore  is  not  by  any  to  be  enterprised,  or  taken 
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in  hand,  lightly  or  unadvisedly ;  but  reverently,  dis 
creetly,  soberly,  and  in  the  fear  of  God. 

And  also,  speaking  to  the  Persons  who  are  to  be  mar 
ried,  he  shall  say, 

T  REQUIRE  and  charge  you  both,  as  ye  will 
•*•  answer  at  the  dreadful  day  of  judgment,  when 
the  secrets  of  all  hearts  shall  be  disclosed,  that  if 
either  of  you  know  any  impediment  why  ye  may 
not  be  lawfully  united  in  matrimony,  ye  do  now 
confess  it.  For  be  ye  well  assured,  that  so  many 
as  are  joined  together  otherwise  than  God's  word 
doth  allow,  are  not  joined  together  by  God,  neither 
is  their  matrimony  lawful. 

If  no  impediment  be  alleged,  then  shall  the  Minister 
say  unto  the  Man, 

M.  WILT  thou  have  this  woman  to  thy  wedded 
wife,  to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance,  in  the 
estate  of  matrimony  ?  Wilt  thou  love  her,  comfort 
her,  honor  and  keep  her,  in  sickness  and  in  health, 
in  sorrow  and  in  joy;  and,  forsaking  all  other,  keep 
thee  only  unto  her,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live  ? 

The  Man  shall  answer, 
I  will. 
Then  shall  the  Minister  say  unto  the  Woman, 

N.  WILT  thou  have  this  man  to  thy  wedded 
husband,  to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance,  in 
the  estate  of  matrimony  ?  Wilt  thou  love  him,  com- 
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fort  him,  honor  and  keep  him,  in  sickness  and  in 
health,  in  sorrow  and  in  joy  ;  and,  forsaking  all 
other,  keep  thee  only  unto  him,  so  long  as  ye  both 
shall  live  ? 

J^he  Woman  shall  answer, 
I  will. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

Who  giveth  this  woman  to  be  married  to  this 
man  ? 

Then  the  Minister,  receiving  the  Woman,  at  her  Father1  s 
or  Friend's  hands,  shall  cause  the  Man  with  his  right 
hand  to  take  the  Woman  by  her  right  hand,  and  to 
say  after  him  as  follow eth  : 

I,  M.  take  thee,  N.  to  my  wedded  wife,  to  have 
and  to  hold,  from  this  day  forward,  for  better  for 
worse,  for  richer  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in 
health,  to  love  and  to  cherish,  till  death  us  do  part, 
according  to  God's  holy  ordinance ;  and  thereto  I 
plight  thee  my  troth. 

Then  shall  the  Woman  likewise  say  after  the  Minister : 

I,  N.  take  thee,  M.  to  my  wedded  husband,  to 
have  and  to  hold,  from  this  day  forward,  for  better 
for  worse,  for  richer  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in 
health,  to  love  and  to  cherish,  till  death  us  do  part, 
according  to  God's  holy  ordinance ;  and  thereto  I 
plight  thee  my  troth. 
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Then  shall  they  loose  their  hands,  and  the  Man  shall 
give  unto  the  Woman  a  Ring,  putting  it  upon  the 
fourth  finger  of  her  left  hand.  And  the  Man  hold 
ing  the  Ring  there,  and  taught  by  the  Minister,  shall 
say, 

\  \  riTH  this  ring  I  thee  wed  ;  with  all  my  worldly 
*  *     goods  I  thee  endow ;  and  to  thee  only  do  I 
promise  to  keep  myself,  so  long  as  we  both  shall 
live.     Amen. 

Then  the  Minister  shall  say, 
Let  us  pray. 

ETERNAL  God,  creator  and  preserver  of  all 
mankind,  giver  of  all  spiritual  grace,  the  author 
of  everlasting  life  ;  send  thy  blessing  upon  these  thy 
servants,  whom  we  bless  in  thy  name.  Enable  them 
to  perform  the  covenant  which  they  have  now  made 
in  thy  presence.  May  they  seriously  attend  to  the 
duties  of  the  new  relation  in  which  they  stand  to 
each  other ;  that  it  may  not  be  to  them  a  state  of 
temptation  and  sorrow,  but  of  holiness  and  com 
fort  ;  may  they  live  together  in  peace  and  love ; 
and  wilt  thou,  the  God  of  peace  and  love,  be  al 
ways  with  them,  and  lead  them  in  the  paths  of  in 
nocence  and  virtue  to  eternal  life ;  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  speak  unto  the  People. 

T7  ORASMUCH  as  M.  and  N.  have  consented 
together  in  wedlock,  and  have  witnessed  the 

same  before  God  and  this  company,  and  thereto 
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have  engaged  and  pledged  themselves  to  each 
other,  and  have  declared  the  same  by  giving  and 
receiving  a  ring,  and  by  joining  hands ;  I  pro 
nounce  that  they  be  Man  and  Wife ;  and  those 
whom  God  hath  joined  together,  let  no  man  put 
asunder. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 
Let  us  pray. 

MERCIFUL  God  and  Heavenly  Father,  who 
art  the  guide,  the  support,  and  the  felicity  of 
all  who  put  their  trust  in  thee ;  we  beseech  thee  to 
bless  these  thy  servants,  and  give  them  grace  to  fear 
and  serve  thee  all  the  days  of  their  life.  May  their 
hearts  be  united  in  the  closest  bonds  of  love  and 
purity ;  may  they  be  blessings  and  comforts  to  one 
another,  sharers  of  each  other's  joys,  consolers  of 
each  other's  sorrows,  and  helpers  to  one  another  in 
all  the  changes  of  the  world ;  and  grant  that  they 
may  so  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  which  belong 
to  the  condition  into  which  they  have  entered,  that 
they,  and  all  who  may  be  committed  to  their  care, 
may  meet  together  in  that  world  of  perfect  felicity 
which  thou  hast  revealed  to  us  by  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  Amen. 

Then  shall  he  add  this 

BLESSING. 

*T*  HE  Lord  God  Almighty  bless,  preserve,  and 

keep  you  ;  the  Lord  mercifully  with  his  favor 

look  upon  you,  and  fill  you  with  all  spiritual  bene- 
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diction  and  grace  ;  that  ye  may  so  live  together  in 
this  life,  that  in  the  world  to  come  ye  may  have 
life  everlasting.  Amen. 

EXHORTATION  TO  THE  PARTIES  AFTER  MARRIAGE. 

To  be  read  or  omitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister. 

TT  will  become  you  to  consider  seriously  the 
*•  sacred  and  important  engagement  into  which 
ye  have  now  entered.  Marriage  is  the  union  of 
one  man  with  one  woman  for  their  joint  happiness, 
and  for  the  pious  education  of  children,  where  God 
gives  them  ;  and,  by  the  original  appointment  of 
God,  confirmed  by  our  Saviour,  (Gen.  ii.  24 ;  Matt. 
xix.  4,  5,  6,)  this  union  is  to  be  perpetual,  to  be 
dissolved  only  by  death.  It  was  intended  by  the 
benevolent  Parent  of  mankind  to-be  a  source  of 
the  purest  satisfactions,  to  soften  the  unavoidable 
cares,  and  increase  the  innocent  pleasures  of  life, 
by  affording  opportunities  of  sharing  them  with  a 
most  intimate  friend  and  partner.  By  Christians 
in  particular  it  is  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  state  of 
perfect  indissoluble  friendship,  in  which  ye  are  to 
carry  your  regards  for  each  other  beyond  the  grave  ; 
that  ye  may  so  live  in  virtue  and  holiness  here,  that 
ye  may  live  hereafter  in  that  state  where  there  will 
be  no  marrying  nor  giving  in  marriage,  but  ye  shall 
be  as  the  angels  in  heaven.  Study  then  to  correct 
what  is  amiss  in  your  respective  tempers  and  dis 
positions,  which  may  disturb  your  mutual  love  and 
peace.  And  be  severe  censors  of  yourselves,  but 
exact  not  too  much  one  from  another ;  and  bear 
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with  each  other's  infirmities,  for  there  is  nothing 
perfect  here  below.  None  are  faultless,  but  all  are 
to  endeavor  to  become  such.  Cultivate  in  your 
selves,  and  in  each  other,  the  knowledge  and  prac 
tice  of  virtue  and  true  religion,  as  the  only  founda 
tion  of  present  comfort  and  future  hopes.  Study 
the  Scriptures  and  the  precepts  and  example  of 
Christ,  who  alone  hath  the  words  of  eternal  life. 
And  be  not  extravagant  in  your  expectations  from 
the  world ;  for  although  it  abound  with  many  in 
nocent  joys  and  pleasures,  yet  it  is  not,  nor  is  it 
intended  to  be,  a  place  of  unmixed  prosperity  and 
enjoyment,  but  a  transitory  scene  of  trial  and  im 
provement  for  a  better  and  more  enduring  state. 

The  other  great  end  of  marriage  is  for  the  well 
ordering  of  families  and  right  education  of  children. 
This  is  a  matter  of  the  highest  moment.  For  fami 
lies  are  the  nurseries  and  schools,  in  which  the  suc 
cessive  generations  of  men  are  to  be  instructed  and 
fitted  for  their  different  stations  and  employments 
in  life,  to  bear  their  part  and  burden  in  it,  to  be 
helpful  to  others,  good  citizens,  useful  magistrates, 
faithful  husbands,  virtuous  wives,  patterns  of  all 
that  is  excellent  and  worthy  in  every  relation.  Of 
a  number  of  families  united,  nations  are  composed  ; 
and  of  all  of  them  together,  the  whole  community 
of  mankind.  And  as  these  little  seminaries  are 
well  tutored  and  governed,  or  neglected,  kingdoms, 
nations,  and  the  world  are  happy  or  miserable. 

Take  heed  therefore  to  set  an  example  of  piety 
and  virtue  yourselves  ;  and  then  ye  may  with  au 
thority  require  those  who  belong  to  you  to  follow 
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it.  Let  the  God  of  heaven  be  publicly  acknowl 
edged  and  worshipped  each  day  in  your  family. 
At  least  let  not  his  name  and  worship  be  forgotten 
in  it  on  the  Lord's  day.  Keep  a  strict  watch  over 
all  who  depend  upon  you ;  and  suffer  no  vice  to 
go  unreproved,  or  to  remain  in  your  house  persisted 
in  and  unamended.  For  this  would  be  to  encour 
age  it,  and  put  a  snare  before  others.  By  this  do 
mestic  care,  and  godly  discipline,  ye  will  ensure 
your  own  peace,  and  be  a  blessing  to  your  family, 
your  neighbors,  and  country ;  but,  which  is  above 
all  to  be  valued  and  sought  for,  ye  will  be  approved 
by  Almighty  God,  and  rank  with  prophets  and 
apostles  in  that  future  world,  where  we  are  told, 
that  they  who  are  wise  shall  shine  as  the  brightness 
of  the  firmament ;  and  they  who  turn  many  to  right 
eousness  as  the  stars  for  ever  and  ever.

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VISITATION   OF   THE   SICK. 


TO   BE  USED  WHEN   THE  SICK  PERSON   DESIRES   IT. 


The  Minister  may  begin  with  saying, 

F)EACE  be  to  this  house,  and  to  all  who  dwell 
*      in  .it. 


And  he  may  exhort  the  Sick  Person  after  this  Form,  or 
some  other. 

EARLY  beloved,  know  this,  that  Almighty 
God  is  the  Lord  of  life  and  death,  and  of  all 
things  to  them  pertaining,  as  youth,  strength,  health, 
age,  weakness,  and  sickness.  Wherefore,  whatso 
ever  your  sickness  is,  know  you  certainly,  that  it  is 
God's  visitation.  And  for  what  cause  soever  this 
sickness  is  sent  unto  you ;  whether  it  be  to  try 
your  patience  for  the  example  of  others,  and  that 
your  faith  may  be  found  in  the  day  of  the  Lord, 
laudable,  glorious,  and  honorable,  to  the  increase 
of  glory  and  endless  felicity ;  or  whether  it  be  sent 
unto  you  to  correct  and  amend  in  you  whatsoever 
doth  offend  the  eyes  of  your  Heavenly  Father;  know 
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you  certainly,  that  if  you  truly  repent  of  your  sins, 
and  bear  your  sickness  patiently,  trusting  in  God's 
mercy,  manifested  by  his  dear  Son  Jesus  Christ, 
and  render  unto  him  humble  thanks  for  his  fatherly 
visitation,  submitting  yourselves  wholly  unto  his 
will,  it  shall  turn  to  your  profit,  and  help  you  for 
ward  in  the  right  way  that  leadeth  unto  everlasting 
life. 

If  he  think  fit,  the  Minister  may  proceed  in  his  Exhor 
tation. 


AKE  therefore  in  good  part  the  chastisement 
-*-  of  the  Lord  ;  for  as  St.  Paul  saith,  Whom  the 
Lord  loveth,  he  chasteneth,  and  scourgeth  every 
son  whom  he  receiveth.  If  ye  endure  chastening, 
God  dealeth  with  you  as  with  sons  ;  for  what  son 
is  he  whom  the  father  chasteneth  not?  Further 
more,  we  have  had  fathers  of  our  flesh,  who  cor 
rected  us,  and  we  gave  them  reverence  ;  shall  we 
not  much  rather  be  in  subjection  unto  the  Father 
of  spirits,  and  live  ?  For  they  verily  for  a  few  days 
chastened  us  after  their  own  pleasure  ;  but  he  for 
our  profit,  that  we  might  be  partakers  of  his  holi 
ness.  These  words,  good  brother,  are  written  in 
Holy  Scripture  for  our  comfort  and  instruction  ;  that 
we  should  patiently,  and  with  thanksgiving  bear  our 
Heavenly  Father's  correction,  whensoever  by  any 
manner  of  adversity  it  shall  please  his  gracious 
goodness  to  visit  us.  And  there  should  be  no 
greater  comfort  to  Christian  persons  than  to  be 
made  like  unto  Christ,  by  suffering  patiently  ad 

versities,  troubles,  and  sicknesses.     For  he  himself 
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went  not  up  to  joy,  but  first  he  suffered  pain ;  he 
entered  not  into  his  glory  before  he  was  crucified. 
So  truly  our  way  to  eternal  joy  is  to  suffer  here 
with  Christ ;  and  our  door  to  enter  into  eternal  life 
is  gladly  to  die  with  Christ ;  that  we  may  rise  again 
from  death,  and  dwell  with  him  in  everlasting  life. 

T  T  EAR  further  what  the  Scripture  saith  for  the 
^  comfort  of  those  who  are  in  sickness  and 
distress. 

Then  shall  be  repeated  the  following  Passages  of  Scrip 
ture,  or  a  portion  of  them. 

"DEHOLD,  happy  is  the  man  whom  God  cor- 
-^  recteth ;  therefore  despise  not  thou  the  chas 
tening  of  the  Almighty ;  for  he  maketh  sore,  and 
bindeth  up ;  he  woundeth,  and  his  hands  make 
whole,  ffib  v.  17,  1 8. 

I  remember  thee  upon  my  bed,  and  meditate  on 
thee  in  the  night  watches.  Because  thou  hast  been 
my  help,  therefore  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings 
will  I  rejoice.  My  soul  followeth  hard  after  thee ; 
for  thy  right  hand  hath  upholden  me.  Psal.  Ixiii. 
6,  7,  8. 

God  restoreth  my  soul ;  he  leadeth  me  in  the 
path  of  righteousness,  for  his  name's  sake.  Yea, 
though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow 
of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil;  for  thou  art  with 
me  ;  thy  rod  and  thy  staff  they  comfort  me.  Psal. 
xxiii.  3,  4. 

The  Lord  is  my  portion,  saith  my  soul ;  there 
fore  will  I  hope  in  him.  The  Lord  is  good  unto 
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those  who  wait  for  him,  to  the  soul  that  seeketh 
him.  It  is  good  that  a  man  should  both  hope  and 
quietly  wait  for  the  salvation  of  the  Lord.  Lam. 
iii.  24,  25,  26. 

For  the  Lord  will  not  cast  off  forever ;  but  though 
he  cause  grief,  yet  will  he  have  compassion  accord 
ing  to  the  multitude  of  his  mercies.  For  he  doth 
not  afflict  willingly,  nor  grieve  the  children  of  men. 
Lam.  iii.  31,  32,  33. 

I  am  like  a  broken  vessel.  But  I  trusted  in  thee, 
O  Lord ;  I  said,  thou  art  my  God.  My  times  are 
in  thy  hand  ;  make  thy  face  to  shine  upon  thy  ser 
vant  ;  save  me  for  thy  mercy's  sake.  Psal.  xxxi. 
12,  14,  15,  16. 

I  said  in  my  haste,  I  am  cut  off  from  before 
thine  eyes;  nevertheless,  thou  heardest  the  voice 
of  my  supplication  when  I  cried  unto  thee.  Psal. 
xxxi.  22. 

Be  of  good  courage,  and  he  shall  strengthen 
your  heart,  all  ye  who  hope  in  the  Lord.  Psal. 
xxxi.  24. 

Then  shall  be  said  such  of  the  following  Prayers  as 
may  be  thought  most  fit  for  the  occasion. 

LORD,  look  down  from  heaven,  behold,  visit, 
and  relieve  this  thy  servant.  Look  upon  him 
with  the  eyes  of  thy  mercy  ;  give  him  comfort,  and 
sure  confidence  in  thee  ;  support  him  under  all  the 
trials  of  his  present  sickness,  relieve  his  pains,  if  it 
seem  good  unto  thee,  and  keep  him  in  perpetual 
peace  and  safety ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 
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A  LMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  maker  of 
•**•  mankind,  who  dost  correct  those  whom  thou 
dost  love,  and  chastise  every  one  whom  thou  dost 
receive  ;  we  beseech  thee  to  have  mercy  upon  this 
thy  servant  visited  with  thy  hand,  and  grant  that  he 
may  take  thy  visitation  patiently  ;  and  fit  him,  O 
Lord,  for  whatever  in  thy  righteous  providence 
thou  hast  appointed  for  him  ;  that  he  may  have 
cause  to  glorify  thy  name  for  his  present  sufferings, 
and  find  that  thou,  O  God,  of  very  faithfulness, 
hast  caused  him  to  be  troubled.

T  T  EAR  us,  almighty  and  most  merciful  God  and 
•*-  -•-  Father;  extend  thy  accustomed  goodness  to 
this  thy  servant  who  is  grieved  with  sickness.  Sanc 
tify,  we  beseech  thee,  this  thy  fatherly  correction  to 
him,  that  the  sense  of  his  weakness  may  add  strength 
to  his  faith,  and  seriousness  to  his  repentance  ;  that 
if  it  shall  be  thy  good  pleasure  to  restore  him  to 
his  former  health,  he  may  lead  the  residue  of  his 
life  in  thy  fear  and  to  thy  glory  ;  or  else  give  him 
grace  so  to  take  thy  visitation,  that  after  this  pain 
ful  life  is  ended,  he  may  dwell  with  thee  in  life 
everlasting,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Instead  of  the  three  preceding  Prayers,  may  be  said  the 
following  Prayer. 


Father  in  heaven,  look  down  with  mercy 
and  pity  upon  thy  servant,  and  lay  not  thy

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can  bear.  Let  him  acknowledge,  with  submission 
and  humility,  that  even  in  judgment  thou  art  mer 
ciful,  and  that  of  very  faithfulness  thou  hast  caused 
him  to  be  troubled.

Together  with  his  trials,  wilt  thou 
provide  a  way  for  his  escape,  even  by  the  mercies 
of  a  longer  and  holier  life,  or  by  the  mercies  of  a 
peaceful  and  blessed  death,  —  even  as  it  pleaseth 
thee,  O  Lord. 

Thou  knowest  all  the  necessities  and  all  the  in 
firmities  of  thy  servant ;  fortify  his  soul,  we  beseech 
thee,  with  spiritual  joys  and  perfect  resignation,  and 
fill  him  with  desires  of  holiness  and  of  thy  heavenly 
kingdom.  Make  his  repentance  entire,  and  his 
faith  strong,  and  his  hope  steadfast,  so  that  if  thou 
dost  please  to  continue  him  yet  longer  in  life,  he 
may  serve  thee  with  a  devoted  heart,  and  whenever 
thou  shalt  call  his  spirit  away  from  earth,  it  may 
enter  into  the  rest  of  the  sons  of  God,  and  be  with 
thee,  and  the  holy  Jesus,  and  the  spirits  of  the  just 
made  perfect,  for  ever  and  ever. 

O  Lord,  hear ;  O  Lord,  be  merciful ;  O  Lord, 
heal,  and  pity,  and  save.  Accept  the  prayer  now 
offered  in  behalf  of  thine  afflicted  servant.  Bless 
all  his  friends,  and  reward  all  the  kindness  which 
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is  shown  him.  Forgive  him  his  trespasses,  as  he 
forgives  those  who  trespass  against  him.  Be  with 
him  every  moment ;  be  with  him  in  the  hour  of 
death,  and  O  in  the  day  of  judgment  deliver  him, 
through  thine  infinite  mercy  in  Christ  Jesus  our 
Lord.  Amen. 

Then  may  be  said  this  Psalm  following.

whom  all  things  in  heaven,  in  earth,  and  under  the

is  none  other  name  under  heaven  given  to  man,  in 
whom,  and  through  whom,  thou  mayest  receive 
health  and  salvation,  but  only  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 

T  T  NTO  God's  gracious  mercy  and  protection  we 
^  commit  thee.  The  Lord  bless  thee  and  keep 
thee.  The  Lord  make  his  face  to  shine  upon  thee, 
and  be  gracious  unto  thee.  The  Lord  lift  up  his 
countenance  upon  thee,  and  give  thee  peace,  both 
now  and  evermore.  Amen.

FATHER  of  mercies,  God  of  all  comfort,  our 
only  help  in  time  of  need ;  we  fly  unto  thee 
for  succor  in  behalf  of  this  thy  servant,  here  lying 
under  thy  hand  in  great  weakness  of  body.  Look 
graciously  upon  him,  O  Lord ;  and  the  more  the 
outward  man  decayeth,  strengthen  him,  we  beseech 
thee,  so  much  the  more  continually  with  thy  grace 
and  Holy  Spirit  in  the  inner  man.  Give  him  un 
feigned  repentance  for  the  errors  of  his  life  past, 
and  steadfast  faith  in  thy  Son  Jesus,  that  his  sins 
may  be  done  away  by  thy  mercy,  and  his  pardon 
sealed  in  heaven,  before  he  go  hence  and  be  no

lieveth  in  me  shall  never  die.     St.  John  xi.  25,  26. 

T  KNOW  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  that  he 
shall  stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth. 
And  though  after  my  skin,  worms  destroy  this  body, 
yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God.     yob  xix.  25,  26. 

\\  7"E  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is 

v  v    certain  that  we  can  carry  nothing  out.     The 

Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken  away ;  blessed 

be  the  name  of  the  Lord,     i  Tim.  vi.  7  ;  Job  i.  21. 

Then  shall  be  said  the  following  Passages  from  the 
y^th  and  yoth  Psalms. 

PSALM  XXXIX. 

T  ORD,  make  me  to  know  mine  end,  and  the 
•*— '  measure  of  my  days,  that  I  may  know  how 
frail  I  am. 
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Behold  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  it  were  a 
span  long,  and  mine  age  is  even  as  nothing  in  re 
spect  of  thee ;  and  verily  every  man  at  his  best 
state  is  altogether  vanity. 

For  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shadow,  and  disquiet- 
eth  himself  in  vain  ;  he  heapeth  up  riches,  and  can 
not  tell  who  shall  gather  them. 

And  now,  Lord,  what  is  my  hope  ?  truly  my  hope 
is  even  in  thee. 

I  became  dumb,  and  opened  not  my  mouth ;  for 
it  was  thy  doing. 

But  take  thy  stroke  away  from  me ;  for  I  am 
consumed  by  the  blow  of  thy  heavy  hand. 

When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  chasten  man  for 
sin,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to  consume  away,  like 
as  it  were  a  moth  fretting  a  garment ;  surely  every 
man  is  vanity. 

Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  with  thine  ears  con 
sider  my  calling ;  hold  not  thy  peace  at  my  tears. 

For  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee,  and  a  sojourner, 
as  all  my  fathers  were. 

O  spare  me  a  little,  that  I  may  recover  my  strength, 
before  I  go  hence,  and  be  no  more  seen. 

PSALM  XC. 

T    ORD,  thou  hast  been  our  dwelling-place  in  all 
•— '  generations. 

Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever 
thou  hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the  world,  even 
from  everlasting  to  everlasting,  thou  art  God. 
Thou  turnest  man  to  destruction ;   and  sayest, 

Return,  ye  children  of  men. 
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For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but  as  yes 
terday  when  it  is  past,  or  a  watch  in  the  night. 

Thou  earnest  them  away  as  with  a  flood ;  they 
are  even  as  a  sleep ;  and  fade  away  suddenly  like 
the  grass ; 

In  the  morning  it  is  green,  and  groweth  up  ;  but 
in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down,  dried  up,  and  with 
ered. 

The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore  years  and 
ten  ;  and  though  men  be  so  strong,  that  they  come 
to  fourscore  years,  yet  is  their  strength  then  but 
labor  and  sorrow ;  so  soon  passeth  it  away,  and  we 
are  gone. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we  may 
apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 

Then  may  follow  John  xiv.  or  these  Selections  from 
I  Cor.  xv. 

TVT  OW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become 
•*  ^  the  first  fruits  of  those  who  slept.  For  since 
by  man  came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resur 
rection  of  the  dead. 

For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall 
all  be  made  alive. 

There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory 
of  the  moon,  and  another  glory  of  the  stars ;  for 
one  star  differeth  from  another  star  in  glory.  So 
also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in 
corruption,  it  is  raised  in  incorruption  ;  it  is  sown 
in  dishonor,  it  is  raised  in  glory ;  it  is  sown  in 
weakness,  it  is  raised  in  power  ;  it  is  sown  a  natural 
body,  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 
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Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood 
cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God ;  neither  doth 
corruption  inherit  incorruption.  For  this  corrupti 
ble  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must 
put  on  immortality.  So  when  this  corruptible  shall 
have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have 
put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be  brought  to  pass 
the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in 
victory.  O  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  O  grave, 
where  is  thy  victory  ?  The  sting  of  death  is  sin, 
and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law ;  but  thanks  be 
to  God,  who  giveth  us  the  victory,  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Then  the  Minister,  either  at  the  Grave,  or  in  the  body 
of  the  Church,  shall  say, 

\l\  AN  who  is  born  of  a  woman,  hath  but  a  short 
*•  time  to  live,  and  is  full  of  misery.  He  cometh 
up,  and  is  cut  down  like  a  flower ;  he  fleeth  as  it 
were  a  shadow,  and  never  continueth  in  one  stay. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death ;  of  whom 
may  we  seek  for  succor,  but  of  thee,  O  Lord,  who 
for  our  sins  art  justly  displeased  ? 

Yet,  O  Lord  God  most  holy,  O  Lord  most  mighty, 
O  holy  and  most  merciful  Father,  deliver  us  not 
into  the  bitter  pains  of  eternal  death. 

Thou  knowest,  Lord,  the  secrets  of  our  hearts ; 
shut  not  thy  merciful  ears  to  our  prayers  ;  but  spare 
us,  Lord  most  holy,  O  God  most  mighty,  O  holy 
and  merciful  Father,  thou  most  worthy  Judge  eter 
nal,  suffer  us  not,  at  our  last  hour,  for  any  pains  of 
death,  to  fall  from  thee. 
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Then,  while  the  Earth  shall  be  cast  upon  the  Body  by 

some  standing  by,  the  Minister  shall  say, 
T^ORASMUCH  as  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God 
•I  to  take  unto  himself  the  soul  of  our  brother 
here  departed,  we  therefore  commit  his  body  to  the 
ground ;  earth  to  earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust; 
in  sure  and  certain  hope  of  the  resurrection  to  eter

At  the  Burial  of  a  young  Child,  may  be  said,  instead 
of  the  above, 

T  HEARD  the  voice  of  Jesus,  saying,  Suffer  little 
J-  children  to  come  unto  me,  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  heaven. 

Then   shall  the  Minister  say   any   of  the  following 
Prayers,  at  his  discretion.

He  made  darkness  his  pavilion ;  his  tent  round 
about  him  was  dark  waters  and  thick  clouds  of  the 
skies.

He  imagineth  mischief  upon  his  bed,  and  hath 
set  himself  in  no  good  way ;  neither  doth  he  abhor 
anything  that  is  evil. 

Thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  reacheth  unto  the  heavens, 
and  thy  faithfulness  unto  the  clouds. 

Thy  righteousness  standeth  like  the  strong  moun 
tains  ;  thy  judgments  are  like  the  great  deep. 

Thou,  Lord,  preservest  both  man  and  beast.  How 
excellent  is  thy  mercy,  O  God  !  therefore  the  chil 
dren  of  men  shall  put  their  trust  under  the  shadow 
of  thy  wings.

Wicked  doers  shall  be  rooted  out ;  and  they  who 
patiently  wait  on  the  Lord  shall  inherit  the  land. 

Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  ungodly  shall  be  gone ; 
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thou   shalt  look  after  his  place,  and  he  shall  be 
away. 

But  the  meek  shall  inherit  the  earth,  and  shall 
be  refreshed  in  the  abundance  of  peace. 

The  ungodly  have  drawn  out  the  sword,  and  have 
bent  their  bow,  to  cast  down  the  poor  and  needy, 
and  to  slay  such  as  are  of  a  right  conversation. 

Their  sword  shall  go  through  their  own  heart, 
and  their  bow  shall  be  broken. 

A  small  thing  that  the  righteous  hath,  is  better 
than  great  riches  of  the  ungodly. 

For  the  arms  of  the  ungodly  shall  be  broken,  but 
the  Lord  upholdeth  the  righteous. 

The  Lord  knoweth  the  days  of  the  godly ;  their 
inheritance  shall  endure  forever. 

They  shall  not  be  confounded  in  the  perilous 
time,  and  in  the  days  of  dearth  they  shall  have 
enough. 

The  Lord  ordereth  a  good  man's  going,  and 
maketh  his  way  acceptable  to  himself. 

Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  cast  away ;  for 
the  Lord  upholdeth  him  with  his  hand. 

I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old,  and  yet  saw 
I  never  the  righteous  forsaken,  nor  his  seed  begging 
their  bread. 

The  righteous  is  ever  merciful,  and  lendeth,  and 
his  seed  is  blessed. 

Flee  from  evil,  and  do  the  thing  that  is  good, 
and  dwell  forevermore. 
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For  the  Lord  loveth  the  thing  that  is  right ;  he 
forsaketh  not  his  who  are  godly,  but  they  are  pre 
served  forever. 

The  unrighteous  shall  be  punished  ;  as  for  the 
seed  of  the  ungodly,  it  shall  be  rooted  out. 

The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land  and  dwell 
therein  forever. 

The  mouth  of  the  righteous  is  exercised  in  wis 
dom,  and  his  tongue  will  be  talking  of  judgment. 

The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his  heart,  and  his  goings 
shall  not  slide. 

The  ungodly  watcheth  the  righteous,  and  seeketh 
occasion  to  slay  him. 

The  Lord  will  not  leave  him  in  his  hand,  nor 
condemn  him  when  he  is  judged. 

Hope  thou  in  the  Lord,  and  keep  his  way,  and 
he  shall  promote  thee,  that  thou  shalt  possess  the 
land  ;  when  the  ungodly  shall  perish,  thou  shalt 
see  it. 

I  myself  have  seen  the  ungodly  in  great  power, 
and  flourishing  like  a  green  bay-tree. 

I  went  by,  and  lo,  he  was  gone ;  I  sought  him, 
but  his  place  could  nowhere  be  found. 

Keep  innocency,  and  take  heed  unto  the  thing 
that  is  right ;  for  that  shall  bring  a  man  peace  at 
the  last. 

As  for  the  transgressors,  they  shall  perish  to 
gether  ;  and  the  end  of  the  ungodly  is,  they  shall 
be  rooted  out  at  the  last. 

But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  cometh  of  the 
Lord,  who  is  also  their  strength  in  the  time  of 
trouble.

God  reigneth  over  the  nations  ;  God  sitteth  upon 
his  holy  throne. 

The  princes  of  the  heathen  are  joined  unto  the 
people  of  the  God  of  Abraham ;  for  God,  who  is 
high  exalted,  doth  defend  the  earth  as  it  were  with 
a  shield. 

PSALM  CXLVII. 

TDRAISE  ye  the  Lord  :  for  it  is  a  good  thing  to 
sing  praises  unto  our  God  ;  yea,  a  joyful  and 
pleasant  thing  it  is  to  be  thankful.

He  showeth  his  word  unto  Jacob,  his  statutes 
and  ordinances  unto  Israel. 

He  hath  not  dealt  so  with  any  other  nation ; 
neither  have  the  heathen  knowledge  of  his  laws. 
Praise  ye  the  Lord.

lect  thy  laws.  Surely  it  is  of  thy  mercy  that  we 
are  not  consumed,  and  because  thy  compassions 
fail  not. 

We  beseech  thee  to  grant  thy  mercy  unto  us  who 
have  corrupted  our  manners,  who  have  been  indif 
ferent  to  thy  worship ;  indulged  too  much  a  spirit 
of  pride  and  uncharitableness,  and  have  become 
too  strongly  attached  to  the  world  and  the  things 
of  the  world.  Awaken  us  to  a  sense  of  our  un- 
worthiness  ;  pardon  the  sins  of  our  nation  ;  forgive 
all  those  who  humble  themselves  this  day  before 
thee,  and  spare  thy  people ;  animate  us  to  unite 
with  one  heart  in  promoting  the  honor  of  thy  name, 
the  interests  of  religion,  and  the  prosperity  and  hap 
piness  of  our  country.  May  we  keep  the  fast  which 
thou  hast  chosen  ;  and,  loosing  every  band  of  wick 
edness,  become  a  peculiar  people  zealous  of  good 
works,  that  thy  displeasure  may  be  turned  away 
from  us,  and  that  thou  mayest  delight  to  build  us 
up  and  not  destroy  us. 

O  thou,  who  art  the  Lord  of  lords,  and  the  Foun 
tain  of  all  power,  we  commend  to  thy  care  and 
blessing  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the 
Governor  of  this  State,  and  all  others  in  authority. 
May  they  have  wisdom  to  discern,  and  firmness  to 
pursue  the  true  interests  of  this  people ;  may  they 
employ  all  their  influence  to  promote  peace  and 
virtue ;  and  under  their  government  may  justice 
and  judgment  run  down  as  waters,  and  righteous 
ness  as  a  mighty  stream.  Endue  with  grace  and 
clothe  with  godliness  the  ministers  of  religion.  May 
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they  do  honor  to  thy  truth  in  their  public  services 
and  their  private  conduct ;  and  wilt  thou  so  direct 
and  bless  them,  both  in  their  preaching  and  living, 
that  they  may  save  themselves,  and  those  who  hear 
them.  We  beseech  thee  to  bless  all  seminaries  of 
learning,  all  governors  and  instructors  of  youth, 
all  patrons  and  promoters  of  sound  literature  and 
knowledge ;  and  grant  that  all  the  means  and  op 
portunities  of  mental,  moral,  and  religious  advance 
ment  which  are  enjoyed  among  us,  may  be  thank 
fully  acknowledged  and  diligently  improved. 

Universal  Parent  and  Governor ;  be  merciful  to 
the  whole  race  of  man ;  enlighten  all  who  sit  in 
darkness ;  send  forth  a  spirit  of  peace  and  good 
will ;  restrain  the  violence  of  unreasonable  men  ; 
may  no  weapon  formed  against  the  rights  of  man 
kind  prosper ;  multiply  the  patterns  of  Christian 
virtue  and  the  instruments  of  beneficence ;  direct 
all  flesh  to  the  knowledge  of  thy  Son  ;  and  may  thy 
kingdom  come  and  thy  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it 
is  in  heaven ;  which  we  ask  as  disciples  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Amen. 

CONCLUDING    PRAYER. 

"Fj*  TERNAL  and  all-seeing  God,  we  thy  creatures 
r-j*  sink  into  nothing  before  thy  supreme  majesty; 
we  feel  our  weakness ;  we  acknowledge  our  folly ; 
we  repeatedly  bewail  our  sins ;  thee  only  would  we 
adore  with  awful  veneration  ;  thee  would  we  thank 
with  fervent  zeal ;  to  thy  power  we  humbly  submit ; 
of  thy  goodness  we  devoutly  implore  protection  ;

After  the  Collect  for  the  Day  may  be  used  the  following 
Prayer.

^^  out  the  heavens,  and  rulest  the  raging  of  the 
sea ;  who  hast  compassed  the  waters  with  bounds, 
until  day  and  night  come  to  an  end ;  be  pleased 
to  receive  into  thine  almighty  and  most  gracious 
protection  the  persons  of  us  thy  servants,  who  now 
call  upon  thy  name  from  the  bosom  of  the  mighty 
deep.  Borne  on  the  surface  of  a  changing  element, 
and  exposed  to  the  vicissitudes  of  the  inconstant 
skies,  may  we  always  feel  ourselves  in  the  presence 
and  merciful  care  of  that  infinite  and  holy  God, 
who  hath  measured  the  waters  in  the  hollow  of  his 
hand,  and  meted  out  heaven  with  a  span.  Preserve 
us,  we  pray  thee,  from  the  dangers  of  the  sea ;  from 
shipwreck ;  from  fire  ;  from  the  wrath  of  the  tem 
pest  ;  from  the  violence  of  enemies  ;  and  grant  that 
we  may  arrive  at  our  desired  haven  in  safety,  health, 
and  peace,  and  with  a  thankful  remembrance  of 
thy  rich  and  manifold  mercies.  But  we  do  more 
especially  pray,  O  Lord  our  God,  that  if  thou 
shouldst  see  fit  to  bring  us  into  peril  and  mis 
fortune,  we  may  bear  thy  whole  will  with  perfect 
submission,  and  surrender  ourselves  in  every  event 
to  thine  absolute  and  all-wise  disposal.  Whether 
we  are  in  danger  or  at  rest,  in  sickness  or  health, 
in  life  or  death,  let  us  be  thine,  O  Lord,  and  wholly 
thine. 

Hear  us  in  behalf  of  our  country,  and  grant  that 
it  may  constantly  prosper  under  thy  care,  and  be 
defended  with  thy  favorable  kindness  as  with  a 
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shield.  Bless  our  absent  friends,  wherever  they 
may  be  ;  preserve  them  from  evil ;  and,  in  thy  great 
mercy,  permit  us  to  see  them  again,  and  rejoice  in 
their  society  and  welfare. 

We  thank  thee,  that  thou  hast  thus  far  preserved 
us ;  we  thank  thee  for  this  opportunity  of  calling 
upon  thy  name ;  we  commend  ourselves  and  our 
interests  to  thy  holy  keeping ;  and  ascribe  unto 
thee  all  honor  and  glory,  dominion  and  praise, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

LORD,  our  God,  who  madest  heaven,  and 
earth,  and  sea,  and  all  that  therein  is,  and 
who  keepest  thy  promise  forever ;  mercifully  hear 
the  prayers  of  thy  servants  ;  deliver  us  from  the 
dangers  of  the  seas ;  protect  and  prosper  us  in  the 
way  we  go,  and  bring  us  to  our  haven  and  to  our

and  undefiled.  Help  us  to  set  our  affections  on 
things  above.  May  we  constantly  live  as  in  thy 
world,  in  thy  sight,  as  thy  children.  Let  it  be  our 
study  at  home  and  abroad,  by  day  and  by  night, 
to  love  and  fear  thee  as  we  ought,  and  to  do  those 
things  which  are  well  pleasing  in  thy  sight.

We  bless  thee 
for  thy  patience  with  us  ;  for  the  assistances  of  thy 
Holy  Spirit ;  for  thy  continual  care  and  watchful 
providence  over  us,  through  the  whole  course  of  our 
lives.  We  pray  thee  to  continue  thy  blessings  to 
us ;  and  to  give  us  grace  to  show  our  thankfulness 
in  a  sincere  obedience  to  thy  laws. 

We  beseech  thee  to  protect  us  this  night.  De 
fend  us  from  all  dangers,  and  give  us  such  refresh 
ing  sleep  as  may  fit  us  for  the  duties  of  the  following 
day.  Make  us  ever  mindful  of  the  time  when  we 
shall  lie  down  in  the  dust ;  and  grant  us  grace  al 
ways  to  live  in  such  a  state,  that  we  may  never  be 
afraid  to  die ;  so  that  living  and  dying  we  may  be 
thine,  and  thine  forevermore.

Hear  us,  we  beseech  thee,  in  thy  Son's  name, 
as  whose  disciples  we  approach  thee,  our  Father, 
and  ascribe  unto  thee  all  honor  and  glory  forever.

Be  kind 
to  all  our  friends  and  to  all  our  enemies ;  to  all 
who  have  prayed  for  us,  and  to  all  who  have  de 
sired  that  we  should  pray  for  them.  Mercifully,  O 
God,  Father  Almighty,  hear  their  prayers,  and  ours, 
which  we  offer  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Amen. 
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THIRD. 

LORD  God,  Father  of  all  mercies,  we  desire 
to  offer  up  to  thee,  before  we  seek  repose,  our 
evening  sacrifice  of  prayer  and  praise.  We  bless 
thee  for  thy  goodness  to  us  during  the  past  day, 
and  we  beseech  thee  to  continue  to  us  thy  gracious 
protection  during  this  night.  Thou  sustainest  us, 
though  we  see  thee  not.  Thou  art  our  support  in 
trouble ;  our  guide  in  difficulty ;  our  best  consola 
tion  in  time  of  sickness ;  our  only  refuge  in  the 
hour  of  death.

O  sanc 
tify  unto  us  our  prosperity  and  our  adversity,  our 
sickness  and  our  health ;  and,  in  all  conditions, 
grant  unto  us  grateful  and  contented  minds. 
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We  commend  to  thee  the  young  and  the  old,  the 
strong  and  the  feeble,  the  happy  and  the  afflicted. 
Grant  unto  all  the  needful  spirit  of  thy  grace,  the 
remission  of  sins,  and  life  everlasting;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  whole  Family  say  the  following  Bene 
diction,  and  the  Service  may  be  closed  with  a  Hymn.

Bless  those  who  are  coming  on,  and  those 
who  are  in  the  midst  of  their  work,  and  those  who 
are  passing  away.  Be  thou  the  God  and  the  Guide 
of  all. 

Let  us  go  to  rest,  this  night,  secure  in  thy  gra 
cious  protection.  Let  us  rise,  in  the  morning,  pre 
pared  for  the  duties  of  the  day.  When  we  are 
called  to  sleep  the  sleep  of  death,  may  we  fear 
no  evil,  but  rejoice  in  the  sure  hope  of  a  brighter 
morning,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour.  Amen.

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A    CATECHISM 
FOR  THE  INSTRUCTION  OF  CHILDREN. 

PART   I. 

Question.    Can  you  tell  me  who  made  you  ? 

Answer.    God  made  me  and  all  things. 

Q.    For  what  did  God  make  you  ? 

A.    To  be  good  and  happy. 

Q.    What  is  it  to  be  good  ? 

A.  To  love  and  obey  my  parents,  to  speak  the 
truth  always,  and  to  be  just  and  kind  to  all  per 
sons. 

Q.    Can  God  know  whether  you  are  good  or  not  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  for  though  we  cannot  see  God,  yet  he 
sees  us,  wherever  we  are,  by  night  as  well  as  by 
day. 

Q.    What  will  God  do  for  you,  if  you  be  good  ? 

A.    He  will  love  me,  and  make  me  happy. 

Q.  Can  you  do  anything  for  God,  who  is  so 
good  to  you  ? 

A.  I  can  only  love  him,  obey  him,  and  be  thank 
ful  to  him  ;  I  can  do  nothing  for  him. 

Q.    Can  you  speak  to  God  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  he  has  bid  us  to  pray  to  him  for  every- 
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thing  which  is  fit  for  us,  and  he  is  always  ready  to 
hear  us. 

Q.     In  what  manner  should  you  pray  to  God  ? 

A.  Our  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  has  given  us  a 
form  of  prayer,  called  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

Q.     Repeat  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

A.  Our  Father,  who  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed 
be  thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come  ;  Thy  will  be 
done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day 
our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses, 
As  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us.  And 
lead  us  not  into  temptation,  But  deliver  us  from 
evil.  For  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power, 
and  the  glory,  For  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

Q.  What  will  God  do  to  those  who  are  not 
good? 

A.     He  will  punish  them. 

Q.  Is  God  able  to  punish  those  who  are  not 
good? 

A.  Yes ;  he  who  made  all  things  can  do  all 
things ;  he  can  take  away  all  our  friends,  and 
everything  which  he  has  given  us ;  and  he  can 
make  us  die,  whenever  he  pleases. 

Q.    After  you  die,  shall  you  live  again  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  God  will  raise  us  from  the  dead,  and, 
if  we  be  good,  we  shall  die  no  more. 

Q.  Where  shall  you  live  again,  if  you  have  been 
good  ? 

A.  If  I  have  been  good,  I  shall  go  to  heaven, 
where  I  shall  be  very  happy  forever. 

Q.  What  will  become  of  the  wicked,  when  they 
die? 
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A.    They  will  meet  with  their  just  punishment. 

Q.  When  you  do  anything  which  is  wrong, 
should  you  not  be  afraid  that  God,  who  sees  you, 
will  punish  you  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  but  he  has  promised  to  forgive  us,  if 
we  be  sorry  for  our  sins,  and  endeavor  to  sin  no 
more. 

Q.  Who  has  told  us  that  God  will  forgive  us, 
if  we  repent  of  our  sins,  and  endeavor  to  sin  no 
more? 

A.  Many  persons  by  whom  God  spake,  and 
particularly  Jesus  Christ. 

Q.    Who  was  Jesus  Christ  ? 

A.  The  well-beloved  Son  of  God,  whom  the 
Father  sent  to  teach  men  their  duty,  and  to  per 
suade  and  encourage  them  to  practise  it. 

Q.  Where  do  we  learn  what  we  know  concern 
ing  Christ,  and  what  he  did,  taught,  and  suffered, 
for  the  good  of  men  ? 

A.  In  the  Bible,  which  we  should  diligently  read 
and  study,  for  our  improvement  in  knowledge  and 
goodness,  in  order  to  fit  us  for  heaven. 

Q.  Is  there  any  form  of  words  in  which  Chris 
tians  express  the  principal  articles  of  their  belief? 

A.  Yes ;  the  Apostles'  Creed,  which  was  com 
posed  in  the  first  ages  of  Christianity,  is  such  a 
form. 

Q.    Repeat  the  Apostles'  Creed. 

A.  I  believe  in  God,  the  Father  Almighty, 
maker  of  heaven  and  earth ; 

And  in  Jesus  Christ,  his  only  Son,  our  Lord ; 
who  was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost ;  born  of 
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the  Virgin  Mary ;  suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate  ; 
was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried ;  the  third  day  he 
arose  again  from  the  dead ;  he  ascended  into 
heaven  ;  and  sitteth  at  the  right  hand  of  God, 
the  Father  Almighty  ;  from  thence  he  shall  come 
to  judge  the  living  and  the  dead. 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost ;  the  communion 
of  saints  ;  the  forgiveness  of  sins  ;  the  resurrection 
of  the  body  ;  and  the  life  everlasting.  Amen. 

PART    II. 

Q.  Does  the  Bible  inform  us  what  God  him 
self  is  ? 

A.  Yes ;  it  teaches  us  that  he  is  a  being  who 
had  no  beginning,  and  that  he  will  have  no  end  ; 
that  he  is  almighty,  perfectly  wise,  and  infinitely 
good ;  that  he  is  everywhere  present ;  that  he 
never  changes  in  his  nature  or  disposition. 

Q.  What  does  God  require  of  us,  in  order  to 
live  and  die  in  his  favor  ? 

A.  All  that  God  requires  of  us  is  comprehended 
in  these  two  precepts ;  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord 
thy  God  with  all  thy  heart ;  and  thy  neighbor  as 
thyself. 

Q.  In  what  manner  must  we  express  our  love 
to  God  ? 

A.  By  a  grateful  sense  of  his  goodness  to  us  ; 
by  a  constant  care  to  do  his  will ;  and  by  an  entire 
and  cheerful  submission  to  all  the  dispensations 
of  his  providence. 

Q.  How  must  we  express  our  love  to  our  fellow- 
men  ? 
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A.  By  doing  to  others  as  we  should  think  it  right 
in  them  to  do  to  us  in  the  same  circumstances. 

Q.  By  what  methods  must  we  cherish  our  love 
to  God,  and  increase  our  confidence  in  him  ? 

A.  We  must  frequently  consider  the  benefits  he 
confers  upon  us.  We  must  also  address  ourselves 
to  him  in  prayer,  thanking  him  for  the  mercies  he 
bestows  upon  us,  confessing  our  sins  before  him, 
and  asking  of  him  whatever  he  knows  to  be  need 
ful  and  good  for  us. 

Q.  How  shall  we  bring  ourselves  into  the  best 
disposition  for  performing  our  duty  to  God  and 
man  ? 

A,  By  a  proper  government  of  our  passions, 
according  to  the  dictates  of  reason  and  conscience ; 
by  living  in  temperance  and  chastity ;  and  never 
indulging  a  proud,  malicious,  or  selfish  temper. 

Q.  What  should  we  do,  when  people  affront 
and  injure  us  ? 

A.  We  should  not  return  evil  for  evil ;  and,  if 
they  repent,  we  must  forgive  them,  as  we  hope  that 
God  will  forgive  us  our  offences  against  him. 

Q.  In  what  manner  should  we  treat  the  inferior 
animals  ? 

A.  We  should  treat  them  with  tenderness  and 
humanity ;  and  never  torment  them  or  destroy 
their  lives  to  make  ourselves  sport ;  because  they 
are  the  creatures  of  God,  and  because  God  has 
commanded  us  to  be  merciful  unto  them. 

Q.  Has  God  anywhere  delivered  distinct  direc 
tions,  concerning  the  several  branches  of  our  duty 
to  him  and  to  our  neighbor  ? 


Catechism. 

A.  Yes,  in  the  Ten  Commandments,  which  he 
delivered  to  the  children  of  Israel  from  Mount 
Sinai. 

Q.    Which  is  the  first  commandment  ? 

A.    Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  but  me. 

Q.    Which  is  the  second  commandment  ? 

A.  Thou  shalt  not  make  to  thyself  any  graven 
image,  nor  the  likeness  of  anything  that  is  in  heaven 
above,  or  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  in  the  water  un 
der  the  earth  ;  thou  shalt  not  bow  down  to  them, 
nor  worship  them ;  for  I,  the  Lord  thy  God,  am  a 
jealous  God,  and  visit  the  sins  of  the  fathers  upon 
the  children,  unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation, 
of  those  who  hate  me  ;  and  show  mercy  unto  thou 
sands  of  those  who  love  me,  and  keep  my  com 
mandments. 

Q.    Which  is  the  third  commandment? 

A.  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord 
thy  God  in  vain  ;  for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him 
guiltless  who  taketh  his  name  in  vain. 

Q.    Which  is  the  fourth  commandment. 

A.  Remember,  that  thou  keep  holy  the  Sabbath 
day.  Six  days  shalt  thou  labor,  and  do  all  that 
thou  hast  to  do ;  but  the  seventh  day  is  the  Sab 
bath  of  the  Lord  thy  God.  In  it  thou  shalt  do  no 
manner  of  work,  thou,  and  thy  son,  and  thy  daugh 
ter  ;  thy  man-servant,  and  thy  maid-servant ;  thy 
cattle,  and  the  stranger  who  is  within  thy  gates. 
For  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth, 
the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the 
seventh  day ;  wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  sev 
enth  day,  and  hallowed  it. 


Catechism. 

Q.    Which  is  the  fifth  commandment  ? 

A.  Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother ;  that  thy 
days  may  be  long  in  the  land,  which  the  Lord  thy 
God  giveth  thee. 

Q.    Which  is  the  sixth  commandment? 

A.    Thou  shalt  do  no  murder. 

Q.    Which  is  the  seventh  commandment  ? 

A.    Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. 

Q.    Which  is  the  eighth  commandment  ? 

A.    Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

Q.    Which  is  the  ninth  commandment? 

A.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against 
thy  neighbor. 

Q.    Which  is  the  tenth  commandment  ? 

A.  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbor's  house  ; 
thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbor's  wife ;  nor  his 
servant,  nor  his  maid,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor 
anything  that  is  his. 

Q.  What  are  those  principles  which  most  effect 
ually  lead  to  the  observance  of  these,  and  all  other 
of  God's  commandments  ? 

A.  A  high  reverence  of  God,  and  a  sincere  good 
will  to  our  fellow-creatures,  joined  with  a  just  regard 
to  our  own  real  interest. 

Q.  What  is  the  best  method  we  can  take  to 
guard  ourselves  from  all  vice  and  wickedness  ? 

A.  By  being  careful  not  to  indulge  sinful 
thoughts ;  and  by  correcting  everything  which  is 
amiss  in  the  beginning,  before  we  have  become 
accustomed  to  it,  and  have  formed  a  habit  which 
cannot  easily  be  broken  ;  particularly  by  avoiding 
the  company  of  wicked  persons,  who  would  soon 
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make  us  like  themselves ;  and  by  being,  in  a  more 
especial  manner,  upon  our  guard  against  those  vices, 
to  which  our  situation  and  circumstances  make  us 
peculiarly  prone. 

Q.  Is  any  man  able  to  fulfil  all  the  commands 
of  God,  so  as  to  live  entirely  without  sin  ? 

A.  No.  Our  merciful  God  and  Father  knows 
that  we  are  not  able  to  do  this,  and  therefore  doth 
not  expect  it  from  us.  He  only  requires  that  we 
repent  of  the  sins  we  commit,  and  endeavor  to  live 
better  lives  for  the  future. 

Q.  What  should  a  sense  of  our  frailty  and  prone- 
ness  to  sin  teach  us  ? 

A.  Humility  and  watchfulness,  and  earnestness 
in  our  prayers  to  God,  to  enable  us  to  resist  temp 
tation,  and  to  strengthen  and  confirm  our  good  dis 
positions. 

Q.  Did  Christ  appoint  any  outward  ordinances 
as  means  of  promoting  his  religion  ? 

A.  He  commanded  his  disciples  to  go  and 
teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ; 
and  he  also  commanded  them  to  eat  bread  and 
drink  wine  in  remembrance  of  him.  This  rite  is 
called  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Q.    What  is  the  meaning  of  baptism  ? 

A.  The  washing  of  water  in  baptism  probably 
represents  the  purity  of  heart  and  life,  required 
from  all  who  become  the  disciples  of  Christ. 

Q.  WThat  is  the  nature  and  use  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  ? 

A.     By  eating  bread  and  drinking  wine  in  re- 
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membrance  of  Christ,  we  keep  alive  the  memory 
of  his  death  and  resurrection  ;  we  acknowledge 
ourselves  to  be  Christians ;  we  cherish  a  grateful 
sense  of  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ ;  and 
strengthen  our  resolutions  to  live  as  becomes  his 
disciples. 

Q.  What  has  Jesus  Christ  become  to  us  on  ac 
count  of  what  he  did  and  suffered  for  the  good  of 
men  ? 

A.  Because  he  humbled  himself  to  death,  God 
has  highly  exalted  him,  and  made  him  head  over 
all  things  to  his  Church  ;  and,  at  the  end  of  the 
world,  he  will  come  to  judge  the  living  and  the 
dead.  For  this  hope  which  was  set  before  him,  he 
endured  the  cross,  and  despised  the  shame  of  that 
ignominious  death. 

Q.  What  does  Christ,  in  the  Scriptures,  say  con 
cerning  the  day  of  judgment  ? 

A.  That,  when  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in 
his  glory,  and  all  the  holy  angels  with  him,  then 
shall  he  sit  upon  the  throne  of  his  glory ;  and  be 
fore  him  shall  be  gathered  all  nations  ;  and  he  shall 
separate  them  one  from  another,  as  a  shepherd  di- 
videth  his  sheep  from  the  goats ; — that  he  will  send 
the  wicked  into  punishment ;  and  take  the  right 
eous  to  a  state  .of  happiness,  which  is  life  eternal 
with  himself.

When  wisdom  entereth  into  your  hearts, 
and  knowledge  is  pleasant  unto  your  souls,  discre 
tion  shall  preserve  you,  understanding  shall  keep 
you  ;  to  deliver  you  from  the  way  of  those  who 
leave  the  paths  of  uprightness,  to  walk  in  the  ways 
of  darkness. 

My  children,  forget  not  the  law  of  God  ;  but  let 
your  hearts  keep  his  commandments.  For  length 
of  days,  and  years  of  life,  and  peace,  shall  they  add 
to  you.  Let  not  mercy  and  truth  forsake  you. 
Bind  them  about  your  necks  ;  write  them  upon  the 
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tables  of  your  hearts.     So  shall  you  find  favor  in 
the  sight  of  God  and  man.

We 
thank  thee,  that,  when  he  was  on  earth,  He  suffered 
little  children  to  come  to  him,  And  took  them  in 
his  arms  and  blessed  them.  May  we  be  worthy  of 
his  blessing  ;  May  our  souls  rest  in  his  arms.  May 
we  be  gentle  and  kind ;  May  we  be  patient  and 
meek  ;  May  we  love  each  other  with  pure  hearts  ; 
So  that  our  Heavenly  Father  may  love  us,  And 
take  us  to  heaven  when  we  die. 

We  pray  thee,  O  God,  to  bless  our  parents  and 
our  kindred,  Our  teachers  and  our  friends.  O  guard 
them  from  danger,  And  comfort  them  in  trouble, 
And  heal  them  in  sickness,  And  deliver  them  from 
evil.  Bless  all  mankind.  Pardon  our  offences ; 
Help  our  infirmities ;  And  accept  our  prayers ; 
Through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.  Amen. 
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'  Instructor.  The  Lord  bless  you  and  keep  you ; 
the  Lord  be  gracious  unto  you,  and  give  you  peace, 
now  and  evermore.  Amen. 


SECOND   SERVICE. 

The  Instructor  shall  begin  -with  the  following  Address.

Then  shall  the  Instructor  and  Pupils  repeat  the  fol 
lowing  verses  alternately  ;  the  Instructor  beginning. 

"DLESS  the  Lord,  O  my  soul,  and  all  that  is 
within  me,  bless  his  holy  name. 

Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul,  and  forget  not  all 
his  benefits ! 

Who  forgiveth  all  thy  sins,  and  healeth  all  thine 
infirmities ; 
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Who  saveth  thy  life  from  destruction,  and  crown- 
eth  thee  with  mercy  and  loving-kindness ; 

Who  filleth  the  morning  of  thy  life  with  good 
things,  and  reneweth  thy  youth  like  the  eagle's. 

He  will  bless  those  who  fear  the  Lord,  both  small 
and  great. 

Ye  are  the  blessed  of  the  Lord,  who  made  heaven 
and  earth. 

And  we  will  praise  the  Lord  from  this  time  forth 
forevermore. 

Then  shall  the  Instructor  say, 

"XT  OW  let  us  unite  in  prayer  to  the  same  Almighty 
Being.  And  let  us  remember  that  he  is  a  God 
who  heareth  prayer,  and  knoweth  all  our  thoughts, 
and  all  the  secrets  of  our  hearts.  Let  us  pray  to 
him  humbly,  and  reverently,  and  sincerely.

When 
we  sin,  do  thou  forgive  us.  When  we  wander,  do 
thou  restore  us.

While  we  live,  may  we  love  and  serve 
thee.  In  the  hour  of  death,  may  we  rest  upon 
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thee ;  And  after  death  may  we  rise  to  praise  thee. 
Which  we  humbly  ask  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

Instructor.  Children,  the  grace  of  Christ  be 
with  you,  and  the  peace  of  God  rest  upon  you, 
now  and  forevermore.  Amen.

Ins.    Let  us  pray.  , 

Then  shall  the  Instructor  say  the  following  Prayer. 

GOD,  who  art  the  source  of  light,  and  foun- 
tain  of  all  wisdom,  help  thy  young  servants, 
we  pray  thee,  in  acquiring  a  right  knowledge  of 
thee  and  of  thy  holy  will  and  word.  Dispose  their 
hearts  to  the  love  of  truth,  and  their  minds  to  the 
attainment  of  all  good  learning.  Assist  them  to 
search  the  Scriptures,  and  to  find  in  them  eternal 
life.

P.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  write  all 
thy  laws  in  our  hearts,  we  beseech  thee. 
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Ins.  May  the  Lord  bless  us  and  keep  us  ;  may 
the  Lord  lift  up  the  light  of  his  countenance  upon 
us,  and  give  us  peace,  now  and  forevermore,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour.  Amen.
